1.  Any  existing  dump  in  the  Town  of  Plymouth  and  each  newly 
established  dump  in  the  Town  of  Plymouth  shall  conform  to  this  by-law  and 
its  provisions. 

2.  Before  any  debris  can  be  deposited  in  any  dump,  said  debris  shall  be 
in  a  chipped  form  and  shall  be  deposited  in  a  section  of  the  dump  for  this 
use  only.  Included  as  debris  will  be  any  materials  resulting  from  razed 
buildings,  forested  products  including  trees,  brush,  stumps  and  those 
materials  resulting  from  land  development  or  clearance.  All  such  chipping 
shall  be  done  at  the  expense  of  the  firm,  persons,  or  agents  of  any  land 
developer,  builder,  or  contractor,  and  prior  to  arrival  at  the  dump. 

3.  The  provisions  of  paragraph  (2)  shall  not  apply  to  the  individual, 
homeowner,  tenant,  or  leasee  of  a  dwelling  in  the  Town  of  Plymouth.  ITie 
homeowner,  tenant,  or  leasee  may,  in  other  than  chipped  form,  deposit 
debris  as  set  forth  in  paragraph  (2)  conforming  to  the  rules  established  by 
the  Commission  of  Public  Safety. 

4.  Individual  homeowners,  tenants,  and  leasees  of  a  dwelling  in  the 
Town  of  Plymouth  shall  have  available  to  them  the  chips  deposited  at  the 
sections  of  the  dump  for  use  on  their  property  under  a  plan  established  by 
the  Commission  of  Public  Safety  but  in  no  case  to  be  made  use  of  by  re-sale. 

5.  In  order  that  no  unauthorized  dumps  shall  be  created  in  the  Town,  all 
debris  resulting  from  razed  buildings,  land  clearing,  or  similar  operations, 
shall  be  removed  to  a  town  or  commercial  dump  on  a  daily  basis. 

6.  On  a  complaint  of  any  citizen  of  the  Town  concerning  a  violation  of 
the  terms  of  this  by-law,  the  Commission  of  Public  Safety  shall  within 
twenty-four  hours  of  receipt  of  such  complaint  notify  the  offender  in  writing 
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by  registered  mail  of  the  violation.  The  offender  shall  within  seventy-two 
hours  on  receipt  of  notice  comply  with  the  terms  of  this  By-Law  or  pay  a 
fine  of  Twenty  Dollars  per  day  for  each  day  the  violation  exists  after  the 
seventy-two  hour  notice  period.  Any  person  in  violation  under  this  section 
after  the  seventy-two  hour  notice  period  shall  not  be  issued  any  permits  for 
work  in  the  Town  of  Plymouth  and  any  permits  in  Existence  and  previously 
issued  to  such  person  shall  be  voided." 

This  motion  was  not  passed.

ARTICLE  81.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Town  of 
Plymouth  Zoning  Maps  Nos.  2  and  3,  dated  March  1,  1971  by 
changing  from  R-C  Residential  District  to  Commercial  District  that 
area  on  the  southwesterly  side  of  Court  Street  between  the  original 
commercial  zone  at  Clyfton  Street  and  the  Commercial  Zone  near 
Samoset  Street,  to  a  depth  of  two  hundred  feet  from  Court  Street. 

BY  PETITION:  John  P.  Ryan,  et  al 

Voted:  (Unanimously)  That  the  town  amend  the  Town  of 
Plymouth  Zoning  Maps  Nos.  2  and  3,  dated  March  1,  1971,  by 
changing  from  R-C  Residential  District  to  Commercial  District  that 
area  on  the  southwesterly  side  of  Court  Street  between  the  original 
Commercial  Zone  at  Clyfton  Street  and  the  Commercial  Zone  near 
Samoset  Street,  to  a  depth  of  two  hundred  feet  from  Court  Street.

MANOMET  YOUTH  CENTER  STUDY  COMMITTEE 

Voted:  (Unanimously)  That  the  Town  vote  that  the  Park 
Commission  operate  a  Youth  Center  at  Bartlett  Hall  in  Manomet, 
that  it  be  authorized  to  lease  the  Hall  for  1  year  from  date  of 
execution,  to  purchase  equipment  and  hire  personnel;  and  the  sum 
of  $17,250  be  raised  and  appropriated  for  these  purposes. 

ARTICLE  84  appears  between  Article  34  and  35. 

ARTICLE  85.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  to  acquire, 
operate  and  maintain  the  water  system  ownership  rights  and 
easements  of  Agua  Corporation  and /or  others  in  the  area  of 
Manomet  Beach  Shores,  Colony  Beach  and  Pilgrim  Beach  for  the 
purpose  of  providing  water  to  the  residents  therein  the  residents 
thereof  to  reimburse  the  Town  through  an  extra  charge  on  the  water 
bills  for  a  period  of  years  for  cost  of  acquisition  and  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sum  of  money  to  be  expended  therefor  by  the  Water 
Commissioners,  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

BY  PETITION:  Robert  F.  Alford,  et  al 

Voted:  (Unanimously)  That  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $100,000  to  purchase  the  water  system  ownership  rights 
including  water  mains,  valves,  services  and  meter  and  all  easement 
rights  in  the  ways  in  Manomet  Beach,  Colony  Beach,  and  Pilgrim 
Beach  owned  by  the  Agua  Corporation  for  the  purpose  of  providing 
water  to  the  residents  therein;  and  that  the  residents  of  such  area 
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reimburse  the  Town  for  the  total  acquisition  cost  upon  terms  fur- 
nished by  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners;  such  purchase  to  be 
under  the  direction  of  the  Water  Commissioners. 

ARTICLE  86.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  following 
by-law  :  An  owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog  shall  not  cause  or  permit  such 
dog  to  run  at  large  in  any  street  or  public  place  or  upon  the  premises 
of  anyone  other  than  the  owner  or  keeper,  unless  the  owner  or  oc- 
cupant of  such  premises  grants  permission.  While  in  any  public 
place  or  street,  dogs  shall  be  under  restraint  by  the  owner  or  keeper. 
A  dog  is  under  restraint  within  the  meaning  of  this  By-Law,  if  it  is 
controlled  by  a  leash  or  at  "heel"  beside  a  competent  person  and 
obedient  to  that  person's  commands  or  within  a  vehicle  driven  or 
parked  on  the  street.  Dogs  running  at  large  will  be  impounded.  If  the 
owner  is  known,  notice  shall  be  given  within  three  (3)  days  to  such 
owner.  If  the  owner  is  unknown,  disposition  of  a  dog  shall  be  as 
provided  under  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter  140,  Section 
151A.  If  the  owner  claims  such  dog  and  pays  the  Dog  Officer  the  sum 
of  five  dollars  ($5.00)  together  with  the  current  boarding  rate  as 
allowed  under  Section  151A  for  each  day  held,  it  shall  be  returned  to 
the  owner.  The  sum  of  five  dollars  ($5.00)  shall  be  turned  over  to  the 
Town  Treasurer  and  the  remaining  monies  shall  be  retained  by  the 
Dog  Officer  as  his  fee. 

BY  PETITION:  Dorothy  C.  Adler,  et  al 

Voted:  That  the  Town  establish  a  By-Law  for  regulation  for 
control  of  dogs  as  follows: 

Section  1.  That  the  Town  of  Plymouth  establish  a  By-Law  for 
regulation  for  control  of  dogs. 

Regulation:  No  person  shall  own  or  keep  in  the  Town  of 
Plymouth  any  dog  which  shall  be  determined  as  a  nuisance  by  the 
Dog  Officer  or  the  Commission  of  Public  Safety. 

Nuisance:  A  NUISANCE  according  to  this  by-law  will  be 
determined  as  obnoxious,  annoying,  attacking,  biting,  excessive 
barking,  howling,  killing  or  maiming  or  damaging  any  other 
domesticated  animal;  having  littered  on  or  caused  damage  to  or 
trespassed  upon  the  property  of  other  persons ;  chasing  any  vehicles 
upon  any  public  way  or  way  open  to  the  public  travel  in  the  town; 
running  in  packs;  or  disturbance  of  the  peace. 

Section  2.  Control  Regulation:  An  owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog  shall 
not  cause  or  permit  such  dog  to  run  at  large  in  any  street  or  public 
place,  or  upon  the  premises  of  anyone  other  than  the  owner  or 
keeper,  without  the  permission  of  the  owner  or  occupant  of  such 
premises,  if  the  Dog  Officer  determines  such  dog  to  be  a  nuisance 
within  the  meaning  of  this  by-law. 

Control  Regulation:  If  such  dog  is  determined  to  be  a  nuisance 
the  Dog  Officer  shall  order  such  dog  to  be  controlled.  While  in  any 
public  place  dogs  shall  be  under  control  by  the  owner  or  keeper. 
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Control  Definition:  A  dog  is  under  control  within  the  meaning  of 
this  by-law  if  its  controlled  by  a  leash,  or  at  "heel"  beside  a  com- 
petent person,  confined  to  the  owners  or  keepers  premises,  within 
distance  of  the  owner  or  keeper  to  be  obedient  to  that  persons 
command,  or  within  a  vehicle  driven  or  parked. 

Control  Release:  The  Dog  Officer  in  his  discretion,  may  remove 
an  order  of  control  if  the  owner  or  keeper  of  that  dog  satisfies  him 
that  the  dog  is  unlikely  to  repeat  its  offense. 

Section  3.  Restraint  &  Confinement:  If  the  Dog  Officer  deter- 
mines that  his  order  to  control  a  dog  has  not  been  complied  with, 
and  determines  that  the  dog  is  a  nuisance  within  the  meaning  of  this 
by-law,  he  may  order  such  dog  to  be  confined  or  restrained  by  the 
owner  or  keeper  of  such  dog.  The  length  of  time  and  order  of  con- 
finement or  restraint  to  be  determined  by  the  Dog  Officer. 

If  any  person  shall  make  a  complaint  in  writing  to  the  Dog 
Officer,  of  the  town  that  any  dog  owned  or  harbored  within  his 
jurisdiction  is  a  nuisance,  the  dog  officer  shall  investigate  such 
complaint,  which  may  include  an  examination  on  oath  of  the 
complainant,  and  may  order  such  dog  to  be  confined  or  restrained. 

Restraint  &  Confinement  Definition:  Restrained  &  Confined 
according  to  this  by-law  will  be  determined  as  being  kept  leashed  or 
fenced  within  the  bounds  of  the  property  of  the  owner  or  keeper. 

Owner  Provision:  The  owner  or  keeper  of  any  dog  that  has  been 
ordered  to  be  confined  or  has  been  confined  under  this  by-law,  may 
within  seven  days  after  such  order  or  confinement  file  a  request  in 
writing  with  the  Dog  Officer  that  the  confining  order  be  vacated,  or 
that  the  dog  be  released,  and  after  investigation  by  the  Dog  Officer, 
such  officer  may  vacate  such  order  or  release  such  dog.  If  such 
order  is  not  vacated  or  the  dog  is  not  released,  as  the  case  may  be, 
the  owner  or  keeper  of  such  dog,  within  ten  days  after  such  order  or 
confinement  may  bring  a  petition  in  the  District  Court  of  Plymouth 
addressed  to  the  justice  of  such  court,  praying  that  the  order  or 
confinement  may  be  reviewed  by  the  court,  and  after  such  notice  to 
the  officer  or  officers  involved  as  the  court  may  deem  necessary,  it 
shall  review  such  action,  hear  the  witnesses  and  affirm  such  order 
or  confinement  unless  it  shall  appear  that  it  was  made  without 
proper  cause  or  in  bad  faith,  in  which  case  such  order  shall  be 
reversed  or  the  dog  shall  be  ordered  released.  The  decision  of  the 
court  shall  be  final  and  conclusive  upon  the  parties. 

Confinement  &  Restraint  Release:  The  Dog  officer  in  his 
discretion  may  remove  an  order  of  confinement  and /or  restraint,  if 
the  owner  or  keeper  of  the  dog  satisfies  him  that  the  dog  is  unlikely 
to  repeat  its  offense. 

Section  4.  Impoundment  Regulation:  If  the  Dog  Officer  or  the 
Commission  of  Public  Safety  determines  that  an  order  to  control, 
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confine  or  restrain  a  dog  has  not  been  complied  with,  he/  they  shall 
order  such  dog  to  be  impounded. 

If  the  dog  officer  determined  that  a  dog  in  her  oestrus  cycle 
(even  when  confined  to  the  property  of  the  owner  or  keeper),  is 
attracting  other  dogs  to  the  area,  which  condition  causes  distur- 
bance on  or  damage  to  neighboring  property  or  public  areas  he  may 
impound  the  dog  for  the  duration  of  the  oestrus  cycle,  releasing  it 
thereafter  to  the  owner  or  keeper  upon  the  payment  of  pound  fees ; 
or  the  dog  officer  may  require  the  owner  or  keeper  to  place  and  keep 
such  dog,  while  in  such  cycle,  in  a  kennel  or  to  remove  it  from  the 
area  so  that  the  nuisance  is  abated. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Dog  Officer  to  apprehend  and  impound 
any  dog  found  running  at  large  in  any  street  or  public  place  within 
the  Town  of  Plymouth,  if  he  determines  that  an  order  to  restrain  or 
confine  such  dog  has  not  been  complied  with,  or  if  the  dog  is  found 
unlicensed  as  required  by  law. 

A  Dog  Officer  may  cause  a  dog  to  be  impounded  for  any  one  of 
the  following  causes: 

a.  If  found  without  a  license  when  a  license  is  required  by  law. 

b.  If  found  at  large  when  in  her  oestrus  cycle. 

c.  If  found  out  of  control  in  a  school,  public  park,  public 
playground,  or  area  zoned  business  district. 

d.  If  found  out  of  control  in  a  pack. 

e.  For  having  bitten,  injured  or  physically  molested  any  person. 

f .  For  having  bitten  or  injured  any  domestic  animal. 

g.  For  chasing  any  vehicle  on  a  public  way  or  way  open  to  public 
traffic  in  the  city. 

h.  If  found  at  large,  after  having  been  ordered  restrained  by  a 
Dog  Officer. 

Section  4.  Owner  Provision:  The  owner  or  keeper  of  any  dog 
that  has  been  impounded  under  this  bylaw,  within  three  days  after 
such  impoundment,  may  file  a  request  in  writing  with  the  Dog  Of- 
ficer that  the  dog  be  released,  and  the  impounding  order  be  vacated. 
After  investigation  by  the  Dog  Officer  such  officer  may  vacate  such 
order  or  release  such  dog.  If  such  order  is  not  vacated  or  the  dog  is 
not  released,  as  the  case  may  be,  the  owner  or  keeper  of  such  dog, 
within  seven  days  after  such  order  or  impoundment  may  bring  a 
petition  in  the  District  Court  of  Plymouth  addressed  to  the  justice  of 
such  court,  praying  that  the  order  or  impoundment  may  be 
reviewed  by  the  court,  and  after  such  notice  to  the  officer  or  officers 
involved,  as  the  court  may  deem  necessary,  it  shall  review  such 
action,  hear  the  witnesses  and  affirm  such  order  of  impoundment, 
unless  it  shall  appear  that  it  was  made  without  proper  cause  or  in 
bad  faith,  in  which  case  such  order  shall  be  reversed  or  the  dog  shall 
be  ordered  released.  The  decision  of  the  court  shall  be  final  and 
conclusive  upon  the  parties.

Impoundment  Release:  An  impounded  dog  shall  be  released  to 
its  owner  or  keeper  upon  payment  of  the  pound  fees  and  on  the 
following  additional  conditions,  if  applicable: 

a.  In  the  case  of  an  unlicensed  dog,  upon  the  obtaining  of  a 
license  as  required  by  law. 

b.  If  the  Dog  Officer  in  his  discretion  determines  that  the  owner 
or  keeper  of  such  dog  satisfies  him  that  the  dog  is  unlikely  to  repeat 
the  offense. 

c.  Upon  agreement  of  the  owner  or  keeper  to  undertake  such 
restrictions  or  control  of  the  dog  as  the  Dog  Officer  shall  require. 

Impoundment  Record:  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Department  of 
Animal  Control  upon  impounding  any  dog,  in  the  place  provided 
therefor,  they  shall  make  a  complete  registry,  entering  the  breed, 
color  and  sex  of  such  dog  and  whether  licensed.  If  licensed,  he  shall 
enter  the  name  and  address  of  the  owner  and  the  number  of  the 
license  tag.  The  owner,  if  known,  shall  be  notified  as  soon  as 
possible  that  the  dog  has  been  impounded.  The  owner  of  any  dog,  so 
impounded  may  reclaim  such  dog  upon  payment  of  the  license  fee, 
if  unpaid,  and  of  all  costs  and  charges  incurred  by  the  town  for 
impounding  and  maintenance  of  such  dog  as  provided  by  law. 

Section  5.  Penalties :  Any  owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog  who  shall  fail 
to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  bylaw  or  any  order  of  the  Dog 
Officer  issued  pursuant  to  this  by-law,  shall  be  penalized  by  a  fine  of 
$10,  in  accordance  with  Mass.  General  Laws,  Chapter  140,  Section 
173,  or  in  accordance  with  Mass.  General  Laws,  Chapter  140,  Section 
173A;  as  amended,  or  as  said  section  may  from  time  to  time  be 
amended  by  the  General  Court. 

1st  Offense  Dismissal  on  Appearance 

2nd  Offense  ....$2.00 

3rd  Offense   $5.00 

4th  Offense  $10.00 

All  Subsequent  Off enses  $10.00 

Fines  collected,  shall  be  turned  over  to  the  Town  Treasurer. 

Enforcing  Officer:  This  by-law  shall  be  enforced  by  the  Dog 
Officer  or  Officers  of  the  Town  of  Plymouth,  within  the  department 
of  the  Commission  of  Public  Safety. 

The  Dog  Officer  shall  enter  and  prosecute  a  complaint  against 
the  owner  or  keeper  of  any  dog  taken  into  his  custody  under  this 
section,  provided,  however,  if  within  the  twelve  months  next 
preceding  this  offense  the  owner  or  keeper  has  not  been  convicted 
for  violation  of  this  ordinance  or  a  dog  owned  or  kept  by  him  has  not 
been  taken  into  custody  for  violation  of  this  ordinance,  the  Dog 
Officer  may  waive  prosecution. 

It  is  understood  that  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter 
140,  Sections  136A  through  175,  hold  precedence  over  these 
regulations. 
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This  By-Law  was  adopted  by  a  vote  of  65  in  the  Affirmative  and 
44  in  the  Negative.

The  Meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator  Reubin  M. 
Winokur  at  7:45  o'clock  P.M. 

The  number  of  Town  Meeting  members  present  was  150  as 
reported  by  records  of  the  checkers,  Robert  Marvelli  and  Arsene 
Strassel,  II. 

The  invocation  was  given  by  Lt.  Edward  C.  Russell,  Corps 
Officer  of  the  Salvation  Army  of  Plymouth,  Mass. 

The  Moderator  declared  a  quorum  present. 

ARTICLE  1.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
broadcasting  of  the  1972  Special  Town  Meeting  and  appropriate  a 
sum  of  money  from  available  funds  for  the  expenses  thereof, 
provided  that  the  Town  receives  from  the  broadcasting  facilities  a 
tape  recording  of  the  entire  proceedings  of  the  meeting  so  broad- 
cast. 

Voted:  That  the  Town  authorize  the  broadcasting  of  the  1972 
Special  Town  Meeting  and  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $250 
from  available  funds  for  the  expense  thereof,  provided  that  the 
Town  receives  from  the  broadcasting  facilities  a  tape  recording  of 
the  entire  proceedings  of  the  meeting  so  broadcast. 

ARTICLE  2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  revise  the  Zoning  By- 
Laws  and  Zoning  Maps  of  the  Town  as  it  effects  zoning  districts, 
uses  of  land  and  intensity  regulations  and  for  the  creation  of  a 
Design  Review  Board  with  its  powers  and  duties  and  for  general 
modification  of  the  present  Zoning  By-Law  and  Maps  in  accordance 
with  the  previous  advertisements  of  the  Town  and  as  shown  in  the 
proposed  Zoning  By-Law  and  Maps  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Town 
Clerk,  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

Mr.  Barrett  moved  that  the  proposed  zoning  by-law  on  file  at  the 
offices  of  the  Town  Clerk  and  as  brought  before  this  meeting  be 
referred  to  the  Planning  Board  for  further  hearings,  to  hold  not  less 
than  three  public  hearings  for  the  purpose  of  explaining  the  contents 
of  the  proposed  zoning  by-law  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of 
Plymouth  and  for  said  Planning  Board  to  make  its  recom- 
mendations and  report  at  the  next  Annual  Town  Meeting  for  the 
Town  of  Plymouth,  and  to  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  from 
available  funds  not  to  exceed  One  Thousand  Dollars  for  the  printing 
of  such  copies  of  the  revised  draft  copy  of  the  proposed  zoning  by- 
law and  map,  so  that  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Plymouth  may 
consider  the  same. 

This  motion  was  not  passed.

Board  and  in  accordance  with  the  Personnel  By-Laws  or  to  use  such 
sums  appropriated  from  available  funds  for  the  payment  of  com- 
pensation on  a  fee  basis  to  such  Planning  Director  so  appointed,  or 
take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

Mr.  Crawley  moved  to  defer  action  on  Articles  2  and  3  until  later 
in  the  evening.  This  was  passed. 

ARTICLE  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Zoning 
By-Laws  of  the  town  of  Plymouth  by  suspending  the  operation  of 
those  portions  of  the  By-Law  providing  for  Residential  and  Multi- 
family  dwelling  construction,  so  as  to  not  permit  any  such  con- 
struction in  any  district  of  the  Town,  whether  or  not  approved  by  the 
Zoning  Board  of  Appeals,  or  the  Planning  Board  until  an  En- 
vironmental and  Urban  Impact  Study  has  been  made  showing  the 
effect  of  the  present  building  rate  on  the  Town's  resources,  in- 
cluding water,  sewerage  and  pollution  problems.  Said  study  to  be 
reported  to  an  Annual  or  Special  Town  Meeting  no  later  than  April, 
1975;  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  from  available  funds 
therefor,  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto.

elementary  schools,  said  planning  funds  to  be  expended  by  said 
committee  for  the  purposes  outlined  above,  or  take  any  other  action 
relative  thereto. 

Mr.  Burke  moved  that  Articles  5,  7  and  8  be  acted  upon  together. 
This  motion  was  passed. 

Report  of  Permanent  Elementary  School  Building  Committee 

was  read. 

Voted:  That  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  from  available 
funds  $152,000  to  be  expended  by  the  Permanent  Elementary  School 
Building  Committee  for  the  purpose  of  consulting  with  architects, 
obtaining  plans,  specifications  and  costs,  for  the  construction  of  two 
separate  elementary  schools,  said  funds  to  be  expended  by  said 
Committee,  for  the  purpose  outlined  above. 

ARTICLE  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate from  available  funds  a  sum  of  money  to  be  expended  by 
the  School  Committee  for  the  transportation  of  elementary  school 
pupils  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 
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Voted:  That  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $14,000

Mr.  Ryan  moved  to  amend  the  Zoning  Map  No.  1  of  the  Town  of 
Plymouth  prepared  by  Dober,  Paddock,  Upton  and  Associates,  Inc., 
Planning  Consultants  1972  by  substituting  ''General  Commercial" 
(of  Section  401.12of  Proposed  Zoning  By-Law) in  place  of  "Light 
Industrial"  (of  Section  401.14)  in  so  much  of  the  area  designated 
"Light  Industrial"  on  the  said  Village  Centers  Plan  lying  on  the

Mr.  Crowell  moved  to  amend  the  Zoning  Map  No.  1,  Nov.  14, 
1972,  prepared  by  Dober,  Paddock,  Upton  and  Associates,  Inc. 
Planning  Consultants  1972  by  substituting  'Transitional  Com- 
mercial" in  place  of  "Residential"  in  so  much  of  the  area 
designated  "Residential"  on  the  said  Village  Centers  Plan  as  is 
shown  at  the  intersection  of  Rocky  Hill  Road  and  State  Road  to  be 
"Neighborhood  Business"  on  the  Town  of  Plymouth,  Massachusetts 
Zoning  Map  No.  1  Revised  March  1,  1971,  together  with  that  portion 
of  Lot  3  on  Plat  43  of  the  Town  of  Plymouth  Assessors'  Map  bounded 
and  described  as  follows:

Mr.  Burke  moved  to  amend  the  original  motion  by  striking  out 
on  page  87,  under  Section  40L03,  RR  (Rural  Residential)  Minimum 
Lot  Size,  60,000  sq.  ft.,  and  substituting  therefor  40,000  sq.  ft.,  and 
striking  out  Minimum  Lot  Dimensions,  width  200  ft.,  and  sub- 
stituting 150  ft.  minimum,  and  striking  out  Minimum  Front  Yard,  80 
ft.,  and  70  ft.,  minimum,  and  substituting  60  ft.  average,  and  50  ft. 
minimum,  and  striking  out  Max.  Lot  Coverage/ Mas.  F.A.R.,  15% 
N.A.,  and  substituting  25  %  N.A. 

and  page  81,  Section  312,  BONUS  INCENTIVES,  Sub-paragraph  A, 
Rural  Residential  Districts,  striking  out  the  standard  minimum  lot 
width  of  275  ft.,  and  substituting  200  ft,,  and  striking  out  60,000  sq.  ft., 
and  substituting  40,000  sq.  ft.,  lot  shall  apply, 

and  page  46,  Table  I,  Lot  Standards  for  Development  Abutting 
Streets,  under  RR  Zone,  Minor  Street,  Collector  Street  and  Major 
Street,  striking  out  Lot  Width  of  200  ft.  wooded,  and  275  ft.  non- 
wooded,  and  substituting  150  ft.  wooded,  and  200  ft.  non-wooded,  and 
striking  out  Set  Backs,  Minor  Street  of  80  ft.,  Collector  Street  100  ft., 
and  Major  Street  of  120  ft.,  and  substituting  Minor  Street  60  ft.  avg., 
Collector  Street  80  ft.  avg.,  and  Major  Street  100  ft.  avg.

Nothing  in  this  action  shall  be  deemed  to  affect 
any  permits  or  variances  previously  granted  by  the  Zoning  Board  of 
Appeals,  or  the  Planning  Board  in  conformity  with  the 
Massachusetts  General  Laws,  or  any  application  pending  before 
them  prior  to  December,  1972.

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Report  of  the 
Town  Accountant 


For  the  year  ending  December  31, 1972 

I  submit  herewith  report  of  the  financial  transactions  of  the 
Town  of  Plymouth  for  the  year  ending  December  31 , 1972. 

Receipts  from  the  State  Lottery  amounted  to  $51,268.68  for  the 
first  year  and  Revenue  Sharing  Funds  from  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment amounted  to  $242,370,  with  an  additional  amount  of  $232,578 
received  on  January  12, 1973,  making  the  total  amount  available  for 
appropriation  in  1973  from  Revenue  Sharing  $474,948. 

Although  the  actual  receipts  from  the  Commonwealth  were 
$87,216.30  more  than  the  estimated  figure,  other  estimated  receipts 
were  $55,088.85  less  than  the  estimated  figure,  resulting  in  a  net 
increase  of  only  $32,127.45  in  total  Estimated  Receipts. 

Unexpended  appropriation  balances  returned  to  the  Revenue 
Account  amounted  to  an  exceptionally  high  figure  of  $624,386.37; 
with  an  additional  amount  of  $18,070.72  going  directly  to  Excess  and 
Deficiency. 

The  Excess  and  Deficiency  Account  balance  as  of  December  31, 
1972  was  $1,532,266.98.  Deducting  from  this  balance  the  amount  of 
uncollected  taxes,  leaves  Free  Cash  for  1973  af$996,506. 

There  were  no  overdrafts  at  the  end  of  1972,  but  the  following 
unpaid  bills  have  been  filed  with  this  office:

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Report  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen 


The  year  1972  was  again  a  busy  year  for  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 
Paul  W.  Sears  was  elected  Chairman  at  the  annual  organization 
meeting  following  the  town  election.  The  usual  weekly  Wednesday 
evening  meetings  were  held  throughout  the  year  for  the  processing 
of  permits  and  licenses,  the  supervision  of  over  20  various  depart- 
mental budgets  and  the  general  services  performed  by  the  Board. 
Many  public  hearings  were  held  on  the  location  of  poles  and  un- 
derground conduit  for  the  local  utility  companies,  with  the  longest 
permit  issued  being  for  underground  telephone  conduit  from  Town 
Square  to  the  Kingston  Town  line.  The  Board  continued  its  policy  of 
upgrading  the  existing  street  lighting  and  extending  this  service 
throughout  the  Town.  Many  permits  were  again  issued  for  camping 
on  Long  Beach  and  1972  was  a  successful  season  with  many  hun- 
dreds enjoying  Plymouth  Beach,  which  is  now  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Selectmen. 

The  annual  duties  of  the  Selectmen  include  the  preparation  of 
jury  lists;  various  committee  and  office  appointments;  peram- 
bulation of  town  bounds,  this  year  with  Wareham;  preparation 
of  necessary  town  meeting  and  election  warrants ;  arrangements  of 
celebration  of  holidays;  billing  of  a  great  number  of  town  wharf 
rentals  and  mooring  locations;  issuance  of  liquor  licenses;  and  the 
renting  of  the  Memorial  Building,  the  use  of  which  averaged  the 
same  as  last  year.  As  in  previous  years,  collective  bargaining  with 
Town  Employees  required  many  hours  of  study  and  conference. 

The  summer  band  concerts  were  held  again  this  year  through  the 
cooperation  of  Musicians'  Protective  Union,  Local  No.  281  to  whom 
we  are  greatly  indebted.  The  concerts  were  well  attended  and  en- 
joyed by  all. 

The  renovations  of  the  third  floor  of  the  Town  Office  Building 
were  completed  and  all  the  offices  occupied.  Various  departments 
of  the  town  still  need  more  space  and  the  Welfare  Department  was 
asked  to  find  new  quarters  so  that  the  room  used  by  this  division  of 
the  Commonwealth  might  be  available  for  Town  use. 

The  Board  is  pleased  with  the  progress  made  in  the  establish- 
ment of  and  the  activity  of  the  Council  on  Aging,  which  was  ap- 
pointed by  the  Selectmen  to  carry  on  this  worthwhile  endeavor. 
Credit  for  the  successful  start  that  has  been  made  in  providing  these 
services  for  the  elderly  belongs  to  Col.  Gaetano  Brigida,  our  Local 
Preparedness  Director. 

Under  the  capable  supervision  of  Superintendent  Ralph  L. 
Bonna,  the  final  blacktopping  of  Sandwich  Street  was  completed 
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after  much  delay  on  this  State  project  and  the  sidewalks  are  to  be 
completed  in  1973. 

Members  of  the  board  attended  many  meetings  during  the 
course  of  the  year  having  to  do  with  the  layout  of  the  proposed  new 
Route  44.  The  Board  many  times  voted  to  favor  the  construction  of  a 
full  cloverleaf  interchange  at  the  proposed  intersection  with  Route 
80.  As  the  year  drew  to  a  close,  much  concern  was  expressed  over 
the  affect  of  the  construction  of  a  new  elementary  school  near  the 
proposed  interchange  but  the  Board  felt  that  the  two  projects  would 
not  be  incompatible.  In  addition  to  the  meetings  with  officials  from 
other  towns  and  the  State  Department  of  Public  Works  relative  to 
Route  44,  the  Selectmen  also  met  with  the  Public  Access  Board  of 
the  State  several  times  in  attempting  to  solve  the  problems  which 
arose  concerning  the  establishment  of  a  launching  ramp  and 
parking  area  on  the  waterfront. 

The  Board  signed  an  agreement  under  the  Emergency  Em- 
ployment Act  and  has  during  the  course  of  the  year  hired  over  20 
employees  to  work  in  various  town  departments.  This  program,  and 
the  extra  help  provided,  worked  out  well. 

The  year  1972  saw  the  resignation  of  two  valued  town  officials. 
Long  time  public  servant  Harold  W.  Baker  retired  and  Warren  0. 
Davis  was  appointed  by  the  Board  to  fill  the  vacancy  of  Collector  of 
Taxes  for  the  unexpired  term.  While  all  of  us  regretted  haying  to 
accept  Mr.  Baker's  resignation,  we  understood  his  desire  for  well 
earned  leisure  time,  and  wish  him  every  happiness  in  his 
retirement.  Our  Town  Counsel,  Dennis  L.  Collari,  who  has  served  us 
well  also,  resigned  after  a  dedicated  six  years  service  in  this  post 
shortly  after  being  named  an  Associate  Justice  in  the  3rd  District 
Court  of  Plymouth.  In  this  instance,  also,  the  Board  extends  thanks 
and  best  wishes  on  behalf  of  the  Town.  Gerard  G.  Galassi,  Esq.  was 
appointed  as  the  new  Town  Counsel  by  the  Board. 

We  extend  our  sincere  appreciation  to  all  committees,  depart- 
ments, offices  and  people  throughout  the  Town  for  the  cooperation 
received  during  1972  which  enabled  us  to  carry  on  in  the  never  en- 
ding search  for  the  highest  possible  standard  of  effective  municipal 
government.

Immediately  following  Town  election  in  March  1972,  at  which 
time  Kenneth  J.  Almeida  was  elected  to  the  Board,  the  Com- 
missioners organized,  appointing  John  W.  Searles  as  Chairman, 
Arthur  Sirrico  as  Superintendent  and  Mrs.  Marion  Zoccolante  as 
Clerk.  The  four  other  Commissioners  were  O.  Arrigo  Guidoboni, 
Everett  Lanman,  Edward  Borgatti  and  Kenneth  J.  Almeida. 

1972  proved  to  be  a  busy  year  for  the  Department,  for  the  scope 
of  its  responsibilities  increased  substantially.  As  a  result  of  Town 
Meeting  action,  the  parking  area  at  the  Nelson  Memorial 
Recreation  Area  was  hard-topped,  a  parking  area  was  laid  out, 
hard-topped,  and  fenced  in  at  Briggs'  Playground  in  Manomet,  and 
the  614  acre  area  at  Jenney  Pond  previously  under  the  Selectmen's 
jurisdiction  was  turned  over  to  the  Park  Department  after  the  Town 
Meeting  declined  to  approve  use  of  this  area  for  housing  for  the 
elderly.  The  Town  Brook  "Nature  Trail"  project  received  support 
by  the  Town's  transferring  to  the  Park  Department  town-owned 
land  and  buildings  along  Billington  Street  and  by  approving  ac- 
ceptance of  an  easement  from  officers  of  Newfield  House,  Inc.  and 
Cannon  Hill,  Inc.  for  some  1200  feet  along  the  south  bank  of  Town 
Brook. 

As  a  result  of  action  promoted  by  several  public  spirited 
Manomet  citizens  interested  in  the  youth  of  the  Town,  the  Town 
Meeting  approved  an  article  whereby  the  Park  Department  was 
directed  to  operate  a  Youth  Center  at  Bartlett  Hall  in  Manomet. 
This  was  undertaken  by  the  Board  as  a  "pilot"  project,  and  a  great 
deal  of  care  was  used  in  setting  it  up  as  the  Board  felt  it  to  be  a  very 
substantial  responsibility  and,  perhaps,  if  successful  might  point 
the  way  to  further  development  of  a  Town  Recreation  Program  for 
our  young  people.  As  of  this  writing  the  Youth  Center  appears  to 
have  had  outstanding  success,  due  largely  to  competent  supervision 
by  the  Director,  John  Medeiros  and  his  assistants,  Francis  Rose  and 
Kristine  Pimental,  and  their  plans  are  under  way  for  a  com- 
prehensive outdoor  summer  program  utilizing  Briggs  Playground 
which-  we  hope-  will  be  expanded  this  summer  to  include  a 
basketball  court,  tennis  courts  and  a  caretakers'  building  and  public 
sanitary. 

The  Park  Commissioners  have  cooperated  with  the  Selectmen 
in  determining  a  suitable  site-  at  Little  League  Field-  for  a 
memorial  stone  and  plaque  honoring  Walter  B.  Haskell.  The  stone  is 
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being  donated  by  Mrs.  Margaret  Elliot,  for  which  we  express  our 
appreciation. 

Plans  are  in  the  making  to  beautify  the  6V^  acre  parcel  at 
Jenney  Pond  by  suitable  landscaping  and  plantings  of  shrubs  and 
flowers,  but  this  is  a  long-range  project. 

Through  the  generosity  of  several  public-spirited  citizens  in  the 
neighborhood,  tree  plantings  have  been  made  in  Bates  Park  at  the 
corner  of  Vernon  and  AUerton  Streets.  The  Department  appreciates 
their  interest  and  donations  to  the  beautification  project  which  was 
badly  needed  because  of  removal  of  deceased  elm  trees  at  that 
location. 

The  Allerton  Street  reservoir  has  now  been  completely  filled  in, 
and  some  playground  equipment  installed.  We  believe  this  will  be  a 
good  recreation  area  for  the  youth  of  this  neighborhood. 

During  1972  the  Park  Department  employed  ten  regular,  full- 
time,  general  maintenance  personnel  and  fifty-six  summer  em- 
ployees. The  annual  budget,  including  the  $17,250.  for  the  Manomet 
Youth  Center  project,  amounted  to  $196,521.  and  we  were  glad  it  was  [ 
not  necessary  to  request  any  emergency  funds  from  the  Finance 
and  Advisory  Committee's  reserves.  Receipts  from  parking  fees,  ] 
trailer  camp  rentals  and  other  miscellaneous  services  amounted  to  \ 
$13,685.50. 

Finally  the  Commissioners,  the  Superintendent  and  the  Clerk 
all  wish  to  express  sincere  appreciation  to  all  other  Town  Depart-  f 
ments  for  their  help  and  cooperation  throughout  the  year,  for  [ 
without  it  our  work  would  have  been  much  less  effective,  and  much  | 
more  difficult.

The  Annual  Nursing  Service  Report  of  the  Plymouth  Com- 
munity Nurse  Association,  from  January  1,  1972  to  December  31, 
1972,  is  herewith  submitted. 

The  PCNA,  under  the  direction  of  a  physician,  provides  skilled 
nursing  care,  physical  therapy  service,  speech  therapy,  oc- 
cupational therapy,  and  medical  social  service  to  patients  ill  in  their 
homes.  The  PCNA  nurses  work  closely  with  the  Jordan  Hospital  to 
provide  a  smooth  transition  of  the  patient,  from  the  hospital  to  the 
home  environment.  The  Greater  Brockton-Plymouth  Homemaker 
Service,  in  cooperation  with  our  agency,  provides  assistance  in  the 
home,  when  there  is  no  one  in  the  patient's  home  who  can  do  this. 

As  a  Public  Health  Agency,  the  PCNA  attempts  to  promote  good 
health  in  all  age  groups,  by  encouraging  routine  visits  to  the 
physician,  teaching  adequate  nutrition  habits,  both  individually  and 
in  classes,  participating  in  the  pre-natal,  post-partum  and  newborn 
teaching  program  at  the  Jordan  Hospital.  Health  supervisory  home 
visits  are  made  whenever  there  is  a  need  to  follow  a  child  or  an  adult 
for  further  teaching. 

The  work  of  the  PCNA,  in  cooperation  with  the  local  Boards  of 
Health,  also  involves  control  of  communicable  diseases,  by 
providing  immunization  clinics  for  infants,  preschool  and  school- 
age  children.  Tuberculosis  control  is  effected  by  tuberculin  skin 
testing  for  both  the  school  age  and  adult  population,  food  handlers 
and  nursing  home  employees.  Chest  X-ray  clinics  are  held  monthly 
for  those  persons  whose  TB  skin  tests  show  them  to  have  been  ex- 
posed to  tuberculosis.  These  dines  are  conducted  by  the  Plymouth 
County  Hospital  X-ray  team,  using  the  Jordan  hospital  facilities. 
The  PCNA  staffs  these  clinics  and  assists  the  physician. 

Our  Geriatric  Counselling  sessions  at  Southfield,  Castle  Court 
and  at  the  Hot  Lunch  program  at  Memorial  Hall,  each  month,  have 
been  received  enthusiastically  in  Plymouth.  Our  goals  are  to 
provide  health  counselling,  to  prevent  illness  and  improve  general 
health;  and  when  indicated,  referrals  are  made  to  the  family 
physician. 
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Another  of  our  goals  has  been  to  explore  ways  in  which  we  could 
control  the  spiralling  cost  of  medical  care.  For  some  time  now,  we 
have  offered  skilled  nursing  treatment  at  a  reduced  cost,  if  the 
patient  was  able  to  come  to  our  office,  thereby  saving  the  patient  the 
fee  of  a  home  visit  and  saving  the  nursing  staff  much  traveling  time. 

In  1972,  our  nurses  made  a  total  of  7496  visits  to  patients  in  the 
three  towns,  in  all  categories.  Of  the  5252  Plymouth  visits,  3940  were 
skilled  nursing  care,  1178  were  made  in  behalf  of  the  Plymouth 
Health  Department;  1625  were  Medicare;  1244  were  Public 
Assistance  and  229  were  recipients  of  Plymouth  Veterans'  Services. 

Eleven  Well  Child  Conferences  were  held  in  Plymouth  during 
the  year.  A  total  of  292  examinations  were  made  by  Dr.  C.  J.  Gorm- 
ley,  our  WCC  pediatrician.  Immunizations  and  TB  skin  tests  were 
also  given  at  these  conferences. 

Ten  immunization  clinics,  plus  one  special  Rubella-Measles 
clinic  were  held  at  the  Plymouth  Town  House.  A  total  of  235  im- 
munizations were  given  by  Dr.  Frank  J.  Abate,  Board  of  Health 
physician,  assisted  by  the  PCNA  nurses. 

Ten  Chest  X-ray  clinics  were  held  at  the  Jordan  Hospital;  at 
which  171  persons  were  x-rayed  and  examined,  145  were  Plymouth 
residents.  412  tuberculin  skin  tests  (Mantoux)  were  given  in  the  • 
PCNA  office,  during  the  past  year.  f 

Fifty-one  Geriatric  Counselling  sessions  were  held  in  \ 
Plymouth;  441  persons  received  counselling  from  the  PCNA  nurses.  J 

None  of  this  work  would  be  possible  without  the  support  and  ! 
cooperation  of  many  people.  The  Medical  Advisory  Committee,  who  [ 
reviews  our  Medical  Policies  annually  and  was  consulted  many  | 
times    during   the   year,    regarding    medical    problems;    the  i 
Professional  Advisory  Committee,  who  met  three  times  during  the  j 
year,  concerning  the  management  of  the  agency,  our  loyal  and  j 
dedicated  Board  of  Directors  who  meet  monthly  and  volunteer  their 
time  at  Well  Child  Conferences  and  chest  x-ray  clinics;  the  in- 
valuable consultation  given  to  our  agency  by  the  State  Department  ' 
of  Public  Health;  the  cooperation  of  the  Boards  of  Health,  the 
Jordan  Hospital  staff,  the  School  Departments,  Mental  Health  clinic  i 
personnel,  the  Welfare  Departments,  and  the  Veterans'  Agents.  I 

Many  thanks  and  appreciation  are  offered  also  to  our  many 
friends  and  members  of  the  PCNA,  for  their  continued  interest.  |

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Report  of  The 
Tree  Warden 


The  year  of  1972  was  a  very  busy  one  for  the  Plymouth  Tree 
Department  as  many  trees  were  diseased  and  had  to  be  removed. 

The  Department  of  Natural  Resources  again  determined  the 
financial  liability  of  the  Town  for  Insect  Pest  and  Dutch  Elm 
Disease  Control  amounting  to  $16,565.  which  was  approved  by  the 
Advisory  &  Finance  Committee.  This  money  was  again  spent  for  the 
removal  of  all  the  diseased  trees. 

Approximately  200  trees  were  removed,  many  of  which  stumps 
had  to  be  taken  out.  Many  stumps  are  still  left  in  the  ground  and  will 
be  dug  out  in  1973,  pending  the  approval  and  purchase  of  a  new 
Stump  Cutter. 

Approximately  102  new  trees  were  planted  in  the  Town  of 
Plymouth  to  replace  the  many  trees  that  were  removed  or  damaged 
by  vandals. 

The  usual  program  of  fertilizing  young  trees  was  done  as  well  as 
trimming  and  pruning  of  the  trees.

Mosquito  Control  Project

Gentlemen: 

The  Plymouth  County  Mosquito  Control  was  established  under 
Section  V-A,  Chapter  252  of  the  General  Laws  enacted  July  15,  1957. 
Chapters  112  &  315,  Acts  of  1931,  gives  authority  to  the  State 
Reclamation  Board  for  direction  and  supervision  of  mosquito 
control  works.  All  control  projects  receive  direction  from  the 
executive  office  of  Environmental  Affairs.  This  project's  aim  was  to  ' 
stop  encephalitis  as  directed  by  the  Communicable  Diseases, 
Division  of  State  Department  of  Public  Health.  From  1955  to  1957  > 
there  was  a  total  of  55  victims,  including  34  fatalities.  Since  1957 
there  have  been  only  13  confirmed  cases  of  encephalitis,  these  in  the 
years  of  1970  and  1971.  Additionally,  the  project  was  to  improve 
conditions  of  inadequate  drainage  caused  by  clogged  and  polluted  ^ 
waterways. 

Whereas  mosquitos  do  not  respect  town  boundaries,  and  rivers 
and  streams  do  not  terminate  on  town  lines,  the  advantages  of  an 
organized  mosquito  control  project  are  many.  The  following  is  a  j 
report  of  the  total  work  accomplished  in  the  18  towns  and  one  city 
covered  by  this  project:  aerial  spray  5,044  acres,  ground  spray 
18,221  gallons,  catch  basins  33,645,  hand  clearing  of  streams  124,004 
feet,  new  ditches  and  maintenance  (power  equipment)  30,825  feet, 
total  man  hours,  10,730. 

The  assistance  and  cooperation  of  the  various  town  depart- 
ments continues  to  be  a  valuable  aid.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Gentlemen: 

Continuing,  as  in  past  years,  the  main  demands  on  this  office 
concentrates  in  obtaining  Federal  Benefits,  i.e.  educational, 
medical,  pension  and  compensation.  It  is  again  strongly  em- 
phasized that  this  is  NO  COST  to  the  local  taxpayer  except  for 
salaries  and  office  supplies.  1972  was  a  record  year,  in  this  part  of 
our  multi-task  assignment,  and  we  proudly  report  receipt  of  over 
$115,000.00  in  new  pensions  and-or  compensations  for  our  veterans 
and  their  dependents.  This  does  not  include  monies  awarded  to 
Plymouth's  veterans  for  educational  benefits  under  the  GI  Bill.  In 
addition,  our  ^^eterans  were  provided  at  least  925  days  of  VA 
Hospitalization  again  at  no  cost  on  the  local  tax  rate. 

In  the  matter  of  aiding  the  "needy"  veteran  in  1972,  we  were 
fortunate  in  not  having  to  spend  that  which  was  appropriated.  We 
are  returning  to  the  Town  the  amount  of  $45,096.00.  This  was  par- 
tially possible  due  to  the  above  mentioned  receipt  of  new  pensions 
but  to  a  large  extent  in  our  being  able  to  find  employment  through 
the  cooperation  of  both  local  employers  and  the  Division  of  Em- 
ployment Security. 

My  personal  and  greatest  concern  during  1972  was  the  amount  of 
time  in  which  I  was  not  available  to  help  the  veteran  due  to  my  poor 
health.  This,  of  course,  is  causing  me  to  retire  from  the  task  which  I 
have  loved  and  in  which  I  will  always  feel  that  we  were  able  to  do  the 
job  as  the  majority  of  veterans  wished  —  not  only  for  their  benefit 
but  also  for  that  of  the  taxpayers. 

I  am  sure  that  Mrs.  Jean  Goduti  —  Principal  Clerk,  Mrs.  Muriel 
Watson  and  Mrs.  Esmeralda  Brenner  —  Senior  Clerks,  will  always 
know  how  grateful  I  have  been  for  their  help  in  our  doing  the  job 
right.  My  thanks  go  especially  to  those  veterans  and  their  depen- 
dents who  hav0  helped  all  of  us  do  this  job  and  I  can  only  pray  that 
"reorganization"  of  the  State  Government  (if  passed)  will  not  cause 
anyone  to  lose,  although  at  this  writing,  I  do  feel  that  any  moving  of 
the  Veteran  into  the  "Welfare"  program  can  only  cost  both  he  and 
the  taxpayers  much  more  than  we  today  realize  —  not  in  money 
alone  but  also  in  the  pride  of  those  whom  we  call  "Veterans."

Plymouth  Personnel 
Board  Report 


The  Plymouth  Personnel  By-Law  was  revised  at  the  1972 
Annual  Town  Meeting  to  grant  a  pay  increase  of  5i/^%to  all  em- 
ployees. Additional  changes  approved  in  agreements  with  em- 
ployees in  organized  bargaining  units  were  as  follows: 

A.  Public  Works  Departments,  Local  1700,  State  Council  41, 
AFSCME,  AFL-CIO 

1.  an  employee  permitted  to  refuse  compliance  with  the  or- 
ders of  a  superior  if  the  orders  are  in  violation  of  the  safety  code 

2.  outside  arbitration  to  be  through  the  American  Arbitration 
Association  rather  than  the  Massachusetts  State  Mediation  and 
Conciliation  Service 

3.  minimum  overtime  pay  for  call  to  work  when  off  duty 
raised  from  2  to  3  hours 

4.  compensatory  time  off  may  not  be  given  in  lieu  of  overtime 

pay 

5.  Employees  must  make  themselves  reasonably  available 
for  overtime  work  because  town  services  involve  public  health  and 
safety  and  overtime  work  on  occasion  is  part  of  the  job 

e.  equipment  designated  as  available  by  various  department 
heads  shall  be  used  to  assist  the  highway  department  in  snow 
removal 

7.  a  vacancy  shall  be  deemed  to  exist  only  when  a  position  has 
been  newly  created  or  actually  is  vacated  and  not  when  there  are 
limited  changes  in  an  exisiting  position 

8.  employees  may  be  granted  time  off  with  pay  within 
reasonable  limits  for  urgent  personal  reasons 

9.  an  employee  working  temporarily  in  a  higher  pay 
classification  shall  be  paid  at  the  rate  in  the  higher  classification 
next  above  his  regular  rate 

10.  wages  increased  on  a  sliding  scale  from  20  to  28  cents  per 
hour  (see  below  for  report  on  this  matter  in  regard  to  wage  control 
regulations 

B.  Fire  Department,  Local  1768,  lAFF,  AFL-CIO 

1.  Work  week  reduced  from  48  to  42  hours 
effective  May  7,  1972 

2.  overtime  pay  for  call  back  during  off  duty  time  shall  be  for 
a  minimum  of  3  hours,  in  computing  overtime  pay  for  work  ex- 
tending beyond  the  normal  duty  shift  a  fraction  of  an  hour  shall  be 
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counted  as  a  full  hour,  but  no  overtime  shall  be  paid  for  call  in  15 
minutes  or  less  prior  to  the  normal  duty  shift 

3.  annual  clothing  allowance  raised  from  $125  to  $150  for 
privates  and  $175  to  $200  for  lieutenants  and  captains 

4.  the  American  Arbitration  Association  to  be  used  in  ar- 
bitration 

5.  a  member  may  take  time  off  without  loss  of  pay  for 
association  business  providing  his  place  is  filled  without  cost  to  the 
Town 

6.  court  appearances  in  behalf  of  the  department  during  off 
duty  time  are  to  be  compensated  at  overtime  rates  for  a  minimum 
of  3  hours 

7.  bereavement  leave  to  be  granted  in  the  death  of  a  sister-in- 
law  or  brother-in-law 

8.  service  in  a  higher  rank  after  the  second  full  day  is  to  be 
compensated  at  the  same  step  rate  in  the  higher  rank  that  the 
employee  receives  in  his  own  rank 

9.  if  injured  or  taken  ill  while  on  duty  in  a  higher  rank,  the  rate 
in  the  higher  rank  shall  be  paid  while  the  injury  or  illness  continues 

C.  Police,  The  Plymouth  Police  Relief  Association 

1.  annual  uniform  allowance  raised  from  $225  to  $250 

2.  bereavement  to  be  granted  in  the  death  of  a  sister-in-law  or 
brother-in-law. 

3.  meetings  and  training  sessions  up  to  4  hours  per  year  shall 
be  attended  without  pay 

4.  personnel  returning  from  sick  leave  shall  not  be  denied 
overtime  or  extra  work  because  of  absence  due  to  illness 

5.  duty  hours  increased  by  one  half  hour  each  shift  to  maintain 
an  average  of  40  hours  per  week  in  view  of  elimination  of  the 
previous  8  days  pay  back  per  year 

Questions  raised  by  Federal  wage  control  regulations  held  up 
implementation  of  two  actions  approved  at  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting  and  one  still  had  not  been  settled  when  the  year  ended. 

In  recommending  the  20-28  cents  per  hour  raise  for  public  works 
employees  to  the  Town  Meeting,  negotiations  for  the  Town  and 
Local  1700  followed  information  supplied  by  the  Boston  Office  of  the 
Wage  Control  Commission  in  computing  the  5i/^' increase  allowed  on 
the  value  of  the  cash  wage  plus  the  value  of  the  fringe  benefits.  At 
the  time  approval  of  the  new  rates  by  the  Boston  office  was  being 
awaited,  new  regulations  were  issued  from  Washington  which  in 
effect  removed  the  value  of  the  fringe  benefits  in  computing 
allowable  increases  in  the  cash  wage.  While  an  appeal  has  been 
pending  with  the  Wage  Commission  in  Washington,  employees 
affected  have  been  paid  an  increase  of  5^2'  on  the  cash  wage  only. 
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As  a  result  of  a  study  and  recommendations  by  the  Personnel 
Board's  Consultant,  Charles  Evans  and  Associates,  ten  positions  in 
various  departments  to  the  Town  were  upgraded  in  pay 
classifications  by  Town  Meeting  vote.  However,  a  request  for  Wage 
Commission  approval  of  these  changes  was  denied  on  the  grounds 
that  the  increase  in  job  content  in  the  positions  was  not  sufficient  to 
constitute  an  actual  promotion,  therefore  the  higher  pay  rate  sought 
was  not  allowable  within  the  wage  guidelines. 

At  the  Board  meeting  of  August  17,  1972,  a  reorganization  of  the 
Board  was  established.  Mr.  Peter  Kane  was  appointed  as  Chairman 
of  the  Board  to  serve  out  the  unexpired  term  of  Chairman  David 
Freeman.  Mr.  Kane's  term  expires  March,  1974.  Mr.  Edward 
Santos  was  appointed  as  Co-Chairman  whose  term  expires  March, 
1974.

David  Maffini.  Mr.  Bishop's  term  will  expire  March,  1975.  Mr.  Essio 
Fortini  was  appointed  to  fill  the  expired  term  of  Mr.  Charles 
Hodgkins.  Mr.  Fortini's  term  expires  March,  1973.  Mrs.  Dorothy 
Zupperoli  was  re-appointed  as  secretary  serving  11  years.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  harbor  facilities  were  severly  strained  several  times  this 
season  due  to  the  many  storms  and  foggy  days.  The  severest  of 
these  storms  was  'Hurricane  Carrie'  which  occurred  during  the 
Labor  Day  week.  During  this  period  there  were  many  boat  losses 
but  they  were  kept  at  a  minimum  and  there  were  no  losses  of  life. 
During  the  height  of  the  storm,  7  emergency  trips  were  made  out 
into  the  mooring  area  to  retrieve  28  men,  women  and  children  from 
boats  stranded  on  moorings.  This  was  accomplished  when  winds 
were  in  excess  of  50  M.P.H. 

FISHING  DRAGGERS  -  At  the  present  time  there  are  7 
draggers  operating  out  of  Plymouth  plus  2  swordfish  boats,  that 
landed  their  catches  at  the  Town  Pier.  A  total  of  1092  dragger  trips 
were  made,  landing  approx.  a  total  of  2,638,000  lbs.  of  fish.  The 
swordfish  boats  landed  a  total  of  408  fish.  The  harbor,  due  to  a  mild 
winter,  was  only  iced  in  for  a  very  short  time.  The  Coast  Guard  had 
only  to  be  called  3  times  to  break  ice. 

PLEASURE  BOATS  -  Despite  a  season  of  unsettled  weather  we 
did  have  a  slight  increase  in  visiting  craft.  A  total  of  1396  boats  were 
logged  in,  utilizing  our  facilities.  This  was  an  increase  of  94  boats 
over  1971.  No  major  boating  accident  was  reported,  or  any  loss  of 
life  during  the  1972  season.  Our  patrols  did  pull  6  people  out  of 
the  water,  after  their  dinghies  had  capsized.  Four  of  these  occurred 
during  the  night,  surely  saving  them  from  drowning.  There  were  64 
new  moorings  placed  in  the  mooring  area,  increasing  our  total  in  the 
new  area  to  372  moorings. 

LOBSTER  BOATS  -  There  was  a  marked  increase  in  lobster 
fishermen  due  to  a  more  lucrative  price  for  the  lobsters.  Although 
many  losses  were  sustained  because  of  the  storms  it  proved  to  be  a 
very  successful  season.  The  average  price  paid  to  the  fishermen 
was  in  excess  of  $1.15  per  lb. 

SHELLFISH  -  715  licenses  were  issued  during  1972.  These  were 
for  the  taking  of  shellfish  for  family  use  only.  At  the  present  time  the 
State  Dept.  of  Public  Health  is  not  allowing  us  to  take  shellfish  in  the 
areas  previously  determined  contaminated. 

PARTY  BOATS  -  Twelve  party  boats  operated  out  of  Plymouth 
from  the  Town  Pier.  They  made  1320  trips  accomodating  36,440

persons  for  a  day's  fishing  in  the  Bay.  One  boat  specialized  in  Tuna 
charter  trips  and  landed  a  total  of  32  fish  for  the  season.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Plymouth  Harbor  Committee,  voted  and  authorized  by 
Town  Meeting,  submits  the  following  report  in  accordance  with 
Article  102  of  the  1962  Town  Meeting. 

The  Committee  held  monthly  and  special  meetings  with  many 
departments  during  the  year  1972  to  hear,  discuss,  and  present 
recom.mendations  on  problems  relating  to  Plymouth  shore  line  and 
harbor. 

Request  for  unloading  the  cargo  of  a  90  ft.  lobster  fishing 
trawler  at  Town  Wharf  was  heard  early  in  the  year.  Due  to  lack  of 
room  at  the  pier,  it  was  agreed  that  the  vessel  could  unload  but  room 
for  tie-up  or  lay-over  was  impossible.  The  State  Pier  request  for  tie- 
up  increased  obstruction  to  the  main  channel  in  width.  However, 
agreeable  facilities  were  found  at  the  Plymouth  Cordage  Park 
pier. 

A  study  of  the  North  Plymouth  Cordage  Channel  for  main- 
tenance and  expansion  dredging  for  the  possibility  of  establishing  a 
Marine  Terminal,  for  freezer  and  unloading  purposes,  was 
presented  by  the  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Plymouth  Develop- 
ment and  Industrial  Commission,  Melvin  G.  Coombs.  The  Plymouth 
Harbor  Committee  studied  the  use,  cost,  and  returns  of  such  a 
project  and  felt  that  since  200  ft.  tankers  are  now  using  this  on  tide 
runs,  and  sufficient  dredging  data  was  unavailable  at  this  time, 
demands  to  pursue  this  project  were  dropped  for  the  present. 

This  Committee  highly  supports  the  Harbormaster's  request  for 
a  smaller  boat  to  give  additional  safety  and  protection  within  the 
harbor  and  ponds,  and  to  help  better  maintain  the  Town's  By-Laws. 
In  addition  this  boat  would  be  used  spring  and  fall  on  urgent  calls, 
while  the  larger  boat  is  being  commissioned. 

Meetings  held  with  our  Ramp  Committee,  headed  by  Chairman 
John  Loupos,  have  been  most  appreciated.  The  Committee  has  done 
a  fine  job  and  should  be  commended  at  this  time.  Their  diligence  to 
get  a  boat  ramp  into  Plymouth  Harbor  has  finally  been  successful. 
The  new  location,  within  the  breakwater,  and  with  parking  for 
trailers  and  cars,  has  been  agreed  upon  by  all  concerned. 
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The  Plymouth  Harbor  Yacht  Anchorage  Basin,  being  con- 
sidered for  maintenance  dredging  under  Article  72  of  the  1973  Town 
Warrant,  has  taken  considerable  time  with  the  Department  of 
Public  Works,  the  Plymouth  Selectmen,  the  Finance  Committee, 
and  others.  Further  study  and  more  time  is  needed  for  boring  tests, 
disposal  area,  surveys,  and  costs. 

The  Harbor  Committee  was  instrumental  in  changing  the 
Harbor  By-Laws.  Fees  were  raised  100  per  cent,  including  the  new 
catagories  "Buisness  Fees"  and  "Fees  to  Tenders  Tying  to  Town 
Owned  Floats."  Fees  collected  by  the  Town  this  year  caused  no 
hardship  to  boat  owners.  The  floats  are  still  jammed,  wharf  and 
mooring  space  is  still  in  demand. 

The  Breakwater  proved  it's  worth  again  during  the  hurricane 
that  struck  Plymouth  on  the  Labor  Day  weekend,  by  providing  a 
safe  harbor  for  boats  and  the  people  caught  aboard. 

With  such  a  large  area  of  shoreline,  the  Harbor  Committee 
study  program  will  include  beaches,  inner  and  outer  harbor 
protection,  erosion,  derelicts,  water  craft  sewage,  and  pollution.

Your  committee  wishes  to  report  that  the  appropriation  for  the 
year  1972  was  expended  for  "German"  brown  trout,  which  were 
liberated  in  Russells  and  Moonings  Ponds  in  North  Plymouth. 

The  trout  were  purchased  from  the  Plymouth  Rock  Trout 
Company  and  liberated  under  the  supervision  of  Natural  Resource 
Officer  Mr.  Sherman  Howard. 

Russells  Pond  received  514  trout  nine  to  eleven  inches  in  length. 

Moonings  Pond  received  500  trout  nine  to  eleven  inches  in 
length. 

Fishing  in  the  ponds  has  been  good  to  excellent  this  past  season 
and  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Fisheries  and  Game  released 
trout  into  the  ponds  to  match  the  Town's  appropriation. 

We  hope  to  stock  fish  in  Billington  Sea  during  the  coming  fishing 
season  as  money  is  available  from  the  Philip  Jackson  Fund.  Mr. 
Lewis  C.  Schlotterbeck,  Wildlife  District  Manager,  will  keep  the 
committee  informed  and  recommend  a  stocking  program.

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Report  of  The 
Conservation  Commission 


It  should  surprise  no  one  that  the  pace  of  Conservation  activities 
in  Plymouth  has  increased  at  an  incredible  rate,  as  our  work  con- 
tinues to  reflect  the  urgency  of  the  public  concern  for  a  better  en- 
vironment in  which  to  live  and  work. 

Through-out  the  year,  we  found  ourselves  involved  in  all  sorts  of 
work  we  didn't  plan,  and  a  lot  which  we  did  plan.  Almost  daily  we 
received  complaints  and  suggestions  about  all  kinds  of  things  — 
drainage  washouts,  wetlands  abuses,  overzealous  developers,  oil 
spills,  fishkills,  water  pollution,  etc.  Some  were  legitimate,  some 
were  not,  but  all  were  checked  out  and  acted  upon  as  required. 

We  spent  most  of  our  weekends,  and  other  free  time  working  on 
outdoor  programs  with  the  scouts,  local  clubs  and  pond 
associations;  we  provided  lectures,  slide  programs,  educational 
classes  for  our  school  systems  at  all  levels  .  .  .  high  school,  in- 
termediate and  elementary  and  contributed  to  the  special  mini- 
course  programs.  We  have  cooperated  with  other  boards  on  many 
things  such  as  the  new  launching  ramp.  Town  Brook  Beautification 
Program,  zoning  legislation,  ponds  and  beaches,  variance 
decisions,  etc,  .  .  many,  many  others. 

Obviously  we  cannot  continue  to  be  effective  at  this  pace 
without  help,  so  we  sought  help.  That  help  came  in  the  form  of 
legislation. 

In  1972,  the  Conservation  Commission,  together  with  the 
Planning  Board  and  an  outside  consultant,  wrote-up  a  very  com- 
prehensive set  of  Environmental  By-Laws,  as  part  of  the  general 
zoning  by-law.  These  by-laws  constitute  the  very  first  en- 
vironmental protection  the  town  has  ever  legislated  at  the  local 
level,  they  represent  the  single  most  important  achievement  of  this 
Commission  this  year.  They  will  assure  the  protection  of  our 
valuable  and  irreplaceable  resources  and  as  such,  will  contribute 
importantly  to  the  quality-of-life  we  can  enjoy  in  Plymouth,  while 
affecting  in  a  direct  way,  the  very  character  of  our  community  it- 
self. We  are  really  proud  that  the  townspeople  supported  this  work 
so  strongly. 

Of  course,  however  well  laws  may  be  written  they  can  be  no 
better  than  their  enforcement  and  application,  (which  has  always 
been  a  problem  for  a  town  the  size  of  Plymouth).  So  we  will  need 
your  help  ...  to  have  the  largest  enforcement  team  available,

therefore  we  hereby  appoint  the  entire  town,  all  its  residents,  as 
Deputy  Conservation  Commissioners  (by  acceptance  of  this  report 
at  Town  Meeting  1973,  you  will  swear  yourselves  into  office.).  Do 
your  part  and  support  the  world  which  supports  you!  Social  change 
requires  personal  change  —  if  we  want  a  better  world,  we  must  each 
be  a  better  person  —  it  begins  right  there ! 

The  Commission  was  quite  busy  with  positive  programs  all  year 
long  which  included: 

-  Beach  planting,  in  May  some  400  youngsters  and  adults 
planted  another  60,000  beachgrass  plants,  and  strung  up  several 
thousand  feet  of  dune  fencing  in  a  continuation  of  our  5-year  beach 
improvement  program.  The  work  continues  to  encourage  new  plant 
growth,  new  dune  strength,  and  to  restore  also  some  of  the  massive 
damages  to  the  beach  from  the  February  Northeaster.  The  damage 
from  that  storm  was  so  severe  that  bulldozing  the  sand  to  shore-up 
the  banks  of  the  dunes  was  necessary.  That  work  was  completed  by 
mid-summer,  and  may  well  have  saved  the  beach  from  becoming 
several  new  islands. 

-  Several  land  parcels  have  been  carefully  field-studied,  action 
will  be  taken  by  the  time  you  read  this  report.  Some  good  properties 
are  coming  onto  the  market  resulting  from  the  new  zoning  codes,  we 
expect  to  act  upon  some  good  investments  for  the  town,  using  land- 
funds. 

-  Each  year  this  Commission  provides  several  lectures,  slides 
programs,  classes,  demonstrations,  for  various  civic  groups,  for 
private  pond  associations,  for  the  Plymouth  schoolchildren.  We 
spend  many  evenings  at  hearings  for  nuclear  power,  housing 
developments,  roadways,  etc.  We  continue  to  work  very  closely  with 
virtally  every  other  board  in  town  as  our  work  inter-relates,  and  as 
their  work  relates  to  the  environment  and  our  members  have  been 
quite  active  in  State  and  regional  meetings  and  programs  — 
initiating  many  themselves.  This  is  primarily  to  educate  ourselves, 
which  is  very  important. 

-  We  have  amassed  quite  a  large  slide-inventory  of  the  town's 
resources  and  offer  these  as  programs  for  local  groups  and  clubs  as 
one  way  to  continually  educate  the  public  in  these  rapidly  changing 
times. 

-  We  have  short-ranged  programs  and  long  ranged  programs  to 
meet  the  needs  of  the  community.  We  try  to  tailor  our  programs  to 
meet  the  future  needs  of  the  town  for  water,  waste  disposal,  flood 
control  and  wetlands  control,  recreation,  wildlife  education  and 
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open  space  —  all  these  things  taken  together  is  our  way  of  working 
for  a  sound  and  balanced  community  conservation  program. 

Whether  these  programs  will  work  or  not  will  depend  largely 
upon  the  interest  of  local  citizens  in  translating  their  personal 
concern  into  effective  action  on  behalf  of  their  community  —  for 
those  that  desire  the  machinery  is  now  available  to  them  through 
the  efforts  of  the  Commission  and  we  can  all  look  to  the  intelligent 
and  coordinated  use  of  our  natural  resources  which  the  future  so 
urgently  demands. 

We  close  our  report  with  the  definition  of  conservation:  Con- 
servation means  "maximum  benefit,  for  maximum  number  of 
people,  for  the  maximum  length  of  time,  at  minimum  cost,"  or 
recently  we  read  it  expressed  this  way,  "true  conservationist  is  a 
man  who  knows  the  world  is  not  given  by  his  fathers  but  borrowed 
from  his  children." 

This  report  acknowledges  the  aid  and  assistance  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  and  of  the  many  agencies  of  the  Town,  and  expresses  its 
gratitude  to  the  residents  of  Plymouth  for  their  vital  support.

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Report  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Streets 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Gentlemen : 

I  herewith  submit  a  report  of  the  work  done  in  the  Highway 
Department  from  January  1  to  December  31,  1972: 

STREET  CLEANING 

The  Mobil  street-sweeper  cleaned  approximately  7,000  curb 
miles  from  April  to  December.  The  main  street  from  Jabez  Corner 
to  Plymouth-Kingston  line  was  swept  each  day  and  the  side  streets 
in  rotation  every  other  day.  The  sweeper  also  services  Manomet 
and  Chiltonville  areas. 

ASPHALT  SIDEWALKS 

The  construction  of  asphalt  sidewalks  were  completed  on  the 
following  streets:  665'  on  Cushman  St.,  225'  on  Walnut  St.,  1,600'  on 
Warren  Ave.,  1,000*  on  Prince  St.,  985'  on  Atlantic  St.,  1,114*  on 
Pleasant  St.  and  220'  on  Sandwich  St.  The  maintenance  of  sidewalks 
was  carried  out  by  repairing  small  sections  of  dangerous  sidewalks. 
Six  college  students  were  again  hired  this  summer  by  the  Selectmen 
to  work  on  sidewalks  which  worked  out  satisfactorily. 

DRAINS 

Drainage  this  year  consisted  of  the  laying  of  160'  of  12"  ACCM 
pipe,  two  manholes  and  one  small  leaching  area  on  Cape  Cod  Ave. 
Bunker  Hill  Rd.  had  a  leaching  field  constructed  30'x20'xl0'  with 
stones,  pre-cast  concrete  leach  pit,  12"  ACCM  pipe  and  one  basin. 
New  drains  were  replaced  on  Sandwich  St.  under  Chapter  90  funds 
and  five  leaching  fields  were  constructed  by  the  Highway  Depart- 
ment on  South  Meadow  Rd.  under  Chapter  90  force  account. 

Considerable  time  was  spent  on  Gate  Rd.  to  correct  a  drainage 
problem  caused  from  the  September  hurricane  and  the  trucking  of 
gravel  to  the  property  of  Miss  Charlotte  Sears  at  Bay  Shore  Dr. 
required  several  man  hours  of  the  department.  The  usual  basin 
cleaning  was  carried  out  by  the  hydraulic  basin  cleaner  and  small 
repairs  made  to  basins  where  needed. 

HIGHWAY  CONSTRUCTION  AND 
RECONSTRUCTIONS 

The  following  streets  were  resurfaced  with  Type  I:  1,320'  on 
West  St.,  900*  on  Spruce  St.,  700'  on  Clifford  Rd.,  825'  on  Woodvale 
Ave.,  200*  on  Bunker  Hill  Rd.  and  the  Municipal  Garage  parking  lot 
on  Long  Pond  Rd.  Court  St.,  from  North  St.  to  Brewster  St.  had  a 
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new  surface  replaced  in  July  from  a  water  main  break.  Approval  at 
town  meeting  under  special  articles,  Type  I  was  completed  on 
Ellisville  Rd.  for  a  distance  of  5,280',  Pine  St.  1,090'  and  Packard  St., 
2,200',  all  in  the  Buttermilk  Bay  area.  The  following  streets  received 
a  seal-coating  of  3/10  gallons  asphalt  per  square  yard  and  covered 
with  sand:  Beach  St.,  1,900',  Pearl  St.,  2,000',  Asiaf  Way,  2,000', 
Rocky  Pond  Rd.,  11,243'  and  Bourne  Rd.,  2,300'.  Brook  Rd.,  3,696' 
long,  was  penetrated  with  one-half  gallon  asphalt  per  square  yard 
and  then  sealed  with  3/10  gallons  asphalt  per  square  yard  and 
covered  with  sand.  Long  Pond  Rd.  was  sealed  for  a  distance  of 
4,752'. 

CURSINGS 

The  Highway  Department  replaced  curbing  on  Sandwich  St. 
from  North  Green  St.  to  the  Gulf  Station.  700'  of  new  curbing  on  the 
north  side  of  Vernon  St.,  from  Court  St.  to  Allerton  St.,  was  com- 
pleted by  Lawrence  Grennell  of  Plymouth. 

FENCES 

Approximately  312'  of  5'  high  chain  link  fence  and  one  gate  was 
placed  around  a  slow  drainage  hole  on  Woodvale  Ave.  as  a  safety 
measure  for  the  children  in  the  area. 

CHAPTER  90  MAINTENANCE 

A  surface  of  1^/4  "  Class  I  Bituminous  Concrete  Type  I-l  top  with 
a  prime  coat  of  bitumen  was  laid  on  Standish  Ave.  from  Aldren  St.  to 
Samoset  St.  by  Simeone  Stone  Corporation.  Approximately  400*  of 
steel  beam  guard  rail  was  placed  at  the  dog  kennel  hill  section  on 
Route  44  by  the  Highway  Department  employees.  The  state,  county 
and  town  share  one-third  cost  of  the  Chapter  90  Maintenance  funds 
of  $6,000. 

TRAFFIC  AND  STREET  MARKING 

Traffic  lines,  no  parking  lines,  parking  areas  and  crosswalks 
were  painted  and  center  guide  lines  were  painted  on  Federal 
Furnace  Rd.,  Rocky  Hill  Rd.,  Long  Pond  Rd.  and  Bourne  Rd.  Speed 
limit  signs  approved  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public 
Works  were  erected  on  Herring  Pond  Rd.,  Route  44,  Manomet  Ave., 
Strand  Ave.  and  Old  Beach  Rd.  Many  signs  that  were  stolen  or 
defaced  were  replaced  at  a  great  expense  to  the  town. 

NEW  EQUIPMENT 

Equipment  this  year  approved  at  town  meeting  for  the  Highway 
Department  included:  a  large  front-end  loader  to  replace  the  1964 
loader  was  awarded  to  Case  Power  &  Equipment  of  Warwick,  R.L, 
a  new  tractor  with  sickle  bar  to  replace  1966  tractor  was  awarded  to 
Bridgewater  Equipment  Co.,  Inc.  of  Bridgewater,  a  new  Ford 
station  wagon  to  replace  1968  wagon  was  awarded  to  Shiretown 
Motors,  a  truck  mounted  sander  body  from  E.  J.  Bleiler  Equipment 
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Company  of  Needham  Heights,  two  mobile  radio  units  from 
Motorola,  Inc.  and  two  brush  saws  from  Halifax  Power  Lawn 
Mower  Service. 

MISCELLANEOUS 

Eel  River  and  Bartlett  Brook  were  opened  up  after  every 
northeast  storm  and  Plymouth  Beach  was  cleaned  of  seaweed 
brought  in  from  the  high  tides.  The  work  in  the  districts  of 
Manomet,  Long  Pond  and  Cedarville  have  been  carried  out 
satisfactorily  by  the  three  district  foremen.  Lines  and  grades  for 
town  work  were  supplied  by  professional  engineer  Edward  Chase 
and  records  of  same  kept  on  file.  All  requests  from  the  Selectmen's 
Office  and  other  departments  were  taken  care  of  as  received  at  this 
office.

Chapter  793  of  the  Acts  of  1972  was  enacted  into  law  on  July  19, 
1972.  Most  of  the  provisions  of  the  law  became  effective  on  January 
1,  1973  and  increased,  as  of  that  date,  the  survivor  benefits  of  many 
widows  and  dependent  children,  receiving  benefits  prior  to  1972.  The 
act  also  included  a  clarification  of  Section  102  of  Chapter  32  with 
regard  to  cost-of-living  increases,  which  was  made  retroactive  to 
January  1,  1972. 

There  were  nine  non-contributory  pensioners  and  four 
beneficiaries  receiving  retirement  allowances  from  the  Town  as  of 
December  31,  1972.

The  1972  activities  of  the  Plymouth  Planning  Board  were 
conducted  during  the  regular  meetings  held  on  the  second  and 
fourth  Mondays  of  the  month  and  during  twenty  special  meetings 
held  throughout  the  year.  In  addition,  the  Planning  Board  office  at 
the  Town  Office  Building  was  open  for  business  between  the  hours  of 
9  a.m.  and  3:30  P.M.,  Monday  through  Friday,  under  the  direction  of 
the  secretary,  Mary  B.  Searles. 

At  the  Annual  Town  Election  held  on  Saturday,  March  4,  1972, 
Mr.  Robert  G.  Barnes  was  elected  to  the  Board  for  a  five  year  term. 
At  the  organization  meeting  held  following  the  Town  Election  Mr. 
David  M.  Crawley  was  re-elected  Chairman;  Mr.  Louis  J.  Cotti,  Jr., 
Vice  Chairman;  Mr.  Richard  F.  Withington,  Clerk;  and  Mr. 
Michael  F.  Babini,  Clerk  pro-tem.  The  following  members  accepted 
appointments  to  act  as  representatives  of  the  Board  to  various  Town 
Committees.

Mr.  Elmer  R.  Harlow,  a  member  of  the  Board  for  the  past  five 
years,  retired  prior  to  the  Annual  March  election.  His  engineering 
ability  in  the  examination  of  plans  and  on-site  inspections  proved  to 
be  of  great  assistance  to  the  Board  during  his  term  and  we  are  most 
appreciative  of  the  many  extra  hours  he  devoted  to  the  Town. 

Acting  upon  a  citizen-petitioned  article  in  the  March  1972 
Warrant,  the  Town  Meeting  voted  to  change  the  minimum  lot  sizes 
in  the  Residential  B  and  C  Districts  from  20,000  square  feet  to  30,000 
square  feet,  and  in  the  Rural  Residential  District  from  20,000  square 
feet  to  40,000  square  feet.  The  advertising  of  the  public  hearing  for 
this  proposed  change  in  lot  sizes  brought  a  flood  of  twenty-six 
preliminary  plans  prior  to  the  Town  Meeting  action,  involving 
approximately  2252  lots.  From  these  twenty-one  definitive  plans 
were  presented  under  the  Subdivision  Control  Law  for  Planning 
Board  action.

In  addition  146  plans,  involving  approximately  379  lots  were 
submitted  under  the  classification  of  "Approval  Not  Required"  and 
were  endorsed. 

The  Board  continued  the  employment  of  Whitman  &  Howard, 
Inc.  as  Consultants,  to  examine  plans  as  well  as  the  construction  of 
all  subdivisions.  In  June,  Mr.  Charles  G.  Ellis  of  this  firm  was 
engaged  to  be  available  in  the  Planning  Board  Office  each  Tuesday 
to  review  plans  with  the  developers  and  their  engineers ;  to  make  on- 
site  inspections;  and  to  attend  whatever  evening  meetings  the 
Board  deemed  necessary. 

The  Board  continued  the  examination  of  site  plans  for  apart- 
ment house  construction  and  additions  to  existing  commercial 
establishments,  assisted  by  Whitman  &  Howard,  Inc.,  in  ac- 
cordance with  Section  V-C  5  of  the  Zoning  By-Law  and  several  were 
approved. 

In  August  it  was  voted  to  require  topographical  information  and 
existing  street  drainage  to  appear  on  all  Form  A  plans  submitted. 

Public  hearings  on  two  petitioned  zoning  changes  were  held 
prior  to  the  March  Town  Meeting  and  one  for  the  December  7,  1972 
Special  Town  Meeting. 

The  Board  worked  diligently  and  tirelessly  with  Mr.  Howard  M. 
Jennings,  Jr.  of  Dober,  Paddock,  Upton  and  Associates  to  prepare  a 
revised  Zoning  By-Law  which  would  provide  the  much  needed 
control  and  guidance  necessary  for  Plymouth's  rapid  growth. 

The  solution  offered  was  to  divide  the  Town  into  four  districts  of 
"Villages,"  each  of  which  would  have  a  commercial  center  and 
provide  for  varied  land  use  with  a  periphery  of  large  sized  lots,  with 
the  major  aim  to  maintain  the  much  desired  RURAL  character  of 
the  Town. 
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Much  input  was  received  from  the  various  Town  Departments, 
as  well  as  from  interested  citizens,  both  in  private  conferences  with 
Mr.  Jennings  and  the  Board  and  at  the  special  preliminary  hearings 
held  on  September  27th  and  October  3rd. 

A  final  workable  By-Law  was  assembled,  advertised  with  the 
legal  Public  Hearing  on  October  24th,  and  submitted  to  the  Special 
Town  Meeting  on  November  14,  1972  where,  after  much  discussion, 
it  was  approved  by  a  rewarding  vote  of  1 17  to  9. 

At  the  same  Town  Meeting  the  Board  requested  and  received 
approval  to  employ  a  Planning  Consultant  to  assist  with  the  new 
Zoning  By-Law  as  well  as  to  provide  some  planning  direction  for  the 
Town.  This  position  will  hopefully  be  permanently  replaced  at  the 
next  Annual  Town  Meeting  by  the  addition  of  a  Planning  Director 
who  will  provide  Plymouth  with  the  full-time  services  that  it  has 
needed  for  some  time. 

It  has  been  the  most  active  year  for  the  Planning  Board  and  for 
the  Town  since  its  founding  and,  with  no  slow-down  in  sight,  the 
future  holds  promise  for  a  rise  in  population,  problems  and  taxes.

Commission  Announces  978  New 
Industrial  Jobs  Since  Cordage  Closing 


JOBS  CONTINUE  TO  INCREASE 
IN  1972 

The  job  increase  during  1972  has  been  remarkable  and  by  actual 
figures,  978  is  the  total  number  of  jobs  created  in  industry  after  the 
closing  of  Cordage  Co.  At  that  time  800  jobs  were  lost.  These  results 
have  been  carefully  tabulated  by  PDIC  and  comparison  made  for 
the  end^of  1971. 

The  year  1972  has  revealed  an  outstanding  growth  of  industry  — 
the  results  of  six  years  of  planning  and  labor  in  making  it  attractive 
for  diversified  industries  to  come  to  Plymouth. 

Plant  location  is  inherently  a  slow  process.  The  time  consumed 
by  the  average  industry  to  plan  a  new  facility  until  the  move  is 
completed  is  about  three  years.  Obviously  the  work  of  PDIC  has 
been  to  maintain  contact  and  identification  with  these  companies 
through  the  three  year  planning  cycle.  A  Johnny  come  lately  effort 
to  catch  a  new  company,  or  to  leave  a  prospect  unattended  through 
this  planning  cycle  does  not  promise  rewarding  results. 

During  the  past  year  many  new  names  have  been  added  to 
Plymouth's  industrial  economy  and  many  new  businesses  have 
been  started  to  keep  pace  with  Plymouth's  progress. 

Below  is  a  list  of  new  firms  now  in  operation  in  the  Plymouth 
Cordage  Park  Complex  which  only  four  years  ago  was  owned  and 
operated  by  Plymouth  Cordage  Co.,  the  Town's  only  large  industry. 

Antennas  for  Communications,  Inc.;  Foremost  McKesson 
Corp.  Inc.,  fabricators  of  shingled  units  for  construction;  Holt 
Howard  Associates,  an  affiliate  of  Colonial  Candle  and  General 
Housewares,  manufacturers  and  distributors  of  ceramic 
household  goods ;  Konalrad  Products,  Inc.,  packagers  of  automotive 
antifreeze  and  windshield  wiper  solvent;  Plymouth  Narrow  Fabric 
Co.,  manufacturers  of  webbing;  Superior  Pet  Products,  Inc.  - 
Howes  Leather,  processor  of  leather  and  manufacturer  of  chew 
sticks  for  dogs;  Tadco  Kitchens,  Inc.,  manufacturer  of 
sophisticated  kitchen  and  household  cabinets;  Boyden  Box  Co.,  Inc., 
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manufacturer  of  custom  corregated  boxes;  A  &  C  Park,  Inc., 
manufacturer  of  go-karts  used  in  the  amusement  field;  North 
Atlantic  Lobster  Trap  Co.  Inc.,  manufacturer  of  lobster  pots.  | 

The  following  industries  which  were  on  the  scene  previous  to  i 
1972  have  grown  and  expanded  into  Plymouth's  economy: 

Lecomar,  Inc.  has  expanded  to  newer  and  larger  quarters  at 
the  Cordage  Park  Complex;  Pixley-Richards,  Inc.,  manufacturer  of 
minute  plastic  components  has  completed  an  addition  to  its  new 
building  in  the  Industrial  Park;  Richards  Micro-Tool  Co.  Inc.,  has 
doubled  its  manufacturing  space  in  the  completed  addition  to  its 
almost  new  building;  Ad-Tec  Products  Inc.,  Industrial  Park,  has 
also  added  a  new  building  to  their  present  structure  which  is  only 
two  years  old;  the  new  Arnold  Trailer,  Inc.  building  completed  in  | 
October  1971,  providing  45  new  jobs  during  that  period,  has  in-  | 
creased  their  manufacturing  space  with  the  addition  of  another  4500  f 
sq.  ft.  building  for  the  fabrication  of  steel  underbodies  for  the  [ 
trailers.  Boston  Insulated  Wire  &  Cable  Co.,  one  of  the  first  to  oc-  f 
cupy  space  in  the  Cordage  Complex  has  taken  additional  space  for 
new  manufacturing;  Corcoran  Co.,  distributor  of  plumbing  supplies 
has  also  been  added  to  the  Cordage  Park  Complex  business  roster 
and  has  vastly  increased  the  size  of  its  facilities  and  distribution. 

The  year  1973  shows  promise  of  increased  employment, 

building  and  expansions.  K.A.L.  Manufacturing  Corp.,  National  ' 

Welders,  will  have  its  new  building  in  the  Industrial  Park  ready  for  i 

occupancy  in  the  early  spring.  Several  other  companies  have  op-  • 

tions  for  land  in  the  Industrial  Park.  Truly  it  can  be  said  that  the  ^ 

results  of  a  progressive  program  over  the  last  six  year  period  is  now  j 

bearing  abundant  fruit  and  in  every  respect  is  keeping  pace  with  the  i 

growth  of  Plymouth.  j 

PDIC  is  proud  to  be  a  factor  in  increased  service  to  its  present  | 
industry,  in  helping  new  business  and  already  established  business  i 
to  prosper  and  grow.  As  a  service  to  Plymouth  and  its  industry,  f 
PDIC  has  had  meetings  with  the  10  largest  tax  payers,  top  business  | 
executives  of  our  banks  and  our  leading  industries  so  that  better  j 
communication  may  be  carried  out  on  economic  and  development  ; 
problems  which  have  figured  largely  in  the  recent  growth  of  the 
town.  j 

As  another  service  to  our  business  ctmwnunity,  a  series  of 
general  meetings  has  been  held  with  industrial  leaders  and  the 
Department  of  Employment  Security  officials  so  that  follow-up 
programs  of  hiring  practices  and  training  programs  might  be  more 
clearly  dealt  with  as  an  aid  to  in-plant  operations. 
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A  complete  survey  and  appraisal  of  Plymouth's  economy  is  now 
underway.  We  are  constantly  striving  to  have  a  better  un- 
derstanding of  how  our  new  mature  economy  works  and  how  it 
creates  better  and  more  jobs. 

During  the  year  we  initiated  a  bulletin  which  contains  in- 
formation on  Plymouth's  industrial  and  business  growth.  Plans  are 
being  made  to  issue  more  of  these  periodical  reports  to  all  who  are 
interested  in  observing  the  town  grow. 

We  are  aware  of  other  needs  and  services  as  they  come  to  the 
forefront  including  dispensing  important  information  on  the  Oc- 
cupational Safety  and  Health  Act,  a  greater  understanding  of  the 
town's  tax  structure  and  more  and  better  job  training  programs  to 
help  those  less  fortunate  than  the  average  worker.  These  programs 
in  turn  reduce  underemployment,  offer  job  opportunities  to  those  on 
welfare  rolls  and  the  handicapped. 

Plymouth  is  executing  a  promising  program  and  the  cost  is 
moderate  in  view  of  the  results  achieved.  The  taxes  generated  by 
the  development  of  new  firms  in  the  Industrial  Park  and  the 
utilization  of  the  old  Cordage  Complex  compel  all  of  us  to  take  a 
good  hard  look  at  what  has  happened  in  1972  and  to  be  aware  of  our 
future  in  1973. 
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Report  of  the 
Emergency  Preparedness  Director 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

■ 

A  significant  change  has  occurred  in  the  Federal  Civil  Defense 
Agency.  The  title  has  been  changed  to  Defense  Civil  Preparedness 
Agency.  It  is  felt  that  civil  preparedness  will  help  acquaint  people  [ 
with  the  new,  broader  concept  of  its  program,  which  includes  both  i 
peace  time  and  war  time  disaster  readiness.  This  office  has  had  ' 
occasions  to  pai»ticipate  on  the  broader  scope  of  natural  disaster 
readiness. 

A  "Mid-February  Northeaster  Storm"  wreaked  its  havoc  on  the  • 
Plymouth  Coastline  creating  considerable  damage.  With  the  \ 
declaration  of  a  Presidential  Disaster  Proclamation  for  this  area,  ' 
Public  Law  91-606  was  promulgated,  making  federal  financial 
assistance  available  to  areas  suffering  storm  damage.  The  Town  of  » 
Plymouth  was  awarded  grants  in  the  amount  of  $33,600.  to  pay  for  • 
damages  in  the  following  areas: 

1.  Replacing  snow  fence  used  to  barricade  Tern  Nesting  Area  on  ^ 
Long  Beach.  ($10,000.) 

2.  Replace  and  reform  sand  dunes  at  Long  Beach.  ($7,000.) 

3.  Replace  4,000  cubic  yards  of  gravel  washed  away  from  head 
of  Long  Beach  just  north  of  bathhouse.  ($11,400.)  [ 

4.  Escavating  of  Eel  River,  beginning  at  the  bath  house  and  ■■ 
running  north  to  the  Eel  River  Beach  Club.  ($5,200.)  ; 

Concurrently  with  the  storm  damage  repair  work,  this  office  has  : 
formulated  and  published  an  emergency  plan  to  alert  and  if 
necessary,  evacuate  local  residents  in  the  event  of  a  malfunction  at 
the  Pilgrim  Station  Nuclear  Power  Plant.  This  plan  was  approved  ; 
by  the  State  and  Atomic  Commission  Authorities. 

It  is  expected  that  the  Local  Preparedness  Office  will  play  a ; 
larger  role  in  future  programs  of  natural  disaster  planning  and  help  J 
make  Plymouth  a  safer  community  to  live  in. 

Additionally,  this  office  was  instrumental  in  obtaining  several 
items  of  surplus  equipment  from  the  Federal  Government.  These 
items  were  received  at  no  cost  to  the  Town  and  included  a  generator 
and  a  pick-up  truck.  Additional  items  have  been  requested,  and 
when  available,  it  is  expected  that  Plymouth  will  receive  them. 
Searching  and  locating  surplus  items  is  a  continuous  process  and  j 
this  office  is  always  on  the  alert  for  the  acquisition  of  needed  items.  ) 
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This  office  is  seeking  a  new  site  for  the  location  of  an  emergency 
operation  center.  The  former  location,  on  loan  from  the  County 
Commissioners,  has  been  taken  over  by  them  due  to  their  expansion 
needs.  As  it  is  desirous  of  co-locating  a  center  within  a  public 
building,  this  office  is  in  a  continuous  search  for  such  a  site. 

As  coordinator  for  programs  for  the  aging,  progress  in  this  area  is 
noted  in  that  a  Council  on  Aging  was  established  by  the  1972  Town 
Meeting.  A  comprehensive  report  on  its  activities  is  included  in  the 
Council's  annual  report. 

As  coordinator  for  programs  on  Youth  Activities,  this  office  has 
attended  several  meetings  with  a  group  of  interested  local  citizens. 
As  a  result  of  these  meetings  an  article  was  prepared  and  accepted 
for  inclusion  in  the  1973  Town  Meeting  for  the  purpose  of 
establishing  a  study  committee  to  determine  if  there  is  a  need  for  a 
Youth  Commission.

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Report  of  the 
Fire  Station  Study  Committee 


Your  Fire  Station  Study  Committee  met  every  second  and 
fourth  Thursdays  of  the  month  until  January  of  1973  at  which  time 
we  decided  to  meet  every  Thursday  until  we  felt  that  we  were  ready 
for  a  town  meeting. 

As  you  know^  the  Fire  Station  Study  Committee  has  been  in 
existence  since  1965  to  study  police  and  fire  station  problems  which 
have  to  do  with  new  buildings,  new  sites  and  structures.  As  we 
progressed  with  our  meetings  and  different  voices  were  heard,  we 
inquired  about  the  soundness,  structurally  of  Central  &  North 
Stations.  The  reason  we  did  that  was  because  the  town  has  been 
growing  by  leaps  and  bounds  to  the  south  and  west  of  center,  and  we 
wanted  to  know  if  a  new  station  was  in  order  and  if  it  could  be 
erected  nearer  the  heavy  growth  areas  and  still  service  the  mer- 
cantile area  or  keep  stations  where  they  now  stand  and  purchase 
sites  in  the  heavy  growth  areas  for  a  future  station. 

Because  the  Town  of  Plymouth  is  so  large  in  area,problemsthat 
beset  small  towns  are  quadrupled  in  ours.  It  would  be  good  and 
economical  to  have  stations  near  the  heavy  growth  areas. 
Therefore,  we  had  to  start  and  where  to  start  was  our  problem.  We 
then  decided  once  and  for  all  to  have  a  competent  structual  engineer 
tell  us  just  what  the  structual  strength  of  center  and  north  station  is, 
these  being  the  two  oldest  and  most  used  stations  in  the  town. 

We  hired  Barnes  and  Jarnis  of  Boston  to  do  the  work  for  us. 
Three  weeks  later  they  met  us  and  gave  us  their  report.  We  then 
found  that  the  floor  on  which  our  new  ladder  truck  stands  is  296  per 
cent  over  the  legal  allowable  load  and  the  other  trucks  are  56  per 
cent  over  legal  allowable  load,  also  the  floor  above  was  36  per  cent 
overstressed.  Keep  in  mind,  ladies  and  gentlemen,  that  this  building 
was  built  over  60  years  ago,  but  that  is  not  the  problem,  because 
buildings  have  lasted  for  hundreds  of  years.  The  problem  is  that  the 
building  was  built  to  accommodate  4000  lbs.  horse  drawn  fire 
fighting  apparatus.  Now,  one  truck  alone  weighs  40,000  lbs.  with 
over  one  half  million  dollars  of  equipment  sitting  on  a  floor  that  is 
overstressed  and  the  heart  of  our  Fire  Department,  the  com- 
munication center,  exposed  without  being  of  a  10  minute  fire  rate 
doesn't  seem  to  present  a  good  picture.  More  important,  the 
building  interior  consists  of  very  old,  dry  wood,  creaking  and 
sagging.  The  chief  of  the  fire  department  has  given  orders  that  no 
one  is  to  be  in  the  basement  of  the  building  when  fire  apparatus  are 
leaving  or  entering  the  building. 
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The  safety  of  our  firefighters  should  be  of  prime  importance  to 
us  for  if  this  building  was  a  private  business  it  would  have  been 
condemned  long  ago  under  the  occupational  safety  and  health  act. 

We  then  made  trips  to  North  Station.  There  we  found  the 
situation  in  a  worse  condition  than  Central.  The  main  floor  was 
shored  up  by  the  firemen  with  timbers  and  columns  that  were 
donated  for  or  borrowed.  The  back  wheels  of  one  truck  that  was 
brought  out  for  repairs  broke  through  the  floor  creating  need  for 
repairs.  We  observed  from  not  a  too  safe  position  in  the  basement,  a 
truck  being  driven  out  and  then  back  in  again.  The  floor  deflected  at 
least  5"  inches,  first  released  when  the  truck  was  driven  out  then 
under  stress  as  it  was  put  back  in.  We  then  turned  this  problem  over 
to  the  public  safety  commission.  Aesthecically,  the  facade  of  central 
looks  good.  The  other  three  walls  are  very  poor  with  mortar  falling 
away  from  the  bricks.  The  roof  has  to  be  replaced,  the  bell  tower 
removed,  and  the  windows  replaced.  The  estimated  cost  for  new 
beams,  girders  and  cement  floors  is  about  $187,000.00.  We, 
therefore,  are  thinking  about  a  new  station. 

Now  we  turned  our  thinking  to  new  sites,  one  in  which  we  have 
negotiated  for  in  the  Long  Pond  area  and  have  a  deposit  on  this  site. 
Another  is  the  property  on  Seven  Hills  Road  and  Route  44. 

We  are  also  meeting  with  the  school  committee  to  see  if  they 
will  transfer  an  acre  of  their  land  at  the  proposed  new  school  site  on 
Bourne  Road.  These  are  the  heavy  growth  areas  of  the  town  and 
merit  consideration.  We  have  four  articles  in  this  year's  town 
warrant  for  your  consideration  because  it  is  you,  the  town  meeting 
members,  who  are  responsible  for  the  safety  and  needs  of  your 
neighbors. 

In  this  report  all  we  have  presented  to  you  is  facts.  Heresay  and 
Laymen's  opinions  have  been  omitted  because  of  the  enormity  of 
the  problems. 

We  would  like  the  moderator  to  entertain  a  motion  at  this  time 
that  the  Fire  Station  Study  Committee  be  changed  to  the  Fire 
Station  Study  and  Building  Committee  and  that  this  same  com- 
mittee be  held  over  for  another  year.

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Annual  Report  of  the 
Council  on  Aging 


The  Council  on  Aging  began  in  April,  1972  under  the  co-ordination 
of  GaetanoA.  Brigida  when  the  Plymouth  Board  of  Selectmen  ap- 
pointed nine  members:  Rev.  Peter  Bastien,  Ronald  W.  Butterfield, 
Elizabeth  Holmes,  Frances  Logan,  Helen  McDonald,  John  Prentice, 
Rev.  John  B.  Scorzoni,  James  Van  Amburgh  and  Helen  Webb. 
Father  Scorzoni  was  elected  Chairman.  Many  meetings  were  held 
to  decide  how  best  to  serve  Plymouth's  Senior  Citizens. 

With  the  help  of  Richard  Ottino  of  Kingston,  a  computerized  file 
was  set  up  of  the  town's  4200  persons  sixty  years  of  age  and  over. 
I.D.  cards  were  sent  to  each  person  in  the  file  by  a  volunteer  group 
of  elderly  residents. 

Over  200  people  have  enjoyed  a  50  cent  luncheon  monthly  at 
Memorial  Hall  since  April  1972.  These  events  have  included  en- 
tertainment and  individual  health  counseling  by  the  Plymouth 
Community  Nurse  Association.  All  of  this  was  possible  through  the 
good  services  of  the  Plymouth  School  Department,  Mrs.  Helen 
Shurtleff  and  her  Cold  Spring  School  cafeteria  assistants,  the 
custodians  at  Memorial  Hall  and  many  other  volunteers,  young  and 
old. 

A  Senior  Citizens  Purchasing  program  was  initiated  whereby 
Plymouth  merchants  and  others  volunteered  to  give  discounts  to  all 
Plymouth  residents  60  and  over.  These  discounts  took  the  forms  of 
reduced  movie  fares,  free  bank  checks,  discounts  from  beauty 
parlors,  paint  stores,  drug  stores,  restaurants,  auto  garages,  fur- 
niture stores,  jewelers,  cleaners  and  others.  We  are  grateful  for  the 
interested  response  and  hope  this  program  will  benefit  both  the 
Senior  Citizens  and  participating  merchants. 

Shiretown  Ford  generously  donated  a  1973  Ford  12  passenger  club 
wagon  to  be  used  as  a  "Senior  Shuttle."  In  November,  this  vehicle 
driven  by  Sam  Ferrari  began  transporting  our  senior  population.  On 
Mondays,  Wednesdays  and  Fridays,  the  van  shuttles  hourly  on  a 
published  schedule  between  the  Plymouth-Kingston  line  and 
Manomet.  On  Tuesdays  and  Thursdays  the  vehicle  is  available  on  a 
call  basis  to  help  those  not  benefitting  by  the  scheduled  shuttle.  It 
has  also  helped  in  group  transportation  from  Castle  Hill,  Southfield 
and  nursing  homes  as  well  as  in  monthly  distribution  of  surplus 
foods. 
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Council  expectations  for  1973  include  a  continuation  of  present 
programs,  the  hiring  of  a  full  time  Director  of  Elderly  Affairs,  the 
establishment  of  a  Senior  drop-in  center  and  the  development  of 
programs  aimed  at  elderly  who  need  home  services. 

The  Council  on  Aging  regrets  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  Frances 
Logan  who  so  capably  managed  the  myriad  details  of  the  monthly 
hot  lunch  program.  Mrs.  Clementine  O'Neill  has  been  appointed  by 
the  Selectmen  to  fill  this  vacancy. 

The  Council  on  Aging  is  most  grateful  to  the  many  people  who 
have  assisted  in  so  many  ways.

Board  of  Cemetery  Commissioners 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

In  addition  to  the  regular  care  and  maintenance  of  our  several 
cemeteries,  we  wish  to  report  on  the  following. 

We  are  pleased  that  this  year  we  were  successful  in  having 
electricity  installed  in  our  office  and  tool  house  in  the  Vine  Hills 
Cemetery.  This  has  been  a  great  convenience  in  the  office.  The 
advantages  resulting  will  be  more  appreciated  in  the  tool  house 
because  of  the  many  electrical  tools  which  can  be  utilized  here. 
Also,  an  alarm  system  was  installed.  As  this  building  is  isolated 
from  the  usual  police  patrol  and  regular  traffic,  it  seemed  most 
expedient  to  have  this  protection. 

We  have  purchased  a  snow  plow  to  be  used  on  our  dump  truck; 
expecting  to  maintain  more  efficiently  the  many  roadways  under 
our  commission. 

Leaving  the  gate  open,  or  closing  them  continues  to  be  a  con- 
troversial problem.  We  are  sensitive  to  the  desires  of  the  many 
people  who  are  dependent  on  others  to  bring  them  to  the  cemetery 
after  regular  working  hours.  But  we  do  not  condone  the  use  of  these 
roadways  as  raceways. 

Other  maintenance  included  the  painting  of  the  flag  pole  and  a 
special  effort  to  trim  the  shrubbery  on  all  lots ;  many  of  which  had 
not  been  done  for  years. 

At  Burial  Hill  we  are  following  our  regular  program  of  encasing 
a  number  of  the  old  slate  stones  in  granite.  This  goes  on  each  year, 
but  we  feel  it  is  a  worthwhile  project  —  a  way  to  help  preserve  the 
early  history  of  the  Town. 

The  road  which  was  widened  last  year  in  the  Chiltonville 
Cemetery  was  black-topped  this  year.  We  feel  that  this  cemetry  is 
now  in  good  condition  and  should  require  only  general  maintenance 
for  the  next  several  years. 

At  the  Manomet  Cemetery  progress  is  slow ;  but  another  year 
should  see  the  accomplishment  of  a  parking  area  and  the  rest  of  the 
lots  laid  out. 
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Our  smaller  outlying  cemeteries  have  not  required  much  more 
than  general  maintenance.  Because  of  the  rainy  season  we  were 
kept  on  the  move  in  order  to  keep  ahead  of  the  grass. 

The  problem  of  the  access  road  to  White  Horse  Cemetery  has 
not  been  resolved  as  yet.  Legal  Counsel  has  been  engaged,  although 
it  will  be  a  slow  process.  The  Commissioners  respect  the  desire  of 
the  people  of  Manomet  in  this  regard  and  will  endeavor  to  ac- 
complish whatever  the  people  want. 

At  Parting  Ways  Cemetery  we  had  an  aerial  survey  taken  and  a 
topographical  map  drawn.  At  present  a  Cemetery  Engineer  is 
working  on  the  plans  for  the  first  phase  of  the  development  of  one 
section. 

The  Commissioners  were  approached  by  a  committee  for  the 
site  of  a  new  fire  station,  regarding  a  piece  of  the  cemetery,  yet 
unused,  near  the  junction  of  Routes  3  and  44.  This  Board  is 
unalterably  opposed  to  any  such  idea.  We  cannot  conceive  of 
anything  less  reverent  than  screeching  sirens  next  to  a  cemetery. 

We  continue  to  receive  compliments  on  the  appearance  of  our 
cemeteries,  not  only  from  Plymouth  area  residents  but  from  many 
out  of  town  people.  In  fact,  we  would  like  to  report  that  on  more  than 
one  occasion,  people  have  come  from  a  distance  to  visit  the  Oak 
Grove  and  Vine  Hills.  We  would  like  to  express  our  thanks  to  all  our 
personnel  for  the  job  well  done  in  the  maintenance  and  care  of  the 
cemeteries;  and  other  services  performed. 

Our  thanks,  also,  to  all  other  Town  Departments  for  the  services 
and  cooperation  given  us  during  the  year. 

The  receipts  and  payments  of  the  department  are  listed  in 
Schedule  "A"  and  Schedule  "B"  of  the  Town  Accountant's  report.

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Plymouth  Airport 
1972  Annual  Report 


It  was  a  particularly  progressive  year  for  Plymouth  Airport. 
The  aircraft  parking  apron  in  front  of  the  new  administration 
building  was  expanded,  providing  6  additional  tie  downs  and  greatly 
improved  aircraft  access  to  the  new  administration  building  and 
fuel  pumps.  The  cost  to  the  town  being  the  usual  10  percent  with 
Federal  and  State  paying  the  remaining  50  per  cent  and  40  per  cent 
respectfully. 

A  new  building  was  constructed  for  Fire,  Crash  and  Main- 
tenance Equipment  service  and  storage,  at  the  west  side  of  the  new 
administration  building,  on  the  new  apron. 

The  South  Shore  Radio  Phone  Company  came  aboard  as  a  new 
fixed  base  operator,  offering  extremely  good  installation  and  ser- 
vicing of  aircraft  radio  equipment.  Aviax  International  Inc.,  joining 
the  field  businesses,  provides  the  buying,  selling  and  brokering  of 
used  aircraft.  The  new  20  year  Master  Plan  for  the  entire  airport 
area  is  nearing  completion,  and  will  be  presented  publicly  at  a 
hearing  in  early  Spring. 

Home  developments  are  rapidly  approaching  the  field 
perimeter.  For  the  first  time,  Plymouth's  Zoning  Bylaws  contain  an 
airport  zone,  which  will  allow  commercial  and  industrial  businesses 
related  to  an  airport.  Although  2  miles  of  South  Meadow  Road  was 
resurfaced,  improving  travel  to  the  airport,  it  is  urgent  that  the  road 
be  completed  at  the  airport  area. 

In  general  —  traffic  steadily  increases  with  the  continuance  of 
excellent  flight  instruction  and  airplane  charters ;  high  quality 
aircraft  minor  and  major  repairs;  helicopter  activities;  and  top 
notch  facilities  and  conveniences  for  pilots  and  their  passengers,  at 
the  administration  building. 

Thanks  go  to  Peter  Barry  for  his  help  while  an  airport  com- 
missioner, and  a  welcome  to  Wendell  Collingwood,  our  new  com- 
missioner. 
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An  invitation  is  extended  to  every  taxpayer  and  resident  to  visit 
your  airport  and  see  how  the  commission  is  working  toward  ex- 
pansion, improvement  and  promotion  of  the  airport,  to  the  very  best 
advantage  of  the  Town  of  Plymouth.

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Report  of  The 
Sewer  Commission 


On  Thursday,  March  8,  1972,  newly  elected  Sewer  Com- 
missioner Ramo  Bongiovanni  replaced  Selectman  David  Tarantino 
as  the  third  member  of  the  commission.  At  this  meeting  Alvin  R. 
Tavares  was  elected  Chairman  for  the  ensuing  year. 

During  the  year  a  new  Sewer  Line  was  constructed  on  Town 
Wharf  by  the  McNeice  Corporation  of  Canton,  at  a  submitted  bid 
cost  of  $21,350;  the  Long  Pond  Sewer  Line  and  pumping  station  for 
the  new  Intermediate  School  have  been  completed  and  are  now 
under  operation;  and  the  Nite-Soil  depository  located  next  to  the 
Municipal  Garage  will  be  completed  and  ready  for  use  early  in  1973 
by  local  Sewerage  pumpers.  Users  of  this  facility  will  be  assessed 
an  annual  rental  fee  of  $200. 

A  survey  of  the  existing  sewer  lines  by  the  engineering  firm  of 
Metcalf  &  Eddy  was  started  in  August  with  aerial  photos  having 
been  taken  as  a  part  of  the  study.  This  survey  will  be  completed  in 
1973  and  upon  completion,  we  will  have  an  up-to-date  map  of  the 
Sewerage  System,  our  present  one  having  been  drawn  up  in  1919; 
and  we  also  will  have  a  detailed  description  of  the  entire  sewered 
area.  This  survey  has  also  pointed  out  the  large  amount  of  water 
from  both  ground  seepage  and  storm  drains  which  enters  the 
treatment  plant.  Correction  of  this  will  allow  further  expansion  of 
the  sewered  area. 

In  December,  1972  four  new  employees  were  added  to  our 
payroll,  3  appointed  under  the  Federal  Government  E.E.A. 
program  and  having  worked  for  us  under  this  plan  since  December, 
1971,  and  the  fourth  laborer  transferring  to  us  from  the  Water 
Department. 

Early  in  1973,  2,784  bills  will  be  mailed  to  users  of  the  Public 
Sewerage  System.  These  will  be  for  the  entire  year  of  1972.

The  Plymouth  Public  Library  showed  an  increased  use  of  its 
services  in  1972.  Both  in  the  Main  Library  on  North  Street  and  at  the 
Loring  Branch,  the  increase  approximated  the  rate  of  population 
growth  and  general  accelerated  activity  in  the  Town. 

By  the  end  of  the  year,  there  were  9,811  borrowers  officially 
registered,  of  whom  3,028  were  under  12  years  old.  131,979  books 
were  lent  for  use  outside  the  library  buildings,  and  6,318  recordings 
were  borrowed.  Approximately,  140  magazines  were  received  at  the 
libraries  by  subscription,  which  were  much  used  in  the  reading 
rooms  and  also  borrowed  for  home  use.  Framed  art  reproductions 
were  lent  by  each  library.  Through  the  local  libraries  patrons  have 
also  received  many  books  and  films  from  the  Eastern  Mass. 
Regional  Library  System,  both  by  mail  and  the  Regional  book- 
mobile. 

Library  services  are  available  to  local  nursing  homes  through 
visits  of  Mrs.  Elizabeth  K.  Neri,  with  "large  type"  and  regular 
books  and  magazines.  Information  on  Talking  Books  is  also  on  hand. 

The  children's  departments  have  continued  their  work  with  the 
schools,  sending  out  collections  of  books,  and  giving  talks  in  the 
classrooms.  And  special  story-telling  programs  have  been  held  at 
the  libraries  throughout  the  year.  In  the  Fall,  because  of  the  double 
sessions  at  the  Nathaniel  Morton  Intermediate  School,  special 
programs  were  planned  to  provide  appropriate  activities  for  the 
children  who  had  no  classes  in  the  early  afternoons. 

The  Plymouth  Public  Library  is  maintaining  a  collection  of 
materials  relating  to  the  Pilgrim  Nuclear  Power  Station  for  the  use 
of  the  public.  Correspondence  from  the  Atomic  Energy  Com- 
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mission  and  records  of  abnormal  and  unusual  occurences  are  of 
particular  interest  to  local  readers. 

.  The  art,  history,  genealogy  and  music  sections  have  all  had 
their  share  in  the  very  busy  year  at  the  Plymouth  Public  Library.

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Report  of  the 
Plymouth  Housing  Authority 


Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  year  1972  was  somewhat  frustrating  for  the  Housing 
Authority.  After  several  years  of  clearing  the  way  for  the  con- 
struction of  scattered-site  housing  for  large  families  of  low  income, 
we  put  the  project  out  to  bid  in  early  1972,  and  invited  rebids  two 
months  later.  In  all  we  received  thirteen  bids,  closely  grouped, 
which  indicated  that  the  figures  were  fair,  but  the  price  in  every 
instance  was  too  high  for  the  Department  of  Community  Affairs.  All 
bids,  therefore,  were  rejected.  We  acquired  the  sites  and 
hope  to  try  again  this  year.  If  constructed  it  will  be  the 
first  project  of  its  kind  in  the  state,  although  the  enabling  legislation 
was  passed  in  1968. 

We  expect  the  completion  of  Algonquin  Heights,  Samoset 
Street,  to  ease  the  shortage  of  housing  for  families  of  low  income, 
since  51  apartments  in  that  complex  will  be  available  for  such 
families  under  a  rent-subsidy  arrangement.  This,  however,  will  not 
be  under  the  auspices  of  the  Authority,  since  both  of  our  sources  of 
rent  subsidy  money,  state  and  federal,  have  dried  up. 

A  third  housing  project  for  the  elderly  is  now  dependent  only 
upon  an  appropriation  of  state  credit  by  the  General  Court.  If  such 
an  appropriation  is  made  we  expect  to  commence  construction  of 
one  hundred  units  on  Nick's  Rock  Road  in  1973. 

We  continue  to  administer  forty  veterans*  apartments,  one 
hundred  ten  for  the  elderly,  and  seven  leased  units.  We  have  100  per 
cent  occupancy,  except  for  short  intervals  of  maintenance  and 
improvement  when  tenants  leave.

Next,  as  the  town  had  adopted  the  "BOCA"  building  code  for  all  \ 

other  building  control,  and  as  the  state  had  now  adopted  "BOCA"  as  ' 

a  standard,  we  investigated  the  "BOCA  -  One  and  Two  Family  • 

Dwelling  code,  1971  Edition"  for  applicability  to  Plymouth's  needs,  f 

The  committee  has  unanimously  voted  to  recommend  the  1 

Town's  adoption  of  this  code  as  we  have  found  it  to  be  the  best,  most  f 
applicable  specification  type  code  available.  The  code  is  a  clearly 
written,  constantly  upgraded,  and  easily  understood  manual  for 
quality  residential  construction. 

During  the  month  of  November,  December  and  January,  the 
committee  will  review  applicable  sections  of  the  code  with  in- 
terested involvedTownDepartments(FireDept. ;  Gas,  Plumbing  and 
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Electric  Inspectors).  In  February  the  necessary  public  hearing  will 
be  held  to  present  the  code  to  the  town  and  receive  final  review 
before  town  meeting.

The  118th  Annual  Report  is  hereby  submitted  by  the  Board  of 
Water  Commissioners  and  Superintendent  covering  the  calendar 
year  1972. 

The  total  rainfall  during  the  year  amounted  to  68.41  inches, 
which  is  the  greatest  ever  shown  on  the  records  of  the  department, 
covering  a  period  of  eighty-five  years  and  is  22  inches  above  the 
annual  average  for  this  area.  The  year  ended  with  the  water 
elevation  at  Little  South  Pond  at  105.77  feet  compared  to  102.97  feet 
for  the  previous  year  end. 

The  pumpage  for  the  year  amounted  to  1,053,793,700  gallons 
which  exceeds  last  years  high  by  15,943,000  gallons  despite  a  very 
wet  year  and  water  restrictions  which  were  in  force  from  July  12,  to 
September  21,  1972. 

Receipts  from  the  sale  of  water,  connections  to  mains,  services 
rendered,  etc.  amounted  to  $362,902.34. 

The  Board  members  who  resigned  this  year  include  Mr.  Arthur 
Addyman  and  Mr.  Ferdinand  Emond. 

In  1944  Mr.  Addyman  was  appointed  to  the  Board  of  Water 
Commissioners  and  has  been  elected  back  into  this  office  con- 
tfnuously  until  1972  when  he  chose  to  retire.  This  covered  a  period  of 
28  years,  the  last  3  of  which  he  served  as  Secretary  to  the  Board.  His 
faithful  service  to  the  Board  and  the  Town  will  be  greatly  missed. 

In  1967  Mr.  Ferdinand  Emond  was  elected  to  the  Board  and 
during  his  five-year  term  of  office  made  a  fine  contribution  to  the 
Board. 

The  Bradford  Well  off  Cooks  Pond  Road,  which  was  constructed 
by  the  R.  E.  Chapman  Company  of  Oakdale,  Massachusetts  was 
completed  on  April  19,  1972.  The  well  was  constructed  by  the  per- 
cussion method  using  both  bailing  and  pull  down  techniques  to  set 
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six  strings  of  casings  of  72  inch,  60  inch,  54  inch,  48  inch,  36  inch,  and 
32  inch  diameter.  The  four  larger  diameter  casings  were  removed 
at  the  end  of  construction.  The  36  inch  and  32  inch  diameter  casings 
were  retained  and  are  set  to  a  depth  of  110  feet  and  120  feet, 
respectively. 

A  cement  grout  was  placed  in  the  space  between  the  two 
casings.  A  24-inch  outside  diameter  inner  casing  is  set  from  a  depth 
of  104  feet  below  existing  grade  to  124  feet  where  it  is  welded  to  the 
top  of  a  24-inch  well  screen  assembly.  The  screen  is  constructed  of 
continuous  wire  wound  type  304  stainless  steel  of  Johnson 
manufacture.  Overall  length  is  41.9  feet,  the  bottom  of  which  is  set 
at  a  depth  of  166  feet. 

A  total  of  249  hours  was  spent  developing  the  well.  Developing 
procedures  included  simultaneous  pumping  and  surging  the  well 
while  exposing  the  well  screen  to  the  aquifer  at  5-foot  to  10-foot  in- 
crements. 

Estimates  of  the  wells  dependable  yield  are  based  on  test 
pumping  carried  out  over  an  11-day  period  at  rates  of  2,550  g.p.m. 
and  2,150  g.p.m. 

A  dependable  yield  of  2,000  g.p.m.  under  sustained  pumping  is 
estimated  for  the  newly  constructed  gravel-packed  well. 

Metcalf  &  Eddy,  Inc.,  who  designed  and  supervised  the  con- 
struction of  the  well  have  submitted  plans  and  specifications  for  the 
construction  of  the  pumping  station,  installation  of  pump,  controls, 
etc.  to  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health  for  approval  of  design. 
Construction  of  the  pumping  station  and  appurtenant  work  should 
begin  about  April  1  and  upon  completion  will  deliver  a  much  needed 
supply  of  water  to  the  Town. 

The  Stafford  Street  Standpipe  with  a  capacity  of  1.6  million 
gallons  was  constructed  and  completed  this  year  by  Pittsburgh-Des 
Moines  Steel  Co.  A  main  has  been  laid  from  the  standpipe  to  the 
Bradford  Well  with  connections  to  the  abutting  streets  a  distance  of 
15,000  feet  approximately. 

When  the  well  becomes  operational  pressure  problems  in  this 
area  will  be  greatly  improved.

AND  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

We  have  lived  through  another  year  of  tremendous  growth  and 
want  to  thank  the  parents  and  the  townspeople  for  the  patience  and 
understanding  that  they  have  displayed.  Double  sessions  are  not 
appreciated  by  anyone.  The  staff  and  the  separate  student  bodies  at 
Nathaniel  Morton  are  to  be  congratulated  for  the  high  levels  of 
cooperation  that  were  achieved. 

As  the  year  came  to  its  end,  Mr.  Charles  Micciche  and  his  af- 
ternoon team  were  excitedly  anticipating  the  opening  of  the 
Regional  Intermediate  facility.  Mr.  Sumner  Brown,  newly  ap- 
pointed principal  of  the  Nathaniel  Morton  School,  was  looking 
forward  to  having  full  use  of  his  school  for  the  expanded  programs 
of  Grades  4  and  5. 

We  have  greatly  enjoyed  throughout  the  year  the  opportunity  to 
work  with  Mr.  Romeo  Carletti  and  the  Permanent  Elementary 
School  Building  Committee  which  was  appointed  as  a  result  of  your 
vote  at  Town  Meeting.  The  Moderator  is  to  be  congratulated  on  the 
quality  of  his  appointments.  The  Building  Committee  has  given 
every  consideration  to  our  expressed  needs  for  expanded  facilities. 

Your  action  at  the  Special  Town  Meeting  to  take  separate  pieces 
of  land  in  the  growth  sections  of  South  and  West  Plymouth  is  taken 
as  an  endorsement  of  our  policy  to  establish  and  maintain 
elementary  schools  within  the  neighborhoods  of  our  very  large 
community. 

We  are  particularly  pleased  that  curriculum  development  has 
indeed  kept  pace  with  our  increased  enrollments.  We  are  indeed 
proud  of  the  efforts  of  our  administrators  and  staff  members  whose 
combined  creative  talents  have  caused  the  many  added  advantages 
that  have  come  to  our  youngsters. 

Throughout  the  entire  system  we  are  working  to  increase  the 
individualization  of  instruction.  One  outstanding  example  of  this  is 
to  be  found  in  the  Continuous  Progress  program  instituted  at  the  Mt. 
Pleasant  School.  Each  child  is  allowed  to  move  from  one  learning 
level  to  another  in  accordance  with  his  own  rate  of  learning. 
Children  are  encouraged  to  assume  increasingly  greater  respon- 
sibilities for  personal  growth  and  development. 

At  the  Manomet  Elementary  School  we  find  a  wonderful  variety 
that  extends  from  the  parent-shared  excitment  of  the  mini-courses 
to  the  Learning  Disabilities  Program  that  has  reached  out  so  ef- 
fectively to  help  those  who  have  most  needed  assistance. 

At  Hedge  School  we  are  pleased  to  note  the  increased  in- 
volvement of  family  members.  Many  mothers  and  an  increasing 
number  of  fathers  have  been  coming  in  to  learn  more  of  what  our 
schools  are  doing.  This  is  an  area  in  which  we  urge  all  parents  to 
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participate.  It  will  help  your  child  to  have  you  better  understand  our 
efforts  to  assist.  It  will  help  us  as  school  people  if  you  will  share  with 
us  your  knowledge  of  your  child  and  your  perception  of  his  most 
pressing  needs. 

In  addition  to  the  on-going  programs  of  curriculum  develop- 
ment, we  are  particularly  pleased  to  have  had  throughout  this  year 
performances  by  the  High  School  Drama  Club  of  original  plays  for 
an  audience  of  Cold  Spring  youngsters.  It  is  also  at  the  Cold  Spring 
School  that  our  Sheltered  Workshop  has  continued  to  flourish. 

Our  summer  programs  have  indeed  proved  their  worth. 
Enrollments  have  increased  each  year  and  the  high  rate  of  non- 
compulsory  attendance  is  evidence  of  the  worth  found  by  students 
and  families.  This,  in  our  opinion,  is  an  intelligent  use  of  valuable 
school  space  that  allows  us  to  serve  the  separate  needs  of  individual 
children  in  areas  of  development  that  range  from  intensive 
remediation  to  extensive  enrichment. 

Once  again,  we  extend  our  thanks  for  the  wonderfully  high 
levels  of  community  support.  These  are  your  schools,  designed  and 
directed  for  the  advantage  of  your  children.  Through  election  and 
appointment  we  have  accepted  the  serious  responsibilities  of 
educational  leadership.  Our  success  is  made  possible  only 
through  your  understanding  of  our  educational  programs.  We  are 
each  year  anxious  to  make  them  more  effective  and  urge  your 
assistance,  your  support,  and  your  active  participation.

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PLYMOUTH-CARVER  REGIONAL 
SCHOOL  COMMITTEE  REPORT 


As  we  entered  upon  the  New  Year  of  1972  we  had  seen  the  great 
moving  of  earth  that  was  so  necessary  a  part  of  the  development  of 
our  Town  Forest  site,  and  the  foundations  for  our  new  Intermediate 
School  had  been  laid.  Our  plans,  so  filled  with  high  promise,  were 
about  to  be  implemented. 

This  was  truly  to  be  a  year  of  beginning.  School  Committee 
meetings  became  almost  weekly  occurrences.  There  were  critical 
decisions  at  every  stage  of  building  development.  We  sought  the 
most  competent  advices  available  to  us  and  wish  to  declare  our 
I  thanks  to  our  architect,  the  Project  Engineer,  and  the  General 
I  Contractor.  Particular  credit  is  given  to  our  Superintendent  of 
Schools  and  the  many  members  of  the  professional  staff  who  so  ably 
assisted  in  this  effort. 

Truly,  this  has  been  planned  from  initial  design  to  final 
equipping  and  furnishing  by  our  own  school  people  to  meet  the  needs 
of  our  own  children. 

Throughout  the  summer  and  early  fall  we  shared  the  com- 
munity hesitance  in  believing  that  there  would  be  a  first-of-the  year 
opening  of  this  growing  facility.  Every  sensible  pressure  was 
exerted  and  the  combined  energies  and  efforts  of  all  concerned 
made  possible  our  acceptance  of  the  school  for  occupancy  just  as 
the  year  closed. 

We  urge  you  to  visit  this  school,  and  to  gain  an  understanding  of 
its  varied  program  offerings.  From  the  outset,  we  were  determined 
to  create  a  flexible  structure  that  would  readily  lend  itself  to  the 
ever  changing  educational  needs  of  our  communities.  We  retained  a 
cost-consciousness  throughout  that  allowed  us  to  finish  the  main 
building  well  within  our  proposed  figures.  We  feel  that  we  have 
achieved  for  you  a  most  worthy  return  on  your  educational  in- 
vestment. 

At  no  time  have  we  lost  sight  of  our  responsibilities  towards  the 
high  school.  The  1500  students  presently  enrolled  find  us  exceeding 
the  desirable  building  capacity  by  something  close  to  forty  per  cent. 
Within  two  years  youngsters  presently  enrolled  within  our  school 
system  will  increase  our  high  school  population  to  1675.  Add  to  this 
the  most  reasonable  of  growth  projections  and  we  shall  pass  the  1850 
mark  within  the  next  two  years. 

We  have  ended  this  year  still  in  close  consultation  with  our 
architect.  The  fourth  house  at  the  Intermediate  School  is  presently 
in  the  construction  stage.  We  must  now  prepare  to  develop  high 
I  school  facilities  that  will  allow  for  the  2000  enrollment  that  will  come 
in  the  few  years  before  us  and  for  the  3,000  or  more  that  may  be  with 
us  within  the  next  decade. 
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We  are  pleased  that  staff  has  continued  to  move  effectively 
despite  the  increasingly  severe  space  limitations.  We  congratulate 
them  on  the  high  quality  of  their  professional  performance.  We  join 
with  them  in  thanking  all  of  you  for  the  continued  citizen  support 
that  has  made  all  of  our  progress  possible. 

This  has  been  a  year  of  increased  student  involvement  in 
educational  planning.  Members  of  the  Student  Advisory  Council 
have  been  most  faithful  in  their  attendance  at  our  School  Committee 
meetings.  They  share  a  wonderful  awareness  of  the  problems  of  our 
community,  of  our  schools,  of  our  society  itself.  They  have  brought 
some  fresh  insights  to  our  deliberations,  and  we  look  forward  to  a 
continued  soirit  of  cooperation  that  will  allow  us  to  benefit  from  the 
fresh  enthusiasm  with  which  they  are  presently  so  richly  endowed. 
These  are  your  children.  They  are  representatives  of  our  student 
body.  We  know  how  deservedly  you  share  with  us  a  rich  pride  in  the 
way  and  manner  in  which  they  present  themselves.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL 
OF  THE  PLYMOUTH-CARVER  HIGH  SCHOOL 

This  year  has  witnessed  some  changes  in  the  school  which  were 
the  results  of  two  factors  —  changes  in  personnel  and  the  continuing 
process  of  trying  to  provide  our  students  with  the  best  possible 
education  within  the  framework  of  existing  conditions. 

One  of  the  significant  changes  in  curriculum  during  the  past 
year  was  the  implementation  of  English  elective  courses,  63  in  all, 
for  grades  10-12.  Hopefully  the  English  electives  will  give  the 
students  more  flexibility  in  their  course  selections  and  planning  for 
the  future.  At  least  credits  must  be  earned  in  each  of  the  three 
following  areas  by  graduation:  language  study;  oral  com- 
munication; and  writing. 

Additions  were  made  in  updating  the  mathematics  curriculum 
with  accelerated  programs  and  College  Preparatory  Computer 
Math.  In  the  Industrial  Arts  department  a  course  in  Home  Main- 
tenance, (Mechanics  and  Repair)  and  Plastics  was  offered  to  boys 
and  girls. 

A  team  of  teachers  led  by  Mr.  Fleming  is  developing  a  nine 
through  twelve  integrated  curriculum  project.  This  committee  is 
seeking  involvement  with  the  National  Humanities  Foundation  at 
Concord,  Massachusetts,  which  would  mean  that  twenty  scholars  or 
experts  would  work  with  a  team  of  teachers  and  administrators  on 
the  development  of  an  integrated  and  continuous  Humanities  type 
curriculum. 

The  week  of  April  24  through  the  28th  proved  to  be  an  exciting 
one  for  Plymouth-Carver  High  School  seniors.  They  voted  to  trade 
the  traditional  seminar  series  at  mid-years  for  a  series  of  mini- 
courses  in  the  spring.  The  subjects  were  chosen  by  the  students,  and 
the  courses  were  taught  by  teachers,  community  volunteers,  and 
recognized  professionals.  The  mini-course  series  was  designed  to 
enrich  regular  instruction,  to  recognize  students'  social  interests 
and  problems,  and  to  promote  their  individual  growth.  Students  and 
faculty  designed  the  courses  with  Mrs.  Alice  Urann,  Dean  of  Girls, 
as  Coordinator.  In  all  it  appeared  to  be  a  great  week  and  some  of 
them  proved  it  by  planting  over  100  trees  in  a  conservation  project, 
sponsored  by  Mr,  Richard  Ward,  Mr.  Robert  Martin,  and  Mr.  Silas 
Wade. 

The  Guidance  Department  with  Mr.  Calvin  as  coordinator, 
initiated  a  new  program,  a  novel  type  of  career  guidance  to  our 
seniors;  this  was  accomplished  by  members  of  the  Kiwanis,  Lions, 
and  Rotary  Clubs,  who  represent  various  vocations  and  professions. 
These  members  volunteered  their  services  for  one  day  to  sponsor 
students  who  spent  the  day  learning  as  much  as  possible  about  the 
occupation  chosen  by  the  students.  In  some  cases,  the  students 
actually  participated  in  some  of  the  activities  of  the  occupation. 
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Mr.  John  Nichols,  Choir  Director,  arranged  four  concerts  with 
his  choir  during  the  month  of  December  and  they  performed  at  the 
Mayflower  House,  Unitarian-Universalist  Church,  Newfield  House 
and  the  Heritage  Hill  Nursing  Home. 

The  entire  faculty  and  student  body  at  Plymouth-Carver  High 
School  was  pleased  to  welcome  Zafer  Uysal  from  Turkey  as  our  new 
American  Field  Service  student  from  abroad.  Zafer  is  living  with 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Silas  Wade  at  Stage  Coach  Circle,  Plymouth, 
Massachusetts. 

Once  again  we  were  proud  of  the  accomplishments  of  the 
Plymouth-Carver  High  School  Band,  and  Marching  Girls,  who 
participated  in  the  Orange  Bowl  parade  on  December  30,  1972  in 
Miami,  Florida.  It  is  with  a  special  gratitude  that  we  salute  the 
understanding  and  generosity  of  all  those  who  made  this  trip 
possible. 

The  Class  of  1972  received  $46,881.02  from  scholarships  and 
financial  aid;  of  the  total  received  $25,981.02  is  the  amount  of  the 
local  program.  To  you,  the  loyal  citizens  of  Carver  and  Plymouth, 
we  express  our  deepest  gratitude  for  your  warm  generosity,  sup- 
port, and  faith  in  our  young  people. 

These  are  the  highlights  of  the  Year  1972  at  Plymouth-Carver 
High  School.  They  are  significant  because  they  required  ex- 
traordinary service.  The  communities  of  Plymouth  and  Carver  can 
well  be  proud  of  the  accomplishments  of  staff  and  students  during 
the  past  year  and  highly  commend  them.

REPORT  OF  THE 
DIRECTOR  OF  PUPIL  PERSONNEL  SERVICES 

1971-1972 

The  Pupil  Personnel  Service  of  the  Plymouth-Carver  schools 
has  increased  its  capability,  efficiency,  and  responsibility  during 
the  past  year.  We  continue  to  face  the  demands  of  an  increasing 
school  enrollment  and  as  a  result,  an  increased  instructional  staff 
and  parental  concern  for  the  individual  student.  The  Pupil  Per- 
sonnel Service  provides  the  coordination  of  those  services  which 
attempt  to  recognize  and  meet  the  special  needs  of  each  student 
involved  in  the  school  experience.  Namely,  the  scope  of  the  total 
service  includes  the  individual  areas  of  counseling  and  guidance, 
health,  speech  and  hearing,  attendance,  psychological  and 
psychometric,  and  specialized  tutorial  programs.  Each  service 
operates  under  the  philosophy  that  each  pupil  is  a  unique  individual 
and,  therBfore,  has  specific  and  varied  special  needs  which  may 
require  a  more  individualized  approach.  It  is  felt  that  the  success  of 
the  pupil  personnel  service,  as  it  relates  to  each  student,  is  highly 
dependent  upon  the  degree  to  which  the  school,  home,  and  com- 
munity agencies  can  work  together  for  the  benefit  of  an  individual 
student.  The  pupil  personnel  services  are  dedicated  to  the  im- 
plementation and  practice  of  this  cooperative  approach. 

School  health  programs  and  regulations  are  currently  in  the 
process  of  examination  and  revision  by  both  the  State  Department 
of  Public  Health  and  the  State  Department  of  Education.  The  im- 
pact of  new  regulations  will  soon  reflect  the  health  services  now 
required  and  practiced  in  our  schools.  The  new  regulations  com- 
plement our  present  philosophy  of  extending  individualized  services 
for  our  students,  but  will  demand  a  critical  self -evaluation  of  Our 
present  service  in  order  that  the  Plymouth-Carver  schools  can 
continue  to  provide  a  sound  health  program  for  its  students. 

One  of  the  major  priorities  during  the  past  year  has  been  in 
coordinating  the  evaluative  service  related  to  the  new  regulations 
pertaining  to  special  education  plans  and  programs  for  retarded 
children.  The  new  state  legislation  requires  individualized 
programs  and  educational  plans  for  the  retarded  child  with  em- 
phasis placed  upon  the  integration  of  the  child  into  the  regular 
school  program  as  his  ability,  aptitude  and  interest  permit.  New 
practice  also  includes  a  fully  coordinated  effort  among  the  parents, 
pupil  personnel  staff  and  teachers  in  the  formulation  and  im- 
plementation of  the  individualized  program. 

Our  testing  program  in  the  elementary  schools  has  been 
adapted  to  correlate  with  our  existing  philosophy.  The  Metropolitan 
Achievement  Test  will  now  be  administered  in  order  that  individual 
student  profiles  rather  than  class  or  group  profiles  can  be  made 
available.  This  capability  will  allow  an  analysis  of  the  specific  skill 
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needs  of  each  child.  The  addition  and  availability  of  a  number  of 
individual  diagnostic  tests  for  classroom  teacher  use  also  permits  a 
more  critical  analysis  of  a  child's  specific  needs. 

A  subject  of  major  concern  in  recent  years  has  been  the  in- 
creasing volume  of  pupil  records.  In  order  to  increase  our  filing, 
retrieval,  and  security  capability,  a  microfilming  system  has  been  ' 
initiated.  It  is  hoped  that  we  can  extend  this  system  to  include  all 
terminally  filed  pupil  records  throughout  the  District  in  the  coming 
school  year. 

Areas  for  future  concern  which  will  demand  extended  program 
planning  and  priority  consideration  by  the  pupil  personnel  staff  in  ^ 
the  next  school  year  are:  providing  a  quality  service  to  the  new  f 
incoming  kindergarten  children  along  with  the  traditionally  en-  ! 
tering  first  grade;  developing  and  expending  programs  which  will  , 
increase  parental  and  community  involvement;  and  providing  a 
programs  and  services  for  an  increased  number  of  students  with  j 
special  needs  now  being  released  by  public  and  private  agencies  * 
as  the  result  of  governmental  austerity  programs  and  new  i 
philosophy.  These  students  now  are  referred  back  to  their  home 
communities  for  the  fulfillment  of  educational  requirements  and  i 
special  needs. 

The  1971-72  school  year  has  been  a  busy  and  rewarding  year. 
The  staff  now  looks  forward  with  enthusiasm  to  oroviding  sup-  • 
portive  services  to  the  sound  educational  opportunities  offered  in  f 
the  reorganized  Town  and  Regional  systems.  May  I  take  this  op- ) 
portunity  to  personally  express  our  gratitude  to  the  citizens  of  I 
Plymouth  and  Carver  for  providing  a  receptive  working  at- 1 
mosphere  and  environment.  j

ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING 
MARCH  24,  1973 


The  Meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator,  Earl  S. 
Rose,  Jr.,  at  10:10  a.m.,  Saturday,  March  24,  1973,  at  the  Plymouth 
Carver  Regional  School. 

Mr.  Rose  asked  the  Town  Meeting  Members  to  observe  a 
moment  of  silence. 

The  number  of  Town  Meeting  Members  present  on  March  24, 
1973,  was  170  as  reported  by  records  of  checkers  Robert  Marvelli 
and  Carleton  A.  Kendrick.  The  Moderator  declared  a  quorum 
present.  * 

The  Town  Meeting  members  were  sworn  to  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  their  duties  by  the  Town  Clerk,  Andrew  J.  Collas. 

Mr.  Withington  requested  that  Town  Meeting  Members  give 
permission  for  Mr.  Ray  Frieden  to  sit  in  the  first  row  of  Town 
Meeting  Members. 

Mr.  Burke  moved  that  the  Town  Meeting  meet  the  following 
days;  Monday,  March  26th;  Wednesday,  March  28th;  Thursday, 
March  29th;  and  Saturday  March  31st.  Mr.  Groetzinger  moved  to 
amend  Mr.  Burke's  motion  be  deleting  Saturday's  session.  The 
Town  Meeting  passed  Mr.  Burke's  motion  with  the  amendment  of 
Mr.  Groetzinger. 

Mr.  Burke  moved  that  the  Town  Meeting  meet  Monday,  Wed- 
nesday, and  Thursday  of  every  week  until  the  meeting  is  concluded. 
This  was  passed. 

ARTICLE  2:  Voted:  That  the  Town  authorize  the  broadcasting 
of  the  1973  Town  Meeting  and  appropriate  $500.00  for  the  expenses 
thereof,  provided  that  the  Town  receives  from  the  broadcasting 
facilities  a  tape  recording  of  the  entire  proceeding  of  the  meeting  so 
broadcast.

Section  3.  Establishment  of  the  "Plymouth  Historic  District  f 
Commission.''  | 

There  is  hereby  established  the  "Plymouth  Historic  District  \ 
Commission"  which  shall  consist  of  five  members,  including  one  > 
member  from  two  nominees  submitted  by  the  Society  for  the  1 
Preservation  of  New  England  Antiquities,  one  member  from  two 
nominees  submitted  by  the  Chapter  of  the  American  Institute  of  . 
Architects  covering  the  Town  of  Plymouth,  one  member  from  two 
nominees  of  the  Board  of  Realtors,  one  property  owner  resident  in 
the  Plymouth  Historic  District,  and  one  Town  of  Plymouth  resident 
interested  in  the   preservation  and  protection  of  places  of 
significance  in  the  history  of  the  Town  of  Plymouth.  All  members 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  the  Town  of 
Plymouth.  If  within  thirty  (30)  days  after  submission  of  a  written 
request  for  nominees  to  any  of  the  organizations  herein  named  no  i

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In  the  event  that  an  appointment  is  made  without  nominations 
as  aforesaid,  the  term  of  the  member  appointed  shall  be  the  same  as 
if  nominations  had  been  made. 

Section  4.  Powers,  Authority,  and  Duties  of  the  Plymouth  Historic 
District  Commission. 

The  Plymouth  Historic  District  Commission  (Commission) 
established  herein,  and  as  from  time  to  time  existing,  shall  have  the 
powers,  authority  and  duties  granted  by  Chapter  40C  of  the  General 
Laws  and  the  powers,  authority,  and  duties  provided  by  this  By- 
Law. 

The  Commission  may  adopt  and  amend  such  rules  and 
procedures  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  40C  as  it 
deems  necessary  or  desirable  for  the  exercise  of  its  power, 
authority,  and  duties.

Under  the  new  fiscal  cycle,  the  accounting  books  will  not  be 
closed  until  June  30,  1974.  Therefore,  Schedules  A  and  B  will  not  be 
included  in  this  report,  but  will  be  reported  in  the  1974  Town  Report, 
for  the  18-month  period  from  January  1,  1973  through  June  30,  1974.

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Report  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen 


The  Board  of  Selectmen  was  kept  quite  busy  during  the  year  of 
1973,  Paul  W.  Sears  was  again  elected  Chairman  after  carrying  out 
a  successful  year  during  1972.  The  weekly  meetings  were  changed  to 
bi-weekly  meetings  on  both  Monday  and  Wednesday  nights  due  to 
the  Selectmen  assuming  the  duties  of  the  Public  Safety  Com- 
mission. 

The  Board  processed  over  50  types  of  licenses  and  permits  and 
performed  the  general  services  needed  to  run  the  Town.  Many 
public  hearings  were  again  held  on  location  of  public  utilities.  The 
Board  again  continued  to  upgrade  and  install  new  street  lights  in  the 
Town. 

Annual  duties  of  the  Selectmen  included  the  preparation  of  jury 
lists;  various  committee  and  office  appointments ;  perambulation  of 
town  bounds,  this  year  with  Bourne;  preparation  of  necessary  town 
meeting  and  election  warrants ;  arrangements  for  the  celebration  of 
holidays;  billing  of  the  increased  town  wharf  rentals  and  mooring 
locations  and  the  issuance  of  liquor  licenses.  The  rental  of  the 
Memorial  Building  averaged  the  same  as  last  year.  As  in  previous 
years,  collective  bargaining  with  the  Town  Employees  required 
many  hours  of  study  and  conference. 

The  summer  band  concerts  were  held  through  the  cooperation 
of  the  Musician's  Protective  Union,  Local  No.  281  to  whom  we  are 
greatly  indebted.  The  concerts  were  again  well  attended  and  en- 
joyed by  all. 

1973  v/as  a  successful  year  for  Plymouth  Beach,  now  fully  under 
the  control  of  the  Selectmen.  The  Board  had  to  limit  the  number  of 
permits  issued  each  week  for  camping  on  the  Beach  as  everyone 
wished  to  go  camping.  Rat  control  was  completed  on  the  Beach 
from  the  Bathhouse  to  the  end  of  the  Beach  with  follow-up  checks  to 
be  done  in  the  Spring  of  1974. 

The  Town  accepted  the  new  Charter  during  1973  and  the 
Selectmen  will  now  hire  an  Executive  Secretary,  Department  of 
Public  Works  Director  and  a  Staff  Engineer.  The  Board  feels  the 
hiring  of  these  employees  will  be  a  great  asset  to  the  Town. 

A  new  Town  Counsel,  Reubin  M.  Winokur,  Esquire,  was  ap- 
pointed by  the  Selectmen  and  the  Board  expresses  its  thanks  to 
Gerard  G.  Galassi  for  his  past  services  as  Town  Counsel. 

The  Emergency  Employment  Act  is  still  continuing  with  those 
employees  being  terminated  by  EEA  being  hired  by  the  Town 
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whenever  needed  and  money  is  available.  Those  employees  still 
working  for  the  Town  under  EEA  have  been  a  great  help  to  the 
Town. 

No  decision  has  yet  been  made  on  the  new  relocation  of  Route  44 
into  the  Town  of  Plymouth. 

We  extend  our  sincere  appreciation  to  all  the  committees, 
departments  and  officers  throughout  the  Town  for  their  cooperation 
and  earnest  efforts  towards  maintaining  a  high  standard  of  ef- 
fective municipal  government  in  our  Town.

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Report  of  the 
Board  of  Park  Commissioners 


Immediately  following  the  Town  Election  in  March  1973,  at 
which  Commissioners  O.  Arrigo  Guidoboni  and  Everett  F.  Lanman 
were  re-elected,  the  Park  Commissioners  organized  and  reap- 
pointed Mr.  John  W.  Searles  as  Chairman,  Mr.  Guidoboni  as  Vice-  ^ 


Chairman,  Mr.  Arthur  Sirrico  as  Superintendent  and  Mrs.  Marion 
Zoccolante  as  Clerk.  The  other  members  of  the  Commission  are 
Edward  D.  Borgatti  and  Kenneth  Almeida. 


A  plaque  and  stone  as  a  memorial  to  Walter  B.  Haskell,  has 
been  erected  on  Little  League  Field.  A  dedication  ceremony  is 
planned  at  the  start  of  the  Little  League  season.  1 

The  Manomet  Youth  Center  located  at  Bartlett  Hall,  Manomet, 
has  progressed  in  a  satisfactory  manner  under  the  supervision  of  its  ' 
Director,  Mr.  John  Medeiros,  and  his  assistants,  Kristine  Pimental 
and  Francis  Rose.  Present  enrollment  is  306  boys  and  girls  who  ^ 
participate  in  basketball,  floor  hockey,  volley  ball,  ping  pong  and  ( 
bumper  pool  activities,  as  the  emphasis  is  on  supervised  athletics. 

Major  developments  occurred  this  past  year  at  Briggs 
Playground,   Manomet,   including   construction  of  a  baseball  ij 
diamond,  a  double  tennis  court,  and  a  caretaker's  building  with 
public  sanitaries.  The  Park  Commissioners  have  recognized  the 
rapid  expansion  of  the  southern  part  of  Plymouth  thus  creating  an  il 
increasing  need  for  recreational  facilities. 

Clearing  of  dead  trees,  brush  and  refuse  along  the  ''Nature  : 
Trail"  pathways  and  from  the  shores  of  Town  Brook  from  Jenny's 
Pond  to  beyond  the  Town  Barn  has  resulted  in  an  attractive 
pedestrian  walk. 

Permission  was  granted  to  the  proprietor  of  the  Jenny  Grist 
Mill  to  erect  a  sign,  "Pilgrim  Pathways,"  at  the  entrance  of  ; 
Brewster  Garden  on  Water  Street,  to  attract  attention  of  the  [ 
Plymouth  visitor  to  the  Plymouth  Rock  area,  the  Grist  Mill,  the  ' 
Jenny  Pond  area  and  the  "Nature  Trail"  along  the  Town  Brook. 

At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  March  1973  it  was  voted  to 
purchase  a  Wenger  "Showmobile"  to  be  placed  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Park  Department  and  used  for  band  concerts  or  | 
any  other  outdoor  activity  where  a  portable  covered  stage  is 
desired.  The  "Showmobile"  was  available  for  public  use  in  August 
and  nine  concerts  were  enjoyed  before  it  was  stored  for  the  winter. 
The  portable  sound  system  has  been  loaned  to  the  Plymouth  Public 
Library  for  their  music  appreciation  course. 

Floodlights  for  the  basketball  court  at  Siever  Field  were  in- 
stalled and  evening  games  were  scheduled  and  enjoyed,  eliminating  ■ 
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out  of  town  travel  for  the  young  players.  There  was  an  influx  of 
Softball  teams*  requests  and  all  available  fields  were  used. 

During  1973  the  Park  Department  employed  ten  regular 
maintenance  personnel,  five  salary  and  sixty  four  summer  em- 
ployees. The  Annual  Parks  and  Recreation  Budget  for  1973  of 
$241,087.  was  met  without  the  need  to  request  any  other  funds  from 
the  Advisory  and  Finance  Committee's  reserve.  Receipts  from 
parking  fees,  trailer  camp  rentals,  and  other  miscellaneous  sources 
amounted  to  $13,925  —  5.8  per  cent  of  the  budget. 

Finally  the  Park  Commissioners,  Superintendent  Sirrico  and 
Mrs.  Marion  P.  Zoccolante  wish  to  say  that  we  sincerely  appreciate 
the  cooperation  and  courtesies  extended  by  the  other  Town 
Departments.

Town  of  Plymouth 

The  Annual  Nursing  Service  Report  of  the  Plymouth  Com- 
munity Nurse  Association,  from  January  1,  1973  to  December  31, 
1973,  is  herewith  submitted. 

Although  the  year  1973  has  seen  many  changes  within  the  PC- 
NA,  both  in  staff  and  in  program,  the  essential  character  and  goals 
of  the  agency  have  not  changed.  We  continue  to  serve  the  residents 
of  Plymouth,  Kingston  and  Duxbury,  with  a  comprehensive 
program  of  skilled  nursing  care  and  preventive  medicine.  7,550 
visits  have  been  made,  to  both  give  direct  care  and  to  teach  patient 
care  to  family  members  and  Home  Health  Aides.  The  services  of  the 
Plymouth-Brockton  Home  Health  Aides  have  been  used  in- 
creasingly as  an  extension  of  nursing  services.  Rehabilitation 
services,  such  as  Physical  Therapy,  Speech  Therapy  and  Oc- 
cupational Therapy,  have  been  provided  to  patients  at  home, 
through  the  Easter  Seal  Society.  Consultation  with  the  mental 
health  nurses  has  been  extremely  helpful  for  some  families. 

Health  Counseling  to  the  elderly,  has  now  been  instituted  in 
each  of  the  three  towns  served,  in  cooperation  with  the  local 
Councils  on  Aging.  173  residents  of  the  three  communities  received 
Health  Maintenance  Counseling  from  our  nurses,  for  a  total  of  678 
visits. 

The  Upper  Cape  Cod  Vocational  School  for  Practical  Nursing, 
has  continued  to  send  their  students  to  our  agency  for  Public  Health 
field  experience. 

Prenatal  classes  were  conducted  by  our  nurses,  throughout  the 
year,  at  a  local  parish  center,  in  cooperation  with  the  Plymouth 
School  Department.  We  also  participated  in  the  prenatal  sessions 
held  at  the  Jordan  Hospital. 

Of  the  5,250  visits  made  in  Plymouth,  4,323  were  skilled  nursing 
care,  (331  —  Office);  927  were  made  in  behalf  of  the  Plymouth 
Board  of  Health;  1666  were  Medicare;  932  were  Public  Assistance 
(Medicaid),  and  296  (37  —  Office),  were  to  recipients  of  Plymouth 
Veterans'  Services. 

Eleven  Well  Child  Conferences  were  held  in  Plymouth  during 
the  year.  A  total  of  268  examinations  were  made  by  C.  James 
Gormley,  MD,  WCC  pediatrician.  Tuberculin  skin  tests  and  im- 
munizations were  also  given  at  these  conferences. 

Ten  immunization  clinics  were  held  at  the  Plymouth  Town 
House.  A  total  of  330  various  immunizations  were  given  by  the 
Board  of  Health  physicians.  Dr.  Frank  J.  Abate  and  Dr.  Hyman 
Duby,  assisted  by  the  PCNA  nurses. 
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Ten  Chest  X-ray  clinics  were  held  at  the  Jordan  Hospital,  at 
which  183  people  were  x-rayed  and  examined.  333  Tuberculin  skin 
tests,  (Mantoux),  were  given  in  the  PCNA  office,  for  food  handlers, 
nursing  home  and  school  personnel  certification. 

Due  to  the  high  incidence  of  Measles  in  this  area,  our  nurses 
assisted  at  a  mass  measles  immunization  program,  in  cooperation 
with  the  Plymouth  School  Department,  the  Plymouth  Board  of 
Health  and  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health. 

Influenza  immunization  clinics  which  were  sponsored  by  the 
Plymouth  Council  on  Aging,  were  organized  and  staffed  by  the 
j  PCNA,  and  Flu  vaccine  was  administered  to  all  who  were  eligible, 
I  until  the  vaccine  was  exhausted. 

We  continue  to  do  health  promotion  in  all  age  groups,  disease 
prevention  and  communicable  disease  control  as  recommended  by 
I  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health. 

i  Our  agency  received  permission  from  the  Cost  of  Living  Council 
I  and  the  State  Rate  Setting  Commission,  to  increase  our  fees.  We 

hope  therefore,  to  be  able  to  meet  our  commitments  for  another 

year. 

In  1973,  we  were  again  certified  as  a  Home  Health  Agency,  in 
full  compliance  with  the  regulations  set  forth  by  Medicare  and  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.

I  Medical  and  Professional  Advisors;  and,  most  of  all,  the  PCNA 
nursing  staff  and  office  personnel,  who  combine  skill  with  com- 
passion and  understanding.

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Report  of  the 
Tree  Warden 


The  employees  of  the  Tree  Department  were  kept  quite  busy 
during  1973  removing  diseased  trees  in  the  Town  of  Plymouth. 

The  amount  of  $15,565.  was  again  allocated  by  the  Finance 
Committee,  as  determined  by  the  Department  of  Natural  Resources 
which  was  spent  for  the  removal  of  these  diseased  trees. 

Seventy  Dutch  Elm  Disease  trees  were  removed  as  well  as  34 
other  trees.  Ninety -six  stumps  were  also  removed.  A  new  Stump 
Cutter  as  well  as  a  Sprayer  and  Truck  were  purchased  for  the  Tree 
Department  which  proved  to  be  a  great  assest. 

Approximately  74  new  trees  were  planted  in  the  Town,  many  on 
private  property  all  within  20  feet  of  the  highway  boundary.  Per- 
mission was  obtained  from  the  property  owners  to  plant  these  trees. 
These  trees  were  planted  to  replaced  the  trees  that  were  removed 
and-or  damaged. 

The  usual  program  of  fertilizing  young  trees  was  done  as  well  as 
the  trimming  and  pruning  of  the  trees.

This  past  season  Massachusetts  witnessed  a  serious  outbreak  of 
i  equine  encephalitis.  Seventy  cases  were  confirmed  in  horses,  forty- 
two  of  them  in  Plymouth  and  Bristol  Counties.  Acting  under  ad- 
ivisement  of  the  Lakeville  Encephalitis  Field  Station,  the  State 
]  Department  of  Public  Health  undertook  an  aerial  spray  program 
that  eventually  covered  1,600,000  acres.  The  epidemic  was  broken 
i  no  human  cases  were  reported. 

Two  acts  of  the  Legislature  established  two  additional  Mosquito 
'control  Projects  in  the  Commonwealth  during  1973.  Chapter  583 

established  the  Central  Massachusetts  Mosquito  Control  Project. 
jThirty-one  towns  and  one  city,  in  Middlesex  and  Worcester  Coun- 
Ities,  will  participate.  Chapter  606  formed  the  Suffolk  County 

Mosquito  Control  Project,  comprised  of  the  cities  of  Chelsea  and 
iBoston.  Ten  projects  are  now  serving  the  Commonwealth  under 

Section  5A,  Chapter  252  of  the  General  Laws  enacted  July  15,  1957. 

!  The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  various  activities  of  this 
|Project:  hand  sprayer,  mist  blowers,  thermol  foggers  and  ultra  low 
{volume  cold  aerosol  foggers  were  used  in  treating  36,608  acres  from 
|mid-April  through  mid-September.  In  the  remaining  months,  59,380 
jfeet  of  ditches  and  streams  were  reclaimed,  using  back  hoes  of 
jSpeciai  design.

On  March  21,  1973  I  began  my  new  duties  as  Director  of 
Veterans'  Services  and  Veterans*  Agent.  1973  was  an  eventful  year. 
The  Vietnam  Conflict  ended  for  the  United  States,  the  Com- 
monwealth resumed  acceptance  and  payment  of  the  Vietnam 
Bonus,  and  a  surge  of  these  new  veterans  applied  for  benefits  in 
education,  medical,  pensions,  compensations  and  rehabilitation  ; 
programs.  | 

It  is  with  great  concern  that  we  acknowledge  that  of  the  1300 
men  still  missing  from  this  conflict,  Massachusetts  has  24  fighting  , 
men  still  unaccounted  for.  The  sudden  passing  of  Mr.  Charles  C. 
Henderson  was  a  loss  to  the  community. 

The  demands  upon  this  office  in  1973  was  the  greatest  yet.  Our 
population,  as  well  as  the  veterans  and  their  dependents,  has  con- 
tinued to  rise.  Of  the  towns  in  the  20,000  to  30,000  category  Plymouth  i 
ranks  third  in  case  load,  also  it  is  the  largest  town  geographically  in  \, 
the  state.  , 

In  1973  this  Department  made  application  for  V.A.  j 
Hospitalization  in  three  Massachusetts  V.A.  Hospitals.  The  amount  ■ 
which  the  local  taxpayer  will  save  potentially  is  $114,750.  Also,  in  j 
1973,  our  veterans  and  their  dependents  received  new  pensions  and  | 
other  compensations  totaling  $92,573.00.  This  amount  is  also  a 
savings  to  the  taxpayer. 

The  introduction  of  a  federally  financed  and  administered 
program  initiated  through  the  local  Veterans'  Services  Office  is 
expected  to  have  a  favorable  economic  effect  to  our  community.  Its 
appearance  comes  at  an  opportune  time  since  the  effects  of  the  < 
energy  crisis  and  rising  unemployment  is  making  its  presence  • 
known.  The  Federal  Government  will  pay  its  own  administrative  ■ 
expenditures  and  the  program  will  be  in  effect  in  1974. 

I  wish  to  express  my  gratitude  and  thanks  to  the  elected  town  J 
officials,  town  employees,  the  local  Division  of  Employment  j 
Security  and  town  auxiliaries  for  their  cooperation  and  assistance 
given  me  during  my  first  year  in  this  office.  To  our  staff  —  Mrs. 
Jean  Goduti,  Mrs.  Muriel  Watson  and  Mrs.  Esmeralda  Brenner, 
many  many  thanks.

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Personnel  Board  Report 


The  Plymouth  Personnel  Board  held  29  meetings  during  1973. 
The  principal  business  of  the  Board  during  that  year  was  to 
establish  new  positions  necessary  for  the  implementation  of  the 
Plymouth  Charter  which  goes  into  effect  March  of  this  year,  in- 
creasing all  wages  under  the  compensation  plan  by  5  per  cent  for 
1973  and  an  additional  3  per  cent  for  the  first  six  months  of  1974  with 
the  Police  and  Fire  Chiefs'  salaries  being  increased  an  additional 
$2000,  increasing  by  11  the  compensation  grades  under  Schedule  B, 
amending  the  employee  bargaining  agreements  and  establishing 
new  positions  necessary  under  the  new  Zoning  By-Law.  The  Board 
also  had  several  requests  for  reclassifications  of  positions  now 
under  the  Personnel  By-Law.  It  was  necessary  in  several  instances 
to  seek  the  services  of  Town  Counsel  in  order  to  obtain  legal  advice. 
The  Board's  Consultants,  Charles  M.  Evans  and  Associates,  were 
called  upon  on  several  matters  regarding  new  classifications  and 
re-evaluations  of  present  classifications. 

At  its  annual  organization  meeting  in  May  the  Board  elected 
Peter  A,  Kane,  Chairman;  Edward  W.  Santos,  Co-Chairman  and 
Dorothy  A.  Zupperoli,  Secretary. 

New  positions  which  were  recommended  and  approved  at  last 
year's  Town  Meeting  were  as  follows:  Shuttle  Bus  Operator,  Assist, 
to  Director-Mano.  Youth  Center,  Police  Dispatcher,  Dog  Officer- 
Full-Time,  Planning  Director,  Assessor-Part-Time,  Executive 
Secretary  to  Board  of  Selectmen,  Director  of  Elderly  Affairs, 
Director  of  Public  Works,  Staff  Engineer,  Assessor-Full-Time  and 
Director -Manomet  Youth  Center. 

Under  the  suggestion  of  Town  Counsel  the  Board  began 
preparing  a  standard  Application  for  Employment  Form  which  will 
enable  all  departments  to  be  standardized.  This  form  has  not  been 
completed  as  yet. 

Several  department  heads  requested  reclassifications  within 
their  departments  as  well  as  the  establishment  of  new  positions. 
Many  of  these  were  referred  to  our  Consultant  and  many  were  done 
by  the  Board.  Those  requests  which  were  completed  have  been 
referred  to  the  departments  involved,  however  many  requests  are 
still  in  the  process  of  being  evaluated  and  will  be  completed  for  the 
Town  Meeting. 

The  Board  discussed  and  approved  to  have  a  complete  re- 
evaluation  of  the  Town  positions  done  during  1974-75.  An  ap- 
propriation was  made  in  the  budget  to  the  Finance  Committee  this 
year.  This  work  will  begin  immediately  after  Town  Meeting.  We  felt 
this  would  be  necessary  at  this  time  for  two  reasons : 
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1.  The  length  of  time  which  has  elapsed  since  the  last 
evaluation. 

2.  The  implementation  of  the  new  Plymouth  Charter  which  will 
involve  many  changes  within  the  departments  of  the  Town. 

It  was  also  agreed  that  several  sections  of  the  Personnel  By- 
Law  should  be  re-written  for  clearer  clarification  of  same.  This  will 
be  done  with  the  help  of  Town  Counsel.

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Annual  Report  of  the 
Harbor  Master 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Due  to  fair  weather  conditions  during  the  1973  boating  season, 
there  were  no  serious  boating  accidents  or  losses  in  Plymouth 
Harbor.  Days  of  heavy  fog  conditions  did  hinder  much  boating 
traffic,  both  commercial  and  pleasure,  and  many  searches  were 
made  for  boats  reported  overdue  or  lost  due  to  the  fog.  As  usual  our 
floats  and  moorings  were  used  to  their  utmost  and  served  their 
i  purpose  very  well. 

The  new  14'  outboard  and  motor  purchased  by  the  Town,  to 
service  our  ponds  and  to  be  used  as  a  backup  patrol  boat,  proved 
very  successful. 

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  8-10  fishing  draggers 
operating  out  of  Plymouth  Harbor  and  landing  their  catches  at  the 
Town  Wharf,  also  2  swordfishing  boats  made  Plymouth  their 
homeport.  Fish  landings  and  trips  increased  approximately  10  per 
cent  due  to  fair  weather  and  an  almost  ice  free  winter. 

The  amount  of  visiting  craft  again  increased  this  year.  An  in- 
crease of  courtesy  moorings  helped  make  this  possible. 

Party  boat  trips  increased  slightly  accommodating  ap- 
proximately 40,000  persons.  Although  there  was  a  scarcity  of  fish 
they  managed  to  get  their  share  of  codfish  and  other  species.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Plymouth  Harbor  Committee  submits  the  following  report 
in  accordance  with  Article  102  of  the  1962  Annual  Town  Meeting: 

The  Committee  held  regular  and  special  meetings  during  the 
year  to  hear,  study,  and  make  recommendations  on  problems 
relating  to  our  waterfront  and  Plymouth  Harbor. 

The  proposed  and  accepted  new  Plymouth  boat  ramp  plans 
have  met  with  the  approval  of  all  the  Town  and  State  officials.  It  is 
expected  that  the  Plymouth  boat  launching  ramp,  to  be  built  within 
the  Basin  north  of  the  town,  will  cost  in  the  vicinity  of  $140,000.00. 

The  repairs  on  the  adjustable  groin  out  on  Long  Beach  Dike  are 
expected  to  start  soon. 

The  Plymouth  Harbor  Yacht  Anchorage  Basin  which  has  been 
considered  for  maintenance  dredging,  and  presented  to  the  Town 
Meeting  under  Article  72  of  the  1973  Annual  Town  Meeting,  was 
moved  to  have  further  study  with  regards  to  surveys  and  costs,  this 
study  to  be  under  the  direction  of  the  Selectmen,  with  results  being 
presented  by  them. 

The  new  outboard  boat  and  motor,  requested  by  the  Harbor 
Master,  and  approved  by  the  Town  Meeting,  has  added  greater 
safety  service  to  the  boating  public  this  past  summer. 

The  new  decking  on  the  Town  T-wharf  has  resulted  in  improved 
safety  for  the  public. 

Winter  boat  storage  tie-up  fees  for  the  Town  Wharf  were 
discussed  at  our  meeting.  It  was  ruled  that  under  the  present 
Harbor  By-Laws,  Section  D  (Berthing),  Item  6,  **Boat  shall  not  be 
tied  to  docks  in  dead  storage  for  over  four  (4)  weeks*  time,  after 
which,  upon  notice  from  the  Harbor  Master,  they  shall  be 
removed." 

A  study  of  shellfish  on  our  shores  and  flats  is  expected  to  be 
analyzed  by  the  Division  of  Marine  Fisheries. 

With  reference  to  the  harbor  pollution  problem  —  under 
Plymouth  Harbor  By-Laws,  Section  C,  1  and  2,  (1)  "No  oil  shall  be 
dumped  overboard  on  to  the  harbor".  (2)  "No  untreated  sewage, 
rubbish,  debris  garbage,  or  dead  fish  shall  be  discharged  into 
Plymouth  Harbor."  The  United  States  Coast  Guard,  under  the 
Department  of  Transportation,  has  not  as  yet  come  up  with  a

standard  approved  marine  sanitation  system,  or  solution,  for  the 
sewage  problem  aboard  small  boats.

If  you  were  to  write  this  report  what  would  you  say?  Where 
would  you  begin?  Energy  crisis?  Oil  shortages?  Chemical  shor- 
tages? Lumber  shortages?  Metal  shortages?  Meat  shortages? 
Wheat  shortages?  Overdevelopment  everywhere  around  you? 
Services  inadequate? 

Would  you  complain  about  too  much  building  in  your  town,  of 
traffic  jams,  of  washouts  and  drainage  problems  all  over  the  place, 
of  blatant  and  garish  signs  offending  your  eye  and  spoiling  the 
town?  Would  you  complain  about  the  air  you  breathe  and  the  water 
you  drink  being  affected  by  road  tars  and  oils,  by  roadsalt,  by  in- 
secticides, or  by  septic  pollution?  Would  you  worry  whether  nuclear 
power  is  really  safe  for  you  and  your  children  —  and  theirs? 

Does  it  bother  you  that  Plymouth  will  need  several  more  new 
schools,  despite  the  fact  that  we  seem  to  vote  a  few  new  ones  every 
year  already?  Does  it  bother  you  that  Plymouth  will  need  miles  and 
miles  of  new  roads,  more  fire  and  police  protection,  more  utilities 
and  more  services?  . . .  All  of  this  with  a  capital  $$$$  .  .  .  and,  does  it 
bother  you  that  your  tax  bill  will  skyrocket  irreversibly  unless  you 
support  the  new  tax-paying  nuclear  power  plants  which  help  to 
attract  all  the  new  growth? 

Are  you  worried  about  town  government,  about  the  new  charter 
and  whether  your  officials  can  handle  all  of  these  critical  mat- 
ters??? You  should  worry!!! 

In  1973  most  of  these  problems  came  before  the  Conservation 
Commission  in  one  form  or  another,  and  we  tried  to  apply  wise 
judgment  to  each  case,  but  there  were  two  areas  which  stood  out 
especially  and  which  required  most  of  our  time.  They  were 
WATER,  and  LAND-USE. 

No  Water  Shortage:  1973  is  already  listed  as  the  second  wettest 
year  in  recorded  history,  there  was  no  shortage  of  rainwater, 
thereby  providing  this  Commission  with  a  never-ending  battle  to 
protect  our  swollen  wetland  areas  from  damaging  development, 
from  danger  of  flooding,  from  pollution  of  our  drinking  water  and 
the  ground-water  recharge  systems,  and  to  protect  our  ponds,  lakes 
and  streams  from  ruin. 

Fifteen  hearings  were  held  for  wetlands  permits,  eight  were 
approved  with  special  conditions,  but  perhaps  our  wetlands  concern 
was  better  demonstrated  by  our  many  field  site  inspections;  by  our 
constant  scrutiny  of  all  plans  proposed  to  the  town  for  any  purposes 
(even  including  our  own  municipal  buildings) ;  by  the  advice  we 
offered  to  other  town  departments  and  boards ;  by  the  continuous 
discussion  at  our  own  regular  meetings;  and,  by  the  legislation  we 
wrote  and  supported. 
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Water  in  Plymouth  is  a  major  issue!  One  look  at  the  many  ar- 
ticles in  the  town  warrant  each  year  to  correct  drainage  and  erosion 
problems  is  sufficient  to  convince  the  taxpayer  of  the  importance 
and  the  expense  of  the  water  issue. 

Land-Use:  The  Commission  has  continued  its  search  for  good  ' 
land-properties  to  be  added  to  the  town  as  open-space  and  has 
recently  succeeded  in  acquiring  a  major  parcel  of  50  acres  in 
the  Ellisville  area — a  handsome  property  for  the  town.  The  value  of 
open-space  to  the  town  is  now  greater  than  ever  before  as  we  wit- 
ness the  continual  development  around  us  and  can  appreciate  even  , 
more  the  need  for  recreational  areas,  for  sections  that  will  assure  f 
the  rural  character  of  the  community,  for  areas  which  will  prevent  ! 
the  town  from  becoming  too  densely  populated  and  overburdened  ; 
for  services ,  and  there  are  other  important  benefits ,  too.  i 

There  are  those  who  feel  the  town  loses  taxes  whenever  open-  | 
space  lands  are  acquired,  but  quite  the  reverse  is  true  ...  a  major  | 
benefit  of  such  lands  is  the  enhancement  of  real  estate  values 

on  adjacent  properties,  which  in  turn  provide  higher  revenues  to  the  ' 
town  stemming  from  this  higher  value.  There  is  little  question  that 
the  multiple  benefits  of  open-space  lands  guarantees  that  the  social  f 
benefits  far  outweigh  the  social  costs  for  the  town  to  buy  and  hold  1 
such  properties. 

So,  it  was  with  pleasure  that  this  Commission  began  in  1973  a 
cooperative  program  to  support  the  newly  formed  Plymouth  County 
Wildlands  Trust,  a  private  agency  which  is  dedicated  to  preser- 
vation of  open  spaces  in  Plymouth  County. 

In  addition  to  land  acquisition,  we  are  also  acutely  sensitive  to  j 
the  use  and  the  regulation  of  lands  in  Plymouth,  as  the  regulation  of  i 
land  becomes  an  increasingly  important  component  of  programs  | 
for  enhancing  environmental  quality.  We  voted  unanimous  support 
of  new  zoning  and  land-regulation  articles  in  the  1974  town  warrant 
for  precisely  this  reason  —  we  do  need  more  effective  land 
regulation  in  Plymouth,  and  we  need  it  now!  j

The  Conservation  Commission  has  been  busy,  as  you  can  see, 
and  it  has  sometimes  wondered  "is  it  worth  the  effort  to  fight  the 
system?";  "to  try  to  improve  something?";  "to  try  to  save  the  good 
things  of  life?";  "to  hang-in-there  no  matter  what?"  We  answer 
these  questions  with  a  resounding,  "YES",  and  do  so  proudly!

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Report  of  the 
Retirement  Board 


The  Board  of  Retirement  presents  herewith  its  report  covering 
the  activities  of  the  Contributory  Retirement  System  for  the  year 


Following  are  three  amendments  to  Chapter  32,  enacted  in  1973, 
which  should  be  of  particular  interest  to  the  members : 

Chapter  928  amends  Section  10.  Under  this  act  a  member,  who 
has  completed  ten  years  of  service  and  who  resigns  or  voluntarily 
terminates  his  employment  before  attaining  age  fifty-five  without 
withdrawing  his  accumulated  total  deductions,  may,  on  or  after 
attaining  age  fifty-five,  receive  a  retirement  allowance. 

Chapter  1128  provides  that  all  retirees,  so  desiring,  may  have 
federal  income  taxes  withheld  from  their  pensions.  The  Plymouth 
Board  of  Retirement  has  allowed  this  ever  since  the  federal  forms 
were  provided,  but  some  boards  have  not,  as  there  was  no  specific 
provision  for  it  in  Chapter  32.  However,  application  for  such 
withholding  must  be  made  by  the  retiree  and  the  dollar  amount  of 
withholding  must  be  specified  in  the  application.  Application  forms 
are  available  at  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the  Retirement  Board. 

Chapter  1185,  passed  just  prior  to  prorogation,  requires  cost-of- 
living  payments  to  be  made  quarterly  instead  of  semi-annually,  as 
they  were  in  1973. 

There  were  nine  non-contributory  pensioners  and  four 
beneficiaries  receiving  retirement  allowances  from  the  Town  as  of 
December  31,  1973.

The  Plymouth  Industrial  Development  Corporation  (PIDC)  and 
the  Plymouth  Development  &  Industrial  Commission  (PDIC)  are  ; 
running  out  of  available  land  for  industrial  use.  Several  open  • 
hearings  have  been  held  as  to  the  need  of,  and  to  consider  plans  for  j 
Phase  II  of  the  Industrial  Park  whereby  $617,000  was  requested  to  j 
add  5,500  feet  of  extension  to  Industrial  Park  Rd.  following  the  old  ] 
Middleboro  railway  bed  to  a  point  on  the  easterly  side  of  Rte.  80. 
Three  spur  roads  will  branch  off  to  help  service  some  60  more  acres 
of  Industrial  Park  land.  This  amount  is  for  water  and  sewer  con- 
nections also.  ; 

Articles  have  been  filed  in  the  warrant  for  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting.  The  amount  of  money  raised  through  taxation  by  these 
new  industrial  buildings  would  make  a  profitable  venture  if  the  ' 
entire  amount  of  money  was  raised  through  a  bond  issue.  ^ 

Some  six  months  ago  the  PDIC,  realizing  available,  usable  land 
might  be  exhausted  on  Alvin  Rd.,  Collins  Ave.,  and  Armstrong  Rd. 
decided  to  acquire  additional  land  for  further  expansion.  Recent  » 
industrial  transactions  made  that  action  more  necessary.  The  Corp.  j 
bought  three  more  parcels  of  88.2  acres  and  mortgaged  same  for  ; 
$305,000.  The  land  will  be  available  for  new  industry  and  resulting  f 
new  job  opportunities  but  must  be  serviced  with  modern  roads,  \ 
water  and  sewer.  | 

The  cooperation  of  the  town-sponsored  Commission  and  the 
volunteer  nonprofit  Corporation  has,  to  date,  resulted  in  seven  new 
industrial  buildings,  three  of  which  have  expanded  to  double  their  j 
original  size,  two  under  construction,  two  more  to  start  construction  : 
in  two  months.  Only  eleven  marketable  acres  remain  in  the  original  j 
102  acres.  j 

Several  large  concerns  have  shown  interest  in  planning  for  new  \ 
expansion  in  Phase  II.  Present  engineering  plans  will  make  Phase  I 
II  land  available  toward  the  end  of  the  next  year,  if  affirmative  ■ 
action  at  Town  Meeting  is  passed. 

The  success  of  the  Industrial  Park  to  date  has  been  traced  to 
many  factors.  Basically,  the  complex  offers  the  only  full  service 
(roads,  water,  sewer)  tracts  of  land  properly  zoned  for  industry 
south  of  Boston  and  offered  for  sale  to  smaller  type  diversified  ; 
growth  industries  by  the  one  owner,  the  nonprofit  Corp. 

Those  interested  in  bringing  their  industrial  business  to 
Plymouth  are  screened  carefully  by  both  the  Commission  and 
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Corporation  and  those  who  need  professional  advice  and  assistance 
find  that  Plymouth  is  always  ready  to  cooperate.  Five  of  the  new 
concerns  have  been  helped  with  Corporation  sponsored  Small 
Business  Administration  loans  for  100  per  cent  financing.  One  of  the 
plants  built  under  a  SBA  guaranteed  loan  is  owned  by  the  Cor- 
poration and  leased  to  the  industry.  The  Corporation  will  turn  it  over 
to  them  after  20  years.  The  Industrial  Corp.  holds  third  mortgages 
on  all  six  loans. 

These  many  services  have  helped  raise  employment  and  have 
made  a  considerable  increase  in  the  taxable  valuation  to  the  town. 
To  date  over  a  million  dollars  of  new  buildings  will  be  assessed. 
Over  500  jobs  have  been  added.  This  is  a  great  help  as  Plymouth  is 
still  a  high  unemployment  area  of  20  per  cent  average.  If  the  present 
progress  of  the  Industrial  Park  continues,  the  new  proceeds  in  taxes 
added  will  make  this  an  excellent  short  term  investment,  and  the 
employment  increase  will  result  in  a  bigger  bonus  to  the  town's 
ieconomy. 

It  was  five  years  ago  that  the  Commission  and  the  Corporation 
started  operating  in  the  new  Industrial  Park  concept.  At  the 
dedication  they  were  able  to  announce  a  first  with  the  erection  of  an 
J,000  sq.  ft.  building  by  Richards  Micro-Tool  Co.,  Inc.  Since  then, 
this  firm  has  prospered,  added  employees  and  doubled  in  produc- 
tion space  and  is  now  listed  on  the  stock  market  exchange.  This 
plant  followed  the  building  of  the  New  England  Telephone  Co. 
service  garage  on  Nicks  Rock  Rd.  which  had  been  completed  before 
the  Park  was  finished. 

Following  Pixley-Richards,  Inc.,  manufacturer  of  plastic 
:omponent  parts,  Ad-Tec  Products,  Inc.,  maker  of  paper  paint 
strainers,  built  in  the  Park  and  both  of  these  firms  have  doubled  the 
size  of  their  first  building  and  increased  their  employment. 

Arnold  Trailer  Co.,  manufacturer  of  modern  travel  trailers 
occupied  its  new  13,000  siq.  ft.  building  in  October,  1971  on  4  acres  of 
land  on  Nicks  Rock  Rd.  with  seven  employees.  Since  that  time  it  has 
acquired  2.97  acres  of  land  for  trailer  storage  and  added  36  more 
employees  to  its  payroll.  Arnold  Trailer  Co.  received  the  coveted 
Faith  in  Massachusetts  award  in  1972. 

K.A.L.  Industries  is  now  in  operation  in  its  attractive  10,000  sq. 
:t.  building,  manufacturing  welding  equipment.  This  company  is  a 
■jubsidiary  of  Standard  Welders  with  the  home  plant  in  Hingham. 

North  River  Plastics,  subsidiary  of  D.H.J,  industries,  has 
Completed,  and  is  occupying  its  new  15,600  sq.  ft.  concrete  block 
plant. 

Another  new  building  of  23,100  sq.  ft.  is  being  erected  on  5  acres 
)f  land,  is  for  sale  and  will  be  occupied  by  some  new  industry. 

Tech-Etch,  Inc.  broke  ground  recently  for  its  30,000  sq.  ft.  plant 
n  the  Industrial  Park.  Upon  completion  of  its  building,  Tech-Etch, 
[nc.  will  move  to  Plymouth  its  existing  Brockton  operation  which 
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produces  name  plates  and  front  panels  for  instruments,  and  its 
Hingham  plant  which  manufactures  electronic  circuits,  connectors, 
leads  and  other  precision  metal  parts. 

Plastronics,  Inc.,  presently  operating  in  West  Yarmouth,  plan 
to  build  a  12,000  sq.  ft.  plant  in  the  Park  in  the  near  future.  This 
company  manufactures  plastic  bricks  for  use  in  the  interior  and 
exterior  of  homes  and  other  buildings.  Original  plans  to  build  im- 
mediately have  been  postponed  temporarily  because  of  the  energy 
crisis  and  the  inability  to  buy  enough  plastics  to  expand  its 
production. 

Paley  &  Tucker  (PALTUCO)  builders  and  developers,  pur- 
chased five  acres  of  Plymouth  Industrial  Park  land  with  an  option 
on  five  more  acres  to  erect  a  30,120  sq.  ft.  speculative  industrial 
building. 

Phase  II  of  the  Industrial  Park  will  have  additional  land 
available  for  industrial  expansion.  Plans  have  been  endorsed  by 
Southeastern  Regional  Planning  and  Economic  Development 
District,  in  case  federal  funding  by  the  Economic  Development 
Administration  is  available,  and  have  received  the  approval  of  the 
business  community  of  the  Town  of  Plymouth.

With  the  changes  in  the  Zoning  By-law  and  the  employment  of  a 
full-time  Planning  Director,  the  activities  of  the  Planning  Board 
have  changed  considerably  in  the  last  year.  The  Board  has  spent  far 
more  time  in  zoning-related  matters  and  in  discussions  of  policy  as 
regards  the  future  of  Plymouth  and  the  implementation  of  these 
policies.  In  the  past  year  a  great  deal  more  emphasis  has  been 
placed  on  legal  means  to  assure  that  subdivisions  are  carefully  built 
and  maintained  by  the  developers.  Much  time  and  thought  has  gone 
into  recommendations  to  the  Board  of  Appeals  as  regards  special 
permit  and  variance  applications. 

The  Board  has  expanded  its  staff  to  two  full-time  people,  Mr. 
Ray  Frieden,  Planning  Director,  and  Ms.  Sandra  Burton,  Secretary 
to  the  Board.  The  Planning  Board  Office  is  now  open  from  8:00  a.m. 
to  4:30  p.m.  Monday  through  Friday. 

At  the  Annual  Town  Election  held  on  March  3,  1973,  Mr.  Richard 
Withington  was  re-elected  for  a  term  of  five  years.  At  the  meeting 
held  on  March  19, 1973,  the  Board  was  organized  as  follows:

In  addition,  116  plans  claiming  that  approval  under  the  sub- 
division control  law  was  not  required  were  examined  involving  j 
approximately  298  additional  lots.  Of  these,  106  were  signed  and  the 
remainder  refused  as  they  constituted  subdivisions.  Of  these,  many  i 
were  withdrawn.

The  Board  also  acted  on  100  applications  under  the  new  Zoning  )| 
By-law,  sending  reports  to  the  Building  Inspector  and^r  the  Zoning  r 
Board  of  Appeals.  Many  of  these  reports  were  carefully  detailed  to  j 
assist  the  Building  Inspector  in  the  interpretation  of  the  new  by-law  f 
which,  in  spite  of  its  length  and  complexity,  has  been  referred  to  by  ' 
many  developers  as  a  great  aid  to  the  working  out  of  proposals  ■ 
responsive  to  the  need  of  the  Town  and  its  citizens.  \ 

With  respect  to  existing  subdivisions,  the  Board  has  instituted  | 
recission  of  one  subdivision  in  an  effort  to  correct  improper  i 
drainage  provisions  and  is  considering  similar  action  with  respect  f 
to  several  other  developments  where  such  action  may  prove  ef-  i 
fective.  The  Board  has  also  dealt  with  a  number  of  complaints  I 
regarding  subdivisions  although  it  is  severly  limited  in  this  regard 
by  State  Statutes.  The  subdivision  control  Rules  and  Regulations 
are  currently  undergoing  revision  in  hopes  of  avoiding  the  kinds  of  { 
problems  highlighted  by  these  complaints  in  the  future.

The  goals  set  by  the  Council  on  Aging  for  1973  were  the  hiring  of 
a  full-time  Director  of  Elder  Affairs  and  the  establishment  of  a 
senior  drop-in  center.  These  two  goals  were  achieved  when 
Christian  W.  Schembri  began  his  duties  as  a  director  on  July  30th,  j 
and  the  rear  of  17  Court  Street  began  functioning  as  a  center  to  j 
provide  information  and  referral  services  for  the  Seniors  of  ' 
Plymouth. 

Achievement  of  these  two  goals  necessitated  some  changes 
within  the  framework  of  the  Council  on  Aging  functions.  One  change  | 
was  moving  the  Shuttle  Bus  dispatcher  from  the  basement  of  the  f 
Town  Office  Building  to  17  Court  Street.  [ 

Growth  and  development  are  the  key  words  that  describe  the 
Council  on  Aging  activities  during  1973.  There  was  the  addition  of  a 
second  vehicle  in  the  transportation  program.   The   Council  i| 
established  a  weekly  health  counseling  program  at  four  different 
locations   administered  by  the   Plymouth   Community  Nurse 
Association.  The  nutrition  program  developed  from  a  monthly  to  a  • 
daily  hot  luncheon  available  to  Plymouth  seniors  on  all  school  days  » 
at  the  nominal  price  of  fifty  cents. 

The  Retired  Senior  Volunteer  Program  (RSVP)  was  im-  !

The  Plymouth  Senior  Drop-In  Center  became  an  established  station  j

OLD  COLONY  ELDER,  a  monthly  newsletter  published  by  the  ' 
Council  on  Aging  and  edited  by  the  Director  was  one  of  the  new  ; 
services  introduced.  The  newsletter  contains  information  con-  ^ 
cerning  services  available  to  seniors  from  month  to  month.  It  serves  i 
as  a  medium  of  communication  between  the  Council  and  seniors.  It  I 
provides  a  forum  of  opinion,  publicizes  announcements  and  brings  f 
to  the  attention  of  seniors  dates,  times  and  places  of  various  events 
that  are  of  interest  to  them .  Newsletter  circulation  is  1 ,000.  i 

The  two  twelve  passenger  vans  were  made  available  for 
transportation  to  all  Plymouth  residents  who  are  over  fifty-nine 
years  of  age  and  carry  a  Council  on  Aging  Identification  Card.  Use 
of  the  senior  shuttle  service  increased  toward  the  close  of  the  year 
due  partly  to  the  energy  crisis  and  partly  to  a  greater  awareness  by 
seniors  of  the  availability  of  the  shuttle  bus.  The  following  figures

On  April  30,  1973,  terms  of  office  on  the  Council  expired  for 
James  VanAmburgh,  John  F.  Prentice  and  Helen  Webb.  The 
following  new  members  were  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
for  a  period  of  three  years :  Richard  S.  Cole,  Edith  Burke  and  Louise 
Zanotti.  Mrs.  Zanotti  resigned  on  July  16,  1973,  and  Joan  E. 
Thompson  was  appointed  to  take  her  place  on  August  29,  1973.  The 
Council  on  Aging  accepted  with  regret  the  resignation  of  Rev.  John

Two  individuals  deserve  special  commendation  this  year  for 
getting  the  Council  on  Aging  and  its  programs  off  the  ground.  Rev. 
John  B.  Scorzoni  demonstrated  his  dynamic  leadership  as 
spokesman  of  the  Council  who  presented  its  proposed  plans  before 
town  officials.  Gaetano  A.  Brigida  implemented  the  senior 
programs  from  his  Emergency  Preparedness  Office  in  the 
basement  of  the  Town  Office  Building.  Both  these  individuals  ac- 
complished a  herculean  task  for  which  the  whole  town  is  grateful.

Board  of  Cemetery  Commissioners 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

In  addition  to  the  regular  care  and  maintenance  of  our  several 
cemeteries,  we  wish  to  report  on  the  following. 

Oak  Grove  and  Vine  Hills  Cemetery  did  not  appear  to  be  in  need 
of  too  many  special  projects.  We  fixed  a  couple  of  drains,  which  had 
been  problem  areas.  Road  sealer  was  applied  to  another  area  of  the 
main  roads,  which  improves  the  appearance  and  preserves  the 
existing  roadway. 

Despite  vigilance  on  our  part  and  assistance  from  the  Police 
Department,  there  is  some  vandalism.  Thievery  of  potted  plants 
and  flowers  is  the  major  concern.  We  sympathize  with  the  lot 
owners  in  this  regard  and  wish  there  was  an  effective  way  to  control 
it. 

The  work  of  preserving  the  old  slate  stones  in  granite  at  Burial 
Hill  seem.s  to  go  on  and  on  forever;  we  had  six  done  this  year.  Much 
interest  has  been  shown  in  these  old  stones.  Several  Social  Studies 
classes  from  the  area  have  asked  permission  to  take  rubbings  of  the 
stones.  Permission  is  usually  granted,  with  the  stipulation  that 
strict  discipline  be  enforced  while  in  the  cemetery. 

Chilton ville,  Russell  Mills  and  South  Pond  Cemeteries  needed 
only  general  maintenance  this  past  year. 

At  the  Manomet  Cemtery  a  parking  area  was  laid  out  and 
gravelled.  Cars  are  now  able  to  park  in  the  cemetery  during  a 
funeral,  which  will  create  less  of  a  traffic  hazard  than  by  having 
them  parked  on  White  Horse  Road. 

At  the  White  Horse  Cemetery,  it  was  voted  at  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting  to  accept  the  easement  from  Reed  &  Clerke,  the 
developers,  for  an  access  road  to  the  Cemetery.  Much  preliminary 
work  was  done  on  this  project,  by  sending  cards  to  several  people  in 
the  area;  and  having  some  of  the  Board  members  attend  the  annual 
caucus  meeting  in  Manomet.  It  was  the  intent  of  the  Board  to 
determine  whether  the  people  of  the  area  would  prefer  to  accept 
this  new  access  road;  or  to  proceed  with  litigation  to  regain  the  old 
one.  The  majority  of  people  who  replied  were  in  favor  of  the  new 
road. 

The  road  is  completed  and  in  some  respects  has  advantages 
over  the  old  one.  Permission  has  been  granted  to  have  the  sign 
replaced.  This  historical  spot  can  be  now  easily  visited  by  students 
of  history  and  people  interested  in  old  burial  grounds. 
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Complete  maps  and  engineering  plans  have  been  drawn  for  the  ■ 
enlargement  of  the  Parting  Ways  Cemetery.  With  voter  approval  of  i 
the  item  now  on  the  Annual  Warrant,  we  hope  to  have  this  project 
under  way  this  summer. 

Mr.  Burton  Burgess  who  was  elected  to  the  Board  on  March  7, 
1970  has  moved  to  Florida  and  subsequently  tendered  his 
resignation  to  the  Board.  He  was  an  active  member  and  will  be 
missed. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen,  in  conjunction  with  this  Board,  ap- 
pointed Mr.  Antone  Morgardo  to  fill  his  unexpired  term.  Mr. 
Morgardo  has  had  much  experience  in  Town  Activities  and  will 
prove  to  be  an  asset  to  the  Board. 

Due  to  over-crowding  at  the  Town  Office  Building,  the 
Cemetery  Department  Office  has  been  moved  near  the  Town  i 
Clerk's  Office.  Anyone  who  wishes  to  visit  the  office  should  enter 
through  that  office. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  we  continue  to  receive  many 
compliments  on  the  appearance  of  our  cemeteries.  We  accept  these  i 
compliments  and  pass  them  along  to  our  personnel;  thanking  them 
all  for  the  job  well  done  in  the  care  and  maintenance  of  the 
cemeteries;  and  other  services  performed. 

Our  thanks,  also,  to  all  other  Town  Departments  for  the  services  i 
and  cooperation  given  us  during  the  year. 

The  receipts  and  payments  of  the  department  are  listed  in  i 
Schedule  "A"  and  Schedule  "B"  of  the  Town  Accountant's  report.

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1973  Annual  Report  of 
The  Plymouth  Airport  Commission 


Business  at  the  airport  increased  substantially  during  the  year 
.  due  to  the  rapid  construction  of  homes  within  the  town,  as  well  as 
'  the  County.  Gasoline  sales  exceeded  1972  by  a  good  percent. 
Tiedowns  for  privately  based  and  transient  aircraft  remained  about 
the  same  as  previous  years.  Undercover  aircraft  storages  increased 
and  additional  space  is  in  demand. 

Student  flight  training,  aircraft  maintenance,  installation  and 
servicing  of  aircraft  radio  equipment,  scenic  and  charter  flights, 
,  and  aircraft  sales  are  prime  businesses  on  the  field.  Agricultural 
spraying  is  steadily  increasing  for  fertilizing  and  insecticiding 
cranberry  bogs;  this  being  done  by  helicopters  or  two  fixed  wing 
aircraft.  Soaring  in  gliders  has  further  increased  airport  interests. 

Emergency  spraying  for  the  enciphilitis  scare  was  frequent 
during  the  month  of  August. 

The  airport  equipment  is  obtained  from  Federal  General 
Services  surplus  equipment,  affording  the  town  Grade  A  trucks, 
plows,  mowers  and  other  equipment  at  no  cost.  This  is  one  of  the 
vital  advantages  of  being  a  municipal  airport, 
j       Several  civic  events  have  been  held  at  the  airport,  contributing 
to  the  general  overall  use  by  the  townspeople.  The  commission 
again  invites  every  taxpayer  and  resident  to  visit  the  airport,  and  to 
1  see  how  the  commission  is  working  to  continue  the  reputation  of 
!  Plymouth  Airport,  as  being  the  finest  in  Massachusetts.

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Annual  Report  of  the 
Sewer  Commission 


In  February  of  1973,  amidst  a  furor  of  anger  and  dissent,  the 
first  billing  for  sewerage  treatment  went  out  to  the  2,500  or  more 
families  who  are  the  recipeints  of  the  treatment  plant  facilities. 
Charges  were  based  on  water  useage  for  the  six  winter  months  of 
1972,  at  a  rate  of  $.005  per  cubic  foot  with  a  minimum  charge  of 
$20.00.  This  will  be  an  annual  charge  as  set  out  by  ACTS  of  1963, 
Chapter  304. 

In  June  the  night  soil  depository  on  Long  Pond  Road  was 
completed  and  is  now  being  used  extensively  by  local  sewerage 
pumping  firms,  each  paying  a  charge  of  $300  annually. 

Under  orders  from  the  State  Water  Pollution  Control,  sludge 
drying  beds  were  constructed  in  an  area  of  the  Manomet  Dump,  and 
the  area  was  enclosed  by  a  fence  erected  according  to 
specifications  set  out  by  the  State  Board  of  Health. 

Metcalf  &  Eddy,  Engineers,  have  met  with  the  Board  several 
times  during  the  year  to  keep  the  Commission  posted  on  progress 
being  made  on  various  projects  being  handled  for  us.  All  necessary 
permits  have  been  received  by  us  for  the  construction  of  the  Murray 
Street  drainage  and  sewer  lines  with  the  exception  of  four 
easements.  As  soon  as  these  are  approved  at  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting,  this  project  will  go  out  on  bid.  Several  reports  were  also 
given  on  the  progress  of  the  sewer  study  survey.  This  study  is  now 
completed  and  in  the  hands  of  the  State  for  evaluation  and  ac- 
ceptance, and  they  have  already  pointed  out  that  many  more  storm 
drain  problems  must  be  corrected  before  any  expansion  of  the  plant 
can  be  contemplated,  a  step  which  will  hopefully  be  taken  in  1974. 

At  present  the  Treatment  plant  is  running  at  full  capacity  and 
all  applications  for  sewer  entry  permits  must  first  receive  state 
approval.  This  also  applies  to  any  extensions  of  existing  sewer  lines 
and-or  changes  of  use  of  a  building  already  connected  to  the  sewer.

On  July  1,  1973  former  Assistant  Library  Director  Mark  Titus 
replaced  the  retiring  Katharine  F.  Freeland  as  Library  Director.  A 
new  Materials  Selection  Policy  was  drafted  and  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Directors  and  plans  were  formulated  for  an  overall 
reorganization  of  the  Library. 

Major  changes  involved  the  conversion  of  the  Manomet  Public 
Library  to  the  Manomet  Branch  of  the  Plymouth  Public  Library  and 
the  closing  of  the  Loring  Branch  Library  on  October  20, 1973. 

A  Gaylord  Circulation  System  was  installed  in  September  for 
more  efficient  control  at  the  circulation  desks.  Library  users  were 
asked  to  re-register  for  a  new  centralized  library  card  which  is 
honored  at  the  Main  Library  as  well  as  the  Manomet  Branch.  Books 
and  materials  may  now  be  returned  at  either  the  Main  Library  or 
the  Manomet  Branch. 

In  September  the  Library  began  a  weekly  column,  entitled 
Footnotes,  in  the  Old  Colony  Memorial.  The  purpose  of  this  column 
is  to  keep  the  public  informed  about  the  activities  of  the  Library  and 
to  provide  short  reviews  of  new  acquisitions. 
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In  September  the  Main  Library  became  a  document  repository 
for  all  materials  relating  to  Pilgrim  Stations  II  and  III  in  addition  to 
its  collection  of  Pilgrim  I  materials. 

The  Main  Library  was  the  site  of  a  free  six-week  Music  Ap- 
preciation Course  on  Sunday  evenings.  The  course,  which  started  in 
October,  was  taught  by  Jonathan  Porter  of  the  Plymouth 
Philharmonic. 

The  Library  purchased  two  membership  cards  to  the  Museum 
of  Fine  Arts  and  made  them  available  to  any  borrower  on  a  7-day 
loan.  The  cards  entitle  the  holder  to  free  admission  to  the  Museum. 

Samuel  Evans'  "Spring  Moon"  and  Mary  Harrington's  "Field 
Flowers"  were  purchased  at  the  1973  Plymouth  Outdoor  Art  Show 
and  added  to  the  Library's  circulating  art  collection. 

The  Library  participated  in  the  Neighborhood  Youth  Corps 
Program  during  the  summer  and  later  hired  one  of  the  students  as  a 
Library  Page.  The  Retired  Senior  Volunteer  Program  has  provided 
two  individuals  who  have  done  an  excellent  job  of  processing  and 
maintaining  the  periodicals  collection. 

In  November  the  Friends  of  the  Library,  a  newly  formed  group, 
began  a  volunteer  story-telling  program  for  pre-school  children. 
The  weekly  sessions  involve  work  with  crafts,  music,  and  a  wide 
variety  of  story-telling  techniques. 

The  Library,  conscious  of  its  commitment  to  the  community, 
now  serves  the  schools  with  weekly  story-telling  visits.  The  nursing 
homes  are  also  visited  on  a  bi-weekly  basis.  In  addition,  many  books 
were  donated  to  the  Plymouth  County  House  of  Correction  when  the 
Loring  Branch  Library  was  closed.  Approximately  4,000  books  went 
to  the  schools  at  that  time. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Plymouth 
Public  Library  Corporation  for  their  active  support  of  the  goals  of 
quality  library  service  for  the  Town  of  Plym^outh.

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Report  of  the 
Plymouth  Housing  Authority 


Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

In  1973  the  Housing  Authority  received  its  funds  for  the  con- 
struction of  a  new  project  for  the  elderly  in  addition  to  the  110  units 
of  elderly  housing  which  we  now  administer.  This  new  project  will 
be  located  on  Nicks  Rock  Road  and  will  consist  of  100  apartments  of 
which  ten  will  be  for  handicapped  persons  and  ten  will  be  slightly 
larger  apartments  for  couples.  The  plans  for  this  project  are  now 
almost  complete  and  bidding  is  expected  within  a  few  months,  with 
completion  of  the  building  itself  in  late  1975. 

Having  failed,  in  1972,  to  obtain  acceptable  bids  for  the  con- 
struction of  scattered  site  housing  for  large  families  of  low  income, 
the  Authority  in  late  1973  decided  to  acquire  already  existing  homes 
for  the  same  purpose.  In  West  Plymouth  a  development  called  Old 
Colony  Estates  is  at  this  moment  being  constructed  and  the 
Authority  negotiated  to  buy  three  of  these  homes  at  the  regular 
going  rate,  even  going  so  far  as  to  sign  the  real  estate  agreements 
and  to  deposit  $10,200.00.  Persons  living  in  the  development  took  i 
exception  to  the  idea  of  families  of  low  income  occupying  homes  f 
there  and  persuaded  the  developer  to  refuse  to  sell  to  the  Housing  If 
Authority.  At  this  writing,  the  Authority  has  filed  a  complaint  with  j 
the  Massachusetts  Commission  Against  Discrimination,  its  co-  { 
complainant  being  Mr.  Edwin  Lopes.  The  Lopes  Family  were  ■ 
displaced  from  their  home  by  the  redevelopment  of  the  Summer- 
High  Street  areas  eight  years  ago,  and  they  were  entitled  to  be  given  f 
adequate  accommodations.  Rather  than  wait  for  the  Courts  to  t 
compel  the  Vazza  Company  to  sell  houses  to  the  Authority,  the 
Authority  has  now  acquired  a  large  house  at  238  Old  South  Street 
and  will  move  the  Lopes  Family  in  in  early  February,  1974. 

The  total  public  housing  now  controlled  by  the  Authority  is  forty 
veterans  apartments,  one  hundred  ten  elderly  apartments,  seven  i 
leased  units  and  one  single  family  dwelling  owned  by  the  j 
Authority.  All  apartments  continue  to  be  100  per  cent  occupied.  j

BUILDING  MAINTENANCE; 

The  North  Station  at  Spooner  Street  has  been  rebuilt  this  year 
1973,  to  the  extent  of  providing  a  new  main  floor  of  concrete  and 
readying  it  whereby  it  may  be  operated  as  a  manned  station  in  the 
future. 

The  exterior  painting  of  the  Manomet  and  Cedarville  Stations  is 
anticipated  this  1974,  thereby  maintaining  these  buildings  properly. 

An  unusual  maintenance  problem  plumbing-wise  was  cared  for 
at  the  Headquarters  Station  due  to  replacing  old  original  piping, 
traps,  etc.,  Being  unanticipated,  this  budget  drain  may  require  need 
of  a  transfer  for  1974. 


FIRE  ALARM  SYSTEM: 

The  complete  outside  system  physically  is  tested  twice  an- 
nually, including  all  schools,  nursing  homes,  hospital,  etc.,  and 
following  storms  or  other  unusual  weather  conditions. 

CABLE  CONSTRUCTION: 

New  extensions  sought  via  1974-75  Budget  requests  include  the 
new  School  in  West  Plymouth  at  Route  80,  the  school  on  the  Bourne 
Road,  Manomet  Elementary  School,  to  the  Industrial  Park,  and  to 
the  Fire  Station  Site  on  Rte.  44. 

RELOCATING  ALARM  SIGNAL  EQUIPMENT: 

Resulting  from  the  re-modeling  of  the  North  Station,  the  fire 
alarm  appurtenances  and  fire  alarm  radios,  etc.,  shall  be  re-located 
and  installed  commensurate  with  future  manning  of  this  station.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Gentlemen: 

The  1973  year  has  created  a  major  change  in  the  duties  and 
operation  of  the  Building  Department,  which  formerly  consisted  of 
the  Building  Inspector  and  Clerk,  organized  under  the  Commission 
of  Public  Safety,  now  consisting  of  the  Building  Inspector,  Asst. 
Building  Inspector,  Zoning  Field  Inspector,  Principal  Clerk,  and  a 
Jr.  Clerk,  now  under  the  Selectmen's  office. 

The  Building  Department  has  a  complete  new  Building  Code, 
known  as  the  BOCA  CODE  (Building  Officials  and  Code  Ad- 
ministrators International,  Inc.)  a  one  and  two-family  code  which 
has  been  a  great  asset  to  the  Contractors  and  Building  Inspectors. 
This  Code  is  now  considered  for  the  minimum  Housing  Code  of  the 
State  of  Massachusetts. 

The  new  Zoning  By-Law  was  effective  as  of  March  27,  1973, 
formerly  a  twenty-one  page  by-law  and  has  now  grown  to  a  one 
hundred  twenty -two  page  detailed  by-law. 

The  new  Zoning  By-Law  was  put  into  effect  to  help  control  and 
slow  down  the  growth  of  Plymouth,  being  the  largest  Town  area- 
wise  in  the  State  and  because  of  this  Plymouth  has  a  potential  of 
becoming  a  city.  The  effectiveness  and  the  enforcement  of  the  new 
Zoning  By-Law  has  caused  the  growth  of  the  Town  to  proceed  at  a 
much  more  controlled  rate.

The  infant  Design  Review  Board  was  born  in  March,  1973,  when 
the  Town's  new  Zoning  By-Law  became  effective;  and,  like  most 
yearlings,  it  is  still  developing  and  changing. 

Created  to  give  advisory  opinions  only,  the  Board  has  never- 
theless spent  many  hours  of  careful  review  scrutinizing  such  things 
as  the  rebuilding  plans  for  the  Mayflower  Inn,  the  development 
plans  for  a  1,000  unit  condominium  complex,  architectural  plans  for 
every  building  to  be  built  or  renovated,  proposals  for  use  changes 
and  all  proposed  signs  to  be  erected  in  the  Town  —  more  than  75 
zoning  permit,  special  permit  and  variance  applications  in  less  than 
seven  months. 

Our  architecturally  trained  members  —  Ray  Frieden  (the 
Planning  Board's  designee),  Willard  Gwilliam  (who  was  Chairman 
until  his  resignation  in  November)  and  Nicholas  Filla  (who 
replaced  him)  —  have  provided  extremely  valuable  expertise,  while 
historian  Lawrence  Geller  has  produced  authenticated  references 
to  support  many  of  our  recommendations  concerning  preservation 
of  fine  examples  of  period  architecture.  Attorney  Amedeo  Collari, 
with  several  years  of  experience  as  a  member  of  the  Zoning  Board 
of  Appeals,  has  provided  excellent  advice  in  many  areas;  and 
Chairperson  Micki  Phenner  has  been  a  good  leveling  influence  and 
served  as  the  generalist  in  a  group  of  specialized  professionals. 

We  have  fell  that  consistency  in  our  recommendations  is  ex- 
tremely important;  and,  because  our  opinions  are  strictly  advisory, 
have  found  ourselves  with  more  freedom  to  administer  the  Zoning 
By-Law  according  to  the  wishes  of  the  people  of  Plymouth. 

Our  concerns  have  been  general  conformity  with  the  letter  and 
intent  of  the  By-Law  and  in  particular  "...  high  design  and  con- 
struction quality  .  .  .  compatible  with  the  neighborhood  and  the 
Town  .  .  .  including  but  not  limited  to  scale,  massing,  proportions, 
roofs,  colors  and  material  .  .  .". 

Signs  have  been  one  of  our  major  concerns  and  the  Board  has 
reviewed  our  own  sign  laws  as  well  as  the  model  Municipal  Sign 
Code  recommended  by  the  Commonwealth.  During  this  iterim 
period  (until  March,  1976)  the  many,  many  non-conforming  signs  in 
Plymouth  may  remain  in  place.  The  Design  Review  Board  has 
reviewed  each  sign  application  for  conformity  with  the  By-Law  and 
has  recommended  approval  only  where  all  the  requirements  of  the 
By-Law  have  been  met.  In  many  cases  this  has  resulted  in  great 
disparity  of  obtrusiveness,  size  and  treatment  among  signs  in  the 
same  area.  To  possible  charges  of  unfairness,  we  can  only  state  that 
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we  (the  Town)  must  start  somewhere  and  the  somewhere,  we 
believe,  was  the  effective  dat6  of  the  By-Law.  Those  with  con- 
forming signs  can  take  pride  in  the  fact  that  their  signs  are  ap- 
pealing and  legal  —  the  others  are  not.  May  we  suggest  that,  in  view 
of  the  eventual  necessary  compliance  with  the  sign  section  of  the 
By-Law  by  March  1976,  that  those  businesses  with  non-conforming 
signs  act  NOW  to  show  their  spirit  of  concern  and  cooperation  with 
Plymouth's  commercial  aesthetic  needs.  Be  subtle,  be  community 
spirited  .  .    be  legal.

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Report  of  the 
Plymouth  Beach  Study  Committee 


Following  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  March  1973  the 
Plymouth  Beach  Study  Committee  organized  and  reappointed 
Leonard  Barbieri  as  Chairman.  Committee  members,  including 
Mr.  Barbieri,  have  been  appointed  by  the  Town  Moderator  and 
consist  of  the  following:  David  Tarantino,  Vincent  Sgarzi,  0.  Arrigo 
Guidoboni,  Charles  Gilbert,  Steven  Tavares,  Jeannette  Pierson  and 
Marion  P.  Zoccolante,  Secretary. 

This  committee  was  directly  responsible  for  the  purchase  of  the 
S  W  48  Bombadier,  otherwise  known  as  the  beach  cleaner,  which 
was  placed  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Highway  Department.  It 
has  proven  to  be  of  exceptional  value  to  the  Town  functioning  not 
only  as  a  beach  cleaner  in  the  summer  months  but  has  been  easily 
adapted  to  other  municipal  maintenance.  Thousands  of  dollars  were 
saved  after  the  January  9th  snowstorm  by  using  the  Bombadier  to 
plow  the  major  sidewalks  downtown  as  well  as  in  the  school  areas. 
The  Bombadier  performed  in  a  quick  and  efficient  manner 
eliminating  the  cost  of  man  hours  which  has  always  been  necessary 
after  severe  snowstorms. 

The  Beach  Study  Committee  has  held  public  hearings  with 
concerned  citizens  relating  to  the  problems  of  Plymouth's  public 
beaches.  These  meetings  determined  the  following  conclusions: 

1.  Existing  beach  pavilion  on  Plymouth  Beach  should  be 
removed  and  another  new  building  built  and  located  more  centrally. 

2.  Taylor  Avenue  Beach  should  have  sanitary  facilities. 

3.  Penalties  imposed  on  all  offenders  who  abuse  the  dunes. 

4.  Traffic  curtailment  on  all  beaches. 

5.  Massive  beach  restoration  program.  Planting  of  shrubs, 
trees,  and  grass. 

6.  No  overnight  permits  given  to  campers  not  owning  self 
controlled  sanitary  facilities. 

In  addition  to  these  public  hearings  the  Beach  Study  Committee 
formulated  petitions  which  were  circulated  by  volunteers  who 
obtained  977  signatures  asking  the  Selectmen  to  enforce  the  rules 
and  regulations  at  Plymouth  Beach  and  Taylor  Avenue  Beach, 
adopted  March  22, 1969  and  April  12,  1972  by  the  Town  of  Plymouth 
and  approved  by  the  Attorney  General. 

Members  of  this  Committee  have  recently  met  with  the  By-Law 
Committee  asking  that  some  of  the  beach  rules  be  modified. 

The  Beach  Study  Committee  has  asked  Mr.  Walter  B.  Jones  who 
worked  so  diligently  two  years  ago  designing  a  master  plan  for 
Plymouth  Beach  which  included  a  site  plan,  a  design  of  a  new  beach 
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pavilion  which  would  include  all  the  requirements  of  the  Board  of 
Health  and  preliminary  cost  estimates,  at  this  time,  to  design  a 
building  which  would  be  reduced  to  essentially  a  toilet  facility,  with 
cabanas  replacing  the  changing  rooms  originally  designed,  and 
interior  showers  to  be  completely  deleted.  Three  or  four  exterior 
showers  would  be  installed. 

Because  the  parking  lot  will  be  paved  this  coming  summer 
under  the  Highway  Department's  Budget  we  have  asked  Mr.  Jones, 
the  architect  to  design  a  layout  for  such  parking  facilities  together 
with  landscaping. 

The  beach  committee  has  asked  Mr.  Jones,  the  architect,  to 
meet  with  Mr.  Joel  Lerner  of  the  Department  of  Natural  Resources 
to  determine  the  availability  of  funds  for  this  project.  Mr.  Jones  was 
informed  that  funds  are  available,  the  project  is  of  a  nature  that 
could  qualify  for  a  high  priority. 

The  Beach  Study  Committee  has  placed  an  article  in  the  1974 
Annual  Town  Warrant  asking  for  a  Town  vote  authorizing  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Plymouth,  Massachusetts  or  the 
Plymouth  Beach  Study  Committee  be  empowered  to  apply  for  and 
contract  for  Federal  Land  and  Water  Conservation  Financial 
Assistance  and  to  enter  into  contracts  with  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts,  the  Department  of  Natural  Resources,  and  the  U.S. 
Department  of  the  Interior,  Bureau  of  Outdoor  Recreation 
(B.O.R.). 

The  Beach  Study  Committee  has  asked  the  architect  to  design 
such  a  sanitary  that  would  fit  in  either  Plymouth  Beach  or  Taylor 
Avenue  Beach,  Manomet. 

It  is  sincerely  hoped  by  this  committee  that  something  shall  be 
finally  started  in  the  year  1974.  We,  the  Town,  should  recognize  the 
glaring  fact  that  a  face-lifting  at  Plymouth  Beach  or  a  long  needed 
sanitary  at  Taylor  Avenue  Beach,  Manomet,  are  projects  that  are 
long  overdue. 

We,  the  members  of  the  Beach  Study  Committee,  sincerely 
thank  all  interested  citizens  of  the  Town  who  have  consulted  with  us 
at  our  meetings,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  their  show  of  con- 
fidence, the  Park  Department  and  the  Conservation  Commission  for 
their  cooperation.

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Annual  Report  of  the 
Plymouth  Redevelopment  Authority 


This  is  the  first  report  the  Plymouth  Redevelopment  Authority 
has  submitted  since  1971.  There  have  been  few  changes  since  that 
time,  with  the  exception  of  the  resignation  of  the  PRA  during  1972-3 
and  the  appointment  of  a  new  PRA  in  the  beginning  of  1973. 

Messrs.  Fry,  McGrath  and  Barkhouse  resigned  in  August  of 
1972  and  Messrs.  Martin  and  Caranci  in  1973.  Arthur  Caranci  stayed 
on  until  July  of  1973  and  acquainted  the  new  board  with  the  past 
involvements  of  the  PRA.  The  new  PRA  consists  of  Philip  A.  Capen, 
Chairman;  Jeffrey  S.  Bell,  John  E.  Brooks,  John  J.  Droege  and 
Robert  Wollner.  Both  Mr.  Capen  and  Mr.  Wollner  were  elected  at 
the  Town  Election  in  1973  and  the  other  members  appointed  by  the 
Selectmen  in  1973  to  fill  vacancies. 

During  February  1972  the  PRA  moved  from  its  quarters  on 
Leyden  Street,  where  they  were  for  many  years,  to  the  newly 
renovated  third  floor  of  the  Town  Office  Building.  These  quarters 
proved  too  small  and  we  are  now  located  in  the  side  office  of  the 
Safety  Commission  Office.  We  are  again  looking  for  larger  quarters 
in  the  Town  Office  Building  for  our  office  and  a  secretary.  During 
December  of  1973  the  Personnel  Board  approved  the  classification 
of  a  Part-Time  Clerk  for  the  Authority.  The  addition  of  this  Clerk 
has  helped  greatly. 

As  stated  in  the  report  of  1971  the  PRA  must  remain  in  existence 
for  40  years  to  supervise  the  maintenance  and  development  within 
the  project  area.  The  PRA  has  plans  to  administer  several  projects 
as  there  are  many  areas  in  the  Town  that  need  attention.  The  PRA 
will  be  around  for  many  years  to  come. 

Those  areas  now  being  discussed  by  the  PRA  are  the  IGA 
Foodliner  Store,  Governor  Carver  Inn  and  the  Jenny  Grist  Mill,  all 
included  within  the  area  of  the  PRA.  The  PRA  is  still  waiting  for 
various  problems  to  be  straightened  out  before  Certificates  of 
Completion  are  issued  to  the  Governor  Carver  and  the  Jenny  Grist 
Mill.  On  November  27,  1973  the  PRA  received  the  first  of  several 
Certificates  of  Completion  on  the  Jenny  Grist  Mill. 

The  problem  of  the  Lopes  family  living  in  the  Town-owned 
house  on  Billington  Street  has  finally  been  resolved  by  the  Plymouth 
Housing  Authority  and  they  will  be  moving  to  a  new  home  on  South 
Street  in  early  1974.  The  Water  Commissioners  are  making  plans  to 
have  the  house  on  Billington  Street  demolished  during  1974. 
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Many  thanks  go  out  to  the  past  members  of  the  Plymouth 
Redevelopment  Authority  for  their  efforts  to  redevelop  various 
sections  of  Plymouth.  The  present  PRA  hopes  that  it  can  carry  on  in 
the  same  productive  manner.

The  119th  Annual  Report  is  hereby  submitted  by  the  Board  of 
Water  Commissioners  and  Superintendent  covering  the  calendar 
year  1973. 

The  total  rainfall  during  the  year  amounted  to  55.64  inches, 
which  is  about  9.5  inches  above  the  annual  average  for  this  area. 
The  year  ended  with  the  water  elevation  at  Little  South  Pond  at 
107.29  feet  compared  to  105.77  feet  for  the  previous  year  end. 

The  pumpage  for  the  year  amounted  to  1,044,934,600  gallons 
which  approximates  last  years  pumpage  only  because  of  a  very  wet 
year. 

Federal  Furnace  Well  was  put  into  operation  May  22  of  this  year 
providing  a  much  needed  source  of  water  for  the  area  west  of  the 
By-pass. 

The  new  1,250,000'gallon  Harrington  Standpipe  constructed  by 
Chicago  Bridge  &  Iron  was  put  in  operation  August  6,  1973  and  in 
conjunction  with  the  Samoset  Tank  will  provide  1,750,000  gallons  of 
above  ground  storage  in  the  West  Plymouth  area. 

A  new  16  inch  Ductile  Iron  main  was  laid  in  Oak  Street  from 
Summer  to  Samoset  Street  a  distance  of  2,125  feet  replacing  old 
mains  which  have  caused  many  repairs  to  be  made  in  the  past. 

Receipts  from  the  sale  of  water,  connections  to  mains,  services 
rendered,  etc.  amounted  to  $389,671.25.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Gentlemen : 

I  herewith  submit  a  report  of  the  work  done  in  the  Highway 
Department  from  January  1  to  December  31,  1973: 

Street  Cleaning 

The  street  sweeper  cleaned  several  thousand  curb  miles  from 
April  to  December.  The  main  street  from  Jabez  Corner  to 
Plymouth-Kingston  line  was  swept  each  day  and  the  side  streets  in 
rotation  every  other  day.  The  sweeper  also  services  Manomet  and 
Chiltonville  areas.  The  new  1973  Mobil  sweeper  was  not  delivered  to 
the  Highway  Department  until  October  1,  1973  on  account  of  not 
being  able  to  obtain  axles  for  the  sweeper.  The  H.  F.  Davis  Tractor 
Company  of  Southboro,  Massachusetts  was  awarded  the  low  bid  for 
this  equipment  at  a  cost  of  $20,171.00. 

Asphalt  Sidewalks 

The  construction  of  sidewalks  were  completed  on  the  following 
streets:  500*  on  the  south  side  of  Summer  St.,  281'  on  the  south  side  of 
Mt.  Pleasant  St.,  473'  on  the  north  side  of  Cushman  St.,  680'  on  the 
south  side  of  Forest  Avenue,  580'  on  the  west  side  of  Murray  St.  and 
528'  on  the  north  side  of  Russell  Street.  Many  tree  stump  holes  were 
repaired  in  sidewalks  and  general  maintenance  was  carried  out  by 
repairing  small  sections  of  sidewalks  where  needed. 

Drains 

Drainage  this  year  consisted  of  laying  270*  of  reinforced  con- 
1  Crete  pipe,  two  granite  curb  inlets  and  two  complete  catchbasins  at 
!  the  Robert  Bowler  development  on  Federal  Furnace  Road.  On  Nick 
Rock  Road,  a  leaching  field  30*x20*xl0**  with  20*  of  12"  corrugated 
I  pipe,  one  precast  concrete  leaching  pit  and  one  catchbasin  was 
j  installed  with  an  easement  given  by  Edward  G.  Borgatti.  Gunner's 
!  Exchange  Road  had  125'  of  8"  corrugated  pipe  laid  and  one  small 
basin  built.  On  Summer  St.,  Sparrow  Hill  easement,  225'  of 
corrugated  pipe  was  installed  with  two  catchbasins  and  a  leaching 
field.  The  Department  of  Public  Works  gave  the  Highway  Depart- 
ment permission  to  install  60'  of  12"  corrugated  pipe  and  one  catch- 
basin  on  Route  44  to  correct  a  water  problem.  Surrey  Drive  had 
175'  of  corrugated  pipe  laid  and  two  catchbasins  built  and  completed 
with  50'  of  curbing.  Construction  of  the  drainage  system  at  the 
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easterly  end  of  Bay  Shore  Drive  was  awarded  to  Jada  Construction 
Co.  of  Fall  River  and  completed.  The  drainage  system  on  Bay  Shore 
Drive  in  the  vicinity  of  Gate  Road  was  awarded  in  the  late  fall  to 
Bradley  Contracting  Corp.  of  Fall  River.  This  project  was  not 
completed  due  to  the  weather  and  gasoline  shortage  but  will  be 
completed  in  the  spring  of  1974.  The  usual  repairs  of  drains  and 
cleaning  by  the  hydraulic  basin  cleaner  was  carried  out. 

Highway  Construction  and  Reconstruction 

The  following  streets  were  resurfaced  with  Type  I:  2000'  on 
Cape  Cod  Ave.,  1100'  on  Esta  Road,  854'  on  South  Cherry  St.,  770'  on 
Squanto  Road,  1584'  on  Hedges  Pond  Road,  1200'  on  Buzzards  Bay 
Drive  and  1164'  on  Musterfield.  Approximately  300'  of  the  Sandwich 
Road  corner  was  paved  to  prevent  any  future  fatal  accidents  at  this 
point.  3696'  of  Seven  Hills  Road  was  widened  and  a  base  coat  laid 
with  the  top  surface  to  be  applied  in  the  spring  of  1974.  Obery  Street 
and  a  section  of  Long  Pond  Road  will  be  surfaced  also  in  the  spring. 
The  following  streets  received  a  seal  coating  of  3-10  gallons  asphalt 
per  square  yard  and  covered  with  sand:  1581'  of  Elm  Street,  12,616' 
of  Long  Pond  Road,  2112'  of  Hilltop  Ave.,  3696'  of  Clifford  Road,  2640' 
of  Liberty  St.  and  4752'  of  Micajah's  Pond  Road. 

Curbings 

The  Highway  Department  replaced  curbing  on  the  south  side  of 
Forest  Ave.,  from  Forest  Ave.  Court  to  Court  Street  for  a  distance  of 
680'.  On  Billington  St.,  at  the  property  of  George  R.  McGee,  300'  of 
curbing  was  laid.  The  Santos  property  on  Cordage  Terrace  had  100' 
of  curbing  installed.  A  new  cement  wall  and  curbing  on  Castle  Street 
was  replaced. 

Fences 

Approximately  239'  of  chain  link  fence  5'  high  with  barbed  wire 
top  was  erected  at  the  Municipal  Garage  yard.  At  the  property  of 
John  Grady  on  139  Summer  St.  a  70'  chain  link  was  installed. 

State  Aid  Improvement 

Projects  under  this  appropriation  will  be  completed  during  the 
spring  of  1974.  The  state,  county  and  town  share  one-third  cost  of  the 
State  Aid  Improvement  funds  of  $6,000. 

Traffic  and  Street  Marking 

Traffic  lines,  no  parking  lines,  parking  areas,  crosswalks  and 
center  lines  were  painted  throughout  the  town.  Double  yellow  lines 
under  the  new  Massachusetts  specifications  v/ere  painted  on  Long 
Pond  Road,  Bourne  Road,  Federal  Furnace  Road,  Herring  Pond 
Road,  Clark  Road  and  Rocky  Hill  Road.  Speed  limit  signs  have  been 
approved  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Works  for 
Bourne  Road,  Point  Road,  White  Horse  Road  and  Bartlett  Road. 
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New  Equipment 

Equipment  approved  this  year  at  Town  Meeting  for  the  High- 
way Department  included:  A  one  ton  sidewalk  roller  purchased 
from  Melody  Equipment  Co.  of  South  Attleboro.  A  truck  mounted 
automatic  sandspreader  from  Casey  &  Dupuis  Corporation  of 
Watertown.  A  two  color  double  line  striper  machine  with  trailer  and 
bead  dispenser  from  North  Shore  Yellow  Ling  Inc.  of  Stoneham.  A 
new  Mobil  street  sweeper  from  H.F.  Davis  Tractor  Co.  of  South- 
boro.  Two  six  to  eight  yard  dump  trucks  from  Shiretown  Ford  of 
Plymouth.  A  two  ton  trailer  from  Bridgewater  Equipment  Company 
of  Bridgewater. 

Miscellaneous 

Eel  River  and  Bartlett  Brook  were  opened  up  after  northeast 
storms  and  Plymouth  Beach  was  cleaned  of  seaweed  brought  in 
from  the  high  tides.  The  work  in  the  outlying  districts  of  Manomet, 
Long  Pond  and  Cedarville  have  been  carried  out  satisfactorily  by 
the  three  district  foremen.  Lines  and  grade  for  town  work  have  been 
supplied  by  professional  engineer  Edward  Chase  and  records  of 
same  kept  on  file  in  his  office.  Requests  from  the  Selectmen's  Office 
and  other  departments  were  taken  care  of  as  received  by  this  office. 
Other  projects  handled  during  the  year  of  routine  matter  were 
patching,  roadside  mowing,  brushing,  grading  of  dirt  roads,  ap- 
plications of  calcium  chloride  to  lay  the  dust,  setting  up  and 
removal  of  snow  fences,  meter  repairs,  fence  repairs,  plowing  and 
sanding.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE  AND 
THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


This  year  marked  the  opening  of  public  kindergartens  for  the 
five-year  olds  of  our  community.  The  parent  orientation  programs 
in  September  provided  delightful  evidence  of  the  felt  need  on  the 
part  of  the  young  parents  of  Plymouth.  Those  who  have  visited  the 
centers  during  the  school  day  have  shared  our  great  pride  in  the 
development  of  this  most  important  segment  of  our  total 
educational  program. 

Throughout  the  year  we  have  worked  closely  with  Mr.  Carletti's 
Building  Committee.  Their  efforts  have  merited  our  highest  com- 
mendation. The  action  of  the  Special  Town  Meeting  spoke  clearly  in 
behalf  of  the  community's  appreciation  of  the  work  of  that  Com- 
mittee. 

The  request  of  the  Plymouth-Carver  Regional  District  School 
Committee  that  we  temporarily  accept  the  responsibility  for 
housing  Grade  6  classes  for  the  1974-75  school  year  has  been  gran- 
ted. This  was  made  possible  only  because  of  the  flexible  design  of 
the  two  new  buildings.  It  is  hoped  that  Grade  6  will  return  soon  to  an 
Intermediate  School.  At  that  time  our  still  expanding  enrollments 
will  amply  fill  all  of  our  classrooms  with  Grades  Kindergarten 
through  Five. 

The  Nathaniel  Morton  School  has  adjusted  remarkably  well  to 
its  new  grade  pattern.  Much  credit  must  be  given  Mr.  Brown  and 
his  staff  for  the  smooth  transition  into  a  five  central  school  facility 
for  Grades  four  and  five.  Old  structure  that  it  is,  it  has  served  well 
the  many  varied  needs  served  by  it  in  recent  years.  In  1961  it  served 
the  entire  six-year  program  of  Junior  and  Senior  High  School 
students.  Twelve  years  later  we  find  it  amply  filled  by  youngsters  in 
the  two  grades,  four  and  five. 

The  Continuous  Progress  Plan  at  Mt.  Pleasant  School 
represents  our  determination  to  individualize  instruction.  It  has 
been  implemented  with  slight  variations  in  our  other  primary 
schools.  It  has  caused  a  shift  in  the  teachers  role  from  that  of  one 
who  disseminates  information  to  that  of  one  who  guides  children  in 
their  separate  and  individual  quest  for  learning. 

Cold  Spring  School,  in  addition  to  its  continued  excellent  service 
to  children,  has  this  year  served  as  noontime  host  to  the  elderly  who 
have  shared  in  the  hot  lunch  program  of  which  we  are  deservedly 
proud. 

The  Manomet  Elementary  School  has  once  again  known  the 
pangs  of  explosive  population  growth.  In  September  we  had  a  21  - 
percent  increase  and  the  count  rose  steadily  through  the  fall.  The 
mini  course  concept  has  been  expanded  and  refined.  This  year  we 
were  particularly  pleased  by  the  participation  of  the  high  school 
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student  volunteers.  In  a  very  real  sense,  their  working  with  our 
youngsters  effectively  combines  career  explanation  and  com- 
munity service. 

Title  I  continues  to  serve  the  special  needs  of  our  target  schools. 
At  Hedge  School  these  remedial  efforts  have  been  enhanced  by  the 
addition  of  a  controlled  reader  purchased  with  local  funds.  This  is 
the  blending  of  federal  and  community  funds  that  has  made  good 
educational  sense  to  your  School  Committee. 

It  would  be  entirely  remiss  of  us  not  to  express  gratification  to  the 
Regional  School  District  for  the  activities  they  have  so  readily 
shared  for  the  benefit  of  our  children.  Almost  everyone  has  visited 
the  Planetarium,  and  we  have  been  delighted  by  both  student  and 
teacher  reactions.  The  kitchen  facility  at  the  Intermediate  School 
has  made  possible  the  continuation  of  our  hot  lunch  program  at 
reasonable  rates  to  students  despite  skyrocketing  food  and  supplies 
costs. 

We  close  by  once  again  expressing  our  sincere  appreciation  of 
the  continued  support  of  all  within  our  community.  It  was  heart- 
ening to  witness  the  enthusiastic  response  of  the  youngsters  and 
parents  of  both  Plymouth  and  Carver  as  the  intermediate  school  age 
youngsters  moved  out  of  the  Town  provided  schools  and  into  the 
exciting  new  Regional  facility.  Once  again  we  are  thankful  for  the 
displayed  efforts  of  cooperation  that  have  made  such  things  possible 
for  our  young  people.

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PLYMOUTH-CARVER  REGIONAL 
SCHOOL  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

For  your  School  Committee  this  has  been  a  year  that  began  with 
the  opening  of  our  new  Intermediate  facility  and  closed  with  our 
intensive  search  for  the  most  sensible  answer  to  our  recognized 
space  needs  at  the  high  school.  It  is  our  belief  that  your  desire  is  to 
have  us  recommend  that  the  Towns  build  that  which  is  found  to  be 
both  educationally  sound  and  fiscally  feasible. 

We  do  want  to  take  this  occasion  to  express  our  thanks  to  the 
professional  staff  of  the  Intermediate  School,  to  the  youngsters  who 
have  shown  such  respect  and  appreciation  for  the  facility,  and  to  the 
parents  of  our  communities  who  showed  remarkable  patience 
during  the  period  of  double  sessions  which  had  preceded  our 
opening. 

Certainly,  the  pride  reflected  in  the  report  of  the  Principal  of  the 
Intermediate  School  is  wholly  justified.  We  have  shared  his  delight 
in  the  great  measure  of  acceptance  that  has  been  accorded  by  the 
citizens  of  Carver  and  Plymouth  and  the  many  members  of  the 
educational  community  who  have  visited  us. 

As  hard  as  it  is  to  believe,  the  school  that  was  opened  in  January 
and  expanded  during  the  months  of  spring  has  already  reached  a 
near-capacity  enrollment.  We  advise  you  at  this  time  that  we  shall 
soon  be  before  you  once  again  requesting  increased  intermediate 
space. 

School  planning  is  both  necessarily  and  advisedly  a  long-range 
activity.  We  have  during  this  past  year  planned  a  major,  but  en- 
tirely temporary,  reorganization  of  our  schools.  We  were  indeed 
fortunate  that  the  School  Committees  of  Carver  and  Plymouth 
expressed  a  willingness  to  accept  responsibility  for  Grade  6  classes 
to  be  held  in  the  local  elementary  schools  during  the  1974-75  school 
year. 

This  will  allow  us  to  place  Grade  9  with  Grades  7  and  8  in  the 
Intermediate  School.  We  are  agreed  that  this  can  be  done  on  a 
temporary  basis  without  educational  hurt  to  the  youngsters  in- 
volved in  the  grade  placement  changes. 

This  provided  for  us  a  short  time  allowance  during  which  the 
thinking  of  the  communities  must  be  finalized.  We  have  to  date  been 
most  pleased  by  the  input  of  those  community  members  who  have 
attended  our  meetings,  particularly  to  members  of  the  Student 
Advisory  Council  who  have  been  so  faithful  and  so  delightfully 
creative  in  their  thinking. 

We  are  pleased  to  inform  you  that  our  educational  programs  are 
keeping  pace  with  the  ever-expanding  needs  of  our  communities. 
Plymouth  and  Carver  have  grown  at  unprecedented  rates.  It  is  our 
present  conviction  that  while  growth  may  not  continue  to  be  as 
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spectacular  as  has  been  the  case,  it  is  certainly  not  about  to  stop.  It 
is  therefore  incumbent  upon  us  to  keep  you  continually  apprised  of 
both  present  and  anticipated  school  needs.  Working  together,  we 
are  certain  that  the  Towns  of  Carver  and  Plymouth  will  continue  to 
serve  well  the  educational  needs  of  their  young  people.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE  HIGH  SCHOOL 


Changes  were  apparent  during  the  school  year  1972-73  which 
were  the  results  of  two  factors  —  changes  in  personnel  and  the  in- 
crease in  pupil  enrollment. 

During  the  1972-73  school  year  the  administration  and  faculty 
became  painfully  aware  that  some  drastic  action  was  necessary  to 
deal  with  the  serious  overcrowding  at  the  high  school,  which  was 
certain  to  become  aggravated  in  the  fall  of  1973.  The  School  Com- 
mittee, being  aware  of  the  acute  problem  at  the  high  school,  gave 
the  high  school  administration  permission  to  use  four  classrooms  at 
the  Plymouth-Carver  Intermediate  School  during  the  1973-1974 
school  year,  to  help  alleviate  the  overcrowded  condition. 

During  the  year  there  were  changes  in  personnel  and  the  staff 
also  grew  in  number  as  a  direct  result  of  curriculum  development. 
The  implementation  of  English  elective  course  offerings  for  the 
school  year  1973-74  by  the  English  Department  was  achieved  and 
two  additional  English  teachers  were  added  to  the  department.  Mr. 
Urban  was  assigned  to  teach  health  on  a  full-time  basis.  One  ad- 
ditional math  and  science  teacher  was  added  to  augment  the  staff. 
Miss  Comiskey,  a  member  of  the  Foreign  Language  Dept.,  returned 
from  a  year's  leave  of  absence.  Three  interns  from  Boston  College 
in  the  English;  Social  Science,  and  Foreign  Language  Departments 
were  additions  to  the  staff. 

From  three  to  five  in  the  afternoon,  courses  were  offered  in  the 
areas  of  Art,  Home  Economics,  and  Wood.  This  provided  an  op- 
portunity for  students  who  could  not  schedule  these  courses  in  their 
regular  day  program  to  take  them  in  the  late  afternoon  program. 
Motivation  among  the  students  appears  to  be  high,  making  these 
courses  a  valuable  part  of  the  curriculum. 

Through  the  combined  efforts  of  Mr.  Cummings,  Principal  at 
the  Manomet  Elementary  School  and  Mrs.  Bogle,  high  school 
guidance  counselor,  mini-courses,  predominately  in  the  arts  and 
crafts  subjects,  were  programmed  at  the  Manomet  Elementary 
School.  High  school  students  were  allowed  to  volunteer  for  this 
program  with  the  main  qualifications  being  an  interest  in  children 
and  a  preference  to  assist  in  a  particular  subject  area.  Many  of 
these  students  expressed  an  interest  in  eventually  becoming 
teachers  or  nurses  or  working  in  some  other  capacity  with  children. 

The  Child  Development  Laboratory  initiated  last  year  in  the 
Home  Economics  Department  has  been  expanded.  A  semester  in 
Child  Development  is  offered  which  includes  the  study  of 
development  patterns  of  the  child  and  practical  experience  in  a 
laboratory  situation.  The  students  plan  activities  and  learning 
situations  for  the  pre-school  child. 
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One  of  the  high  spots  of  the  year  was  Spring  Fling,  a  week 
allocated  to  suspension  of  regular  senior  courses  in  favor  of  mini 
courses,  designed  by  the  students  to  assist  in  acquiring  or  im- 
proving avocations. 

The  American  Field  Service  Chapter  sponsored  Martha 
Castaneda  from  Guatemala,  and  we  had  two  other  students  from 
abroad,  namely,  Birgit  Stein,  representing  the  Student  In- 
ternational Service  from  Germany  and  Kristina  Backteman, 
Rotary  Exchange  Student  from  Sweden. 

Successes  of  the  athletic  teams  were  major  highlights  of  our 
sports  program  during  the  year.  The  football  team  shared  the  Old 
Colony  League  Championship  with  Whitman-Hanson.  The 
basketball  team  won  the  league  basketball  championship  and  also 
were  winners  of  the  Division  II  basketball  tournament.  This  victory 
enabled  them  to  compete  in  the  State  Tournament  and  they  were 
victorious  in  two  games  before  losing  to  Rindge-Tech  in  the  final 
game. 

The  members  of  the  Graduating  Class  of  1973  were  extremely 
fortunate  in  receiving  a  total  of  $100,209.58  in  terms  of  scholarships, 
loans,  and  work  guarantees.  Of  this  amount,  $28,004.58  has  been 
given  by  local  groups  in  Plymouth  and  Carver.  Financial  aid  to  the 
1973  graduating  seniors  has  more  than  doubled  this  year  over  last. 
This  generosity  provides  more  students  with  opportunities  to 
continue  their  studies. 

Although  we  have  been  faced  with  certain  difficulties  due  to 
student  growth,  the  teachers  deserve  the  highest  praise  for  their 
efforts  and  cooperation  in  keeping  our  problems  minimal.  I  would 
like  to  express  my  personal  appreciation  to  the  citizens  of  Plymouth 
and  Carver  and  to  many  community  agencies  for  their  support  and 
cooperation.  The  coordinated  effort  by  everyone  involved  assures 
us  that  quality  education  is  our  goal.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
DIRECTOR  OF  PUPIL  PERSONNEL  SERVICES 
1972-1973 

All  services  provided  by  the  Plymouth-Carver  pupil  personnel 
staff  continue  to  be  dedicated  to  a  coordinated  team  approach 
directed  toward  individualized  identification,  planning, 
programming,  and  follow-up  of  children  with  special  educational 
needs.  Other  staff  members  which  have  had  to  adjust  their  work 
schedules  and  methods  to  meet  the  needs  of  their  expanded  case 
loads  are  the  school  psychologist,  attendance  officer,  and  speech 
therapist.  This  commitment  requires  that  we  continue  to  work  with 
students,  parents,  school  staff,  and  community  agencies  utilizing  a 
prevention-oriented  rather  than  a  crisis-oriented  service. 

Major  emphasis  has  been  placed  upon  increasing  lines  of 
communication  between  home,  school,  and  related  community 
agencies  during  the  past  year.  It  is  felt  that  as  we  grow  in 
enrollment  and  in  staff,  we  must  continue  to  improve  upon  our 
communications  capability  if  we  are  to  successfully  serve  our 
children.  The  pupil  personnel  staff  is  greatly  encouraged  by  the 
degree  to  which  parents  and  community  agencies  have  shown  their 
willingness  to  become  involved  on  behalf  of  children.  We  hope  that 
we  can  continue  to  increase  working  relationships  in  this  area  and 
encourage  greater  parental  and  community  involvement. 

The  new  reorganization  of  the  Plymouth  and  Carver  Schools 
and  increased  enrollment  will  make  it  necessary  to  add  counselors 
to  our  staff  next  year,  especially  at  the  elementary  school  level. 
Recommendations  have  also  been  made  for  increased  staff  in  the 
health  service  and  speech  service.  If  we  are  to  continue  to  offer 
adequate  professional  services,  staff  must  be  added  proportionately 
to  increased  school  enrollment. 

The  1972-73  school  year  reflects  a  very  active  period  for  the' 
school  health  staff.  There  also  were  several  major  personnel 
changes  in  the  school  health  staff  during  the  year.  Due  to  the  un- 
timely death  of  Dr.  Frank  Abate,  it  was  necessary  to  reorganize  the 
duties  and  job  description  of  the  school  physician.  The  Pediatric 
Office  of  the  Plymouth  Medical  Center  now  shares  the  responsibility 
of  providing  this  service  through  the  efforts  of  Doctors  Richard 
Elliott,  Marion  Elliott,  C.  James  Gormley,  and  Martin  Gaynor  with 
Dr.  Medora  Eastwood  who  continues  her  valued  service  to  the 
Plymouth  school  children.  We  all  will  sorely  miss  the  personal  and 
dedicated  service  provided  the  children  of  the  Plymouth  and  Carver 
schools  by  Dr.  Abate  for  so  many  years. 

Mrs.  Ruth  Volta  elected  to  retire  at  the  close  of  the  1972-73 
school  year  after  a  long  successful  career  as  a  school  nurse  in  the 
Plymouth  schools  and  Plymouth-Carver  High  School.  Mrs.  Volta  is 
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to  be  commended  for  her  untiring  effort  and  dedication  to  duty  and 
will  long  be  remembered  by  those  fortunate  enough  to  have  been 
associated  with  her.  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Stephen  has  joined  the  staff  of 
Plymouth-Carver  High  School  as  school  nurse.  She  brings  with  her  a 
wealth  of  nursing  knowledge  and  experience  and  continues  to  carry 
on  the  excellent  tradition  of  the  high  school  health  service. 

The  duties  and  responsibilities  of  the  school  psychologist  have 
been  expanded  in  scope  due  to  enrollment  trends  and  new 
legislation  related  to  children  with  special  needs.  Portions  of  this 
new  legislation  entitled  Chapter  766  of  the  General  Laws  have  been 
implemented  during  the  past  school  year  Complete  compliance 
with  the  law  will  be  mandatory  in  September  of  1974.  Chapter  766 
will  require  that  local  school  systems  assume  total  responsibility  for 
all  children  between  the  ages  of  three  and  twenty-one  identified  as 
having  some  educational  deficit  or  special  need.  For  clarity  we  can 
consider  special  needs  students  to  be  those  diagnosed  as 
emotionally  disturbed,  mentally  retarded,  visually  handicapped, 
physically  handicapped,  deaf  or  hard  of  hearing,  perceptually 
handicapped,  and  develop  mentally  disabled.  This  responsibility 
must  include  established  procedures  for  comprehensive  individual 
identification  and  evaluation,  prescriptive  educational  plans  for 
each  child  identified,  related  individualized  educational  programs 
for  these  children  and  complete  parental  involvement. 

The  role  of  tutorial  and  specialized  educational  programs  now 
take  on  an  added  dimension.  Programs  must  include  the  vital 
component  of  attempting  to  integrate  all  students  with  special  needs 
into  a  life  style  which  utilizes  each  child's  maximum  potential. 
Teachers  trained  in  providing  plans  and  programs  for  these 
children  must  now  become  resource  personnel  for  regular 
classroom  teachers  in  the  attempt  to  provide  for  individual  needs  of 
children. 

The  total  staff  has  been  and  will  be  involved  in  developing  new 
approaches  which  are  both  educationally  and  financially  feasible 
through  new  local  programs,  closer  coordination  and  cooperation 
with  private  and  public  agencies  and  through  collaboration  with 
other  communities. 

The  pupil  personnel  staff  has  been  involved  in  a  very  active 
year.  Increases  in  enrollment  and  changing  educational  and 
societal  demands  have  required  a  reevaluation  of  priorities  and 
techniques.  We  wish  to  express  our  gratitude  to  the  citizens  and  the 
cooperating  community  agencies  of  Plymouth  and  Carver  for  their 
willingness  to  assist  us  in  our  attempt  to  provide  for  the  individual 
needs  of  children  in  our  schools.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL 
OF  THE  INTERMEDIATE  SCHOOL 


On  January  2,  1973,  Plymouth-Carver  Intermediate  School 
opened  for  the  first  time  to  the  community's  6th,  7th,  and  8th 
graders.  The  faculty  spent  a  great  deal  of  time  in  preparing 
themselves  and  the  children  for  the  new  building,  and  a  smooth 
transition  was  easily  effected  after  the  holidays.  All  pupils  and 
teachers  had  several  days  to  tour  their  new  school  and  to  become 
familiar  with  the  amenities  of  the  plant.  The  school  community 
developed  rather  quickly  an  appreciation  of  the  fine  building  which 
for  so  many  years  had  been  a  hope  and  a  dream. 

A  number  of  articles  in  local  and  national  publications  heralded 
the  school  and  its  special  advantages  to  the  professional  educational 
community  and  to  the  public.  The  parents  and  citizens  of  Plymouth 
and  Carver  were  invited  to  two  open  house  programs,  during  which 
approximately  4000  persons  toured  the  school.  A  continuous  stream 
of  visitors  has  since  been  through  the  school  to  observe  what  kind  of 
plant  and  educational  program  we  are  offering.  Teachers  and  ad- 
ministrators from  other  towns,  local  businessmen,  children  from 
other  schools,  architects,  school  board  members,  finance  com- 
mitteemen, and  many  others  have  had  access  to  the  school.  PCIS  is 
an  example  and  a  beacon  for  future  schools  that  wish  to  emulate  our 
model  for  upper  elementary  education. 

The  school  has  been  designed  to  serve  other  needs  of  the 
community  in  addition  to  the  daily  program.  The  school  cafeteria 
serves  over  1500  meals  daily  to  the  6th,  7th,  and  8th  graders,  and 
over  1800  to  the  other  schools  in  the  district.  The  bakery  facility  can 
produce  baked  goods  —  cakes,  rolls,  buns,  and  other  breadstuff s  — 
in  remarkable  quantities  and  at  substantial  savings  over  com- 
mercial costs.  There  is  nothing  to  compare  with  the  ambience 
created  by  the  aroma  of  freshly  baked  bread  throughout  the  school! 
The  planetarium  ran  two  evening  adult  classes  in  descriptive 
astronomy,  and  it  served  approximately  5500  pupils  from  grade  1  to 
the  high  school  each  month.  It  remains  one  of  the  most  dramatic 
attractions  and  useful  educational  tools  the  building  possesses. 

The  Instructional  Media  Center,  a  fully  equipped  resource 
replete  with  the  latest  in  educational  electronic  technology,  has 
added  a  unique  dimension  to  the  range  of  educational  opportunities 
for  the  PCIS  children.  It  has  stimulated  children  and  teachers  to 
explore  new  ways  of  approaching  learning,  and  it  has  brought  real 
meaning  to  the  word  "creativity."  Between  programmed  and 
casual  use  of  the  library  and  resource  materials,  including  the 
television  facility,  over  5000  pupils  per  month  are  served  by  the 
IMC. 
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Typing  is  new  to  the  intermediate  age  level,  and  children  at  all 
grade  levels  enjoy  learning  the  basic  techniques  of  communication 
through  personal  typing  courses.  The  typing  lab  is  electronically 
equipped  to  provide  a  wide  range  of  instructional  levels  at  one  time. 
The  school  band  —  complete  with  elegant  uniforms  —  has  been 
molded  into  a  marching  unit  which  very  aptly  represented  the 
school  in  the  Veteran's  Day  parade,  as  well  as  having  been  invited 
to  march  in  other  communities.  The  talent  and  dedication  of  these 
young  musicians  is  a  credit  to  their  school  and  their  community. 

In  general,  the  reactions  of  pupils  and  their  parents  is  one  of 
admiration  and  awe  for  PCIS.  Many  parents  have  commented  that 
they  wish  they  could  go  back  to  school  in  a  building  like  this. 
Children  often  respond  with  a  wide-eyed  "WOW!"  PCIS  is  truly  a 
model  for  the  future,  and  in  all  likelihood  it  will  be  in  the  forefront  of 
upper  elementary  education  for  many  years  to  come.

The  change  in  the  form 
of  Plymouth's  municipal  government  will  never  tell  the  true  story  of 
all  that  these  dedicated  citizens  have  done  for  the  Town  over  the 
years,  but  perhaps  in  some  small  way  this  dedication  acknowledges 
the  enormous  debt  everyone  owes  to  these  people  and  expresses  a 
sincere,  deeply-felt  thanks  for  a  job  well  done. 
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In  Memoriam 

James  A.  White 
1896-1974 

James  A.  White,  well-known  and  highly  respected  citizen  of  our 
town,  died  on  November  12, 1974.  A  native  of  Plymouth,  England,  he 
came  to  the  United  States  when  seventeen  years  of  age.  He  was 
employed  as  a  stone  cutter  by  the  firm  of  Deacon  Brothers  in 
Quincy,  Massachusetts. 

Later  he  was  placed  in  charge  of  their  Plymouth  sales  outlet 
which  he  subsequently  bought  and  operated  until  1962.  At  that  time 
he  sold  the  business  to  Mr.  Robert  C.  Barnicoat,  the  present  owner 
of  the  establishment  on  Court  Street. 

Jimmy  White,  as  he  was  called,  served  the  Town  of  Plymouth 
on  many  commissions  and  committees.  His  long  and  outstanding 
service  on  the  Board  of  Selectmen  from  1931  to  1944,  with  many  of 
these  years  as  Chairman,  is  well-remembered  around  town.  Also, 
his  interest  and  accomplishments  as  head  of  the  Cemetery  Com- 
mission were  favorably  noted.  He  served  for  twenty-six  years  on  the 
Town  Forest  Committee  from  1945  to  1971. 

It  was  largely  through  his  efforts  that  W.P.A.  assistance 
became  available  to  Plymouth.  An  enduring  reminder  is  the  present 
seawall  running  from  the  State  Pier  to  the  Town  Wharf  ap- 
proximately a  quarter  of  a  mile  away.  The  seawall  is  a  popular 
promenade  for  townspeople  and  visitors  who  enjoy  the  fine  view  of 
Plymouth  Harbor. 

In  1934,  James  White  became  a  member  of  the  Old  Colony  Club, 
serving  as  president  in  1939.  He  was  prominent  in  the  Episcopal 
Church,  and  was  an  active  member  of  the  Plymouth  Lodge,  A.F. 
and  A.M. 

He  was  a  veteran  of  World  War  One,  having  enlisted  and  served 
in  France  with  the  Canadian  Forces.

An  employee  receiving  a  promotion  to  a  vacant  position  or  to  a 
new  position  as  defhied  in  Section  4  (b)  shall,  upon  assignment 
resulting  from  such  promotion,  receive  the  salary  in  the  com- 
pensation grade  of  the  vacant  or  new  position  next  above  his 
existing  salary.  If  the  resulting  adjustment  does  not  equal  $100.00

All  members  of  the  Secretarial-Clerical  Association  will  be 
guaranteed  ten  (10)  paid  holidays  as  follows:  New  Year's  Day, 
Washington's  Birthday,  Patriot's  Day,  Memorial  Day,  In- 
dependence Day,  Labor  Day,  Columbus  Day,  Veteran's  Day, 
Thanksgiving  Day  and  Christmas.

(f)  Employees  who  are  eligible  for  vacation  under  these  rules 
and  whose  services  are  terminated  by  dismissal  through  no  fault  or 
delinquency  of  their  own,  or  by  retirement,  or  by  entrance  into  the 
armed  forces,  shall  be  paid  an  amount  equal  to  the  vacation 
allowance  as  earned,  and  not  granted,  in  the  vacation  year  prior  to 
such  dismissal,  retirement,  or  entrance  into  the  armed  forces.  In 
addition,  payment  shall  be  made  for  that  portion  of  the  vacation 
allowance  earned  in  the  vacation  year  during  which  such  dismissal, 
retirement  or  entrance  into  the  armed  forces  occurred  up  to  the 
time  of  the  employee's  separation  from  the  payroll. 

(g)  Absences  on  account  of  sickness  in  excess  of  that  authorized 
under  the  rules  therefor  or  for  personal  reasons  as  provided  for 
under  other  leave,  may,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Department  Head, 
be  charged  to  vacation  leave. 

(h)  An  employee,  unless  receiving  pay  for  such  a  day  or  date 
under  the  provisions  of  Section  17A  of  Chapter  147  or  Section  57A  of 
Chapter  48  of  the  General  Laws,  shall  be  granted  an  additional  day 
of  vacation  if,  while  on  vacation  leave,  a  designated  holiday  occurs 
which  falls  on  or  is  legally  observed  on  Monday,  Tuesday,  Wed- 
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nesday,  Thursday  or  Friday.

ARTICLE  III 

Capital  Outlay  Expenditure  Committee: 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  Capital  Outlay  Expenditures  Committee, 
which  shall  perform  the  duties  set  forth  in  the  following  sections  of 
this  Article  and  be  governed  by  the  provisions  thereof.  Said  Com- 
mittee shall  consist  of  five  (5)  citizens  of  the  Town,  and  shall  be 
appointed  as  provided  in  the  following  sections. 

Section  2.  The  Selectmen  shall  appoint  three  (3)  of  the  original 
members  of  said  Committee,  who  shall  serve  terms  of  one,  two,  and 
three  years  respectively,  as  the  Selectmen  shall  designate.  An- 
nually thereafter,  the  Selectmen  shall  appoint  a  new  member  to 
said  Committee,  who  shall  succeed  the  member  appointed  by  them 
whose  term  then  shall  have  expired,  and  who  shall  serve  for  a  term 
of  three  (3)  years. 

Section  3.  One  member  of  said  Committee  shall  be  appointed  an- 
nually from  among  the  members  of  the  Advisory  and  Finance 
Committee  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Advisory  and  Finance  Com- 
mittee, and  one  member  shall  be  appointed  annually  from  among 
the  members  of  the  Planning  Board  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Plan- 
ning Board. Members  so  appointed  shall  serve  from  the  time  of  the 
appointment  until  the  next  annual  appointment. 

Section  4.  Whenever  any  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  Committee,  it 
shall  be  filled  by  the  appointing  authority  which  appointed  the 
member  whose  position  shall  have  become  vacant.  Any  person 
appointed  to  fill  a  vacancy  in  the  Committee  shall  hold  office  for  the 
unexpired  term  of  the  person  whom  he  succeeds. 

Section  5.  The  Town  Treasurer  shall  be  ex-officio  a  member  and  the 
Town  accountant  may  be  ex-officio  a  member  of  the  Committee. 
They  shall  not  however,  be  entitled  to  vote  on  the  making  of 
recommendations,  to  be  included  in  its  reports.  The  Committee 
shall  choose  its  own  officers,  and  shall  serve  without  compensation. 
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Section  6.  One  member  of  said  Committee  shall  be  appointed  an- 
nually from  among  the  members  of  the  Town  of  Plymouth  School 
Committee  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Town  of  Plymouth  School 
Committee,  and  one  (1)  member  shall  be  appointed  annually  from 
among  the  members  of  the  Plymouth-Carver  Regional  District 
School  Committee  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Plymouth-Carver 
Regional  School  Committee.  Members  so  appointed  shall  serve 
from  the  time  of  appointment  until  the  next  annual  appointment. 
They  shall  not,  however,  be  entitled  to  vote  on  the  making  of 
recommendations,  to  be  included  in  its  reports,  and  shall  serve 
without  compensation. 

Section  7.  All  appointments  shall  be  made  on  July  1  of  each  year. 

Section  8.  The  Executive  Secretary  shall  assist  and  advise  the 
Committee  in  preparing  an  annual  long-range  planning  report  as  set 
forth  in  Chapter  6,Section  5,  Sub-section  6-5-1  of  the  Charter,  dated 
January  3,  1973,  and  entitled  "Capital  Improvements  Program." 
The  Executive  Secretary  shall  not,  however,  be  entitled  to  vote  on 
the  making  of  recommendations,  to  be  included  in  its  reports. 

Section  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  to  ascertain  annually 
what  capital  outlays  will  be  required  by  the  Town  during  the  next 
seven  (7)  years.  In  making  this  determination,  it  may  consult  the 
Town,  County,  and  State  Officials,  and  other  boards  and  committees 
of  the  Town.  It  shall  serve  in  advisory  capacity  to  the  ADVISORY 
AND  FINANCE  COMMITTEE  and  shall  make  to  the  Advisory  and 
Finance  Committee  an  annual  report  by  October,  31st  and  such 
further  reports  as  its  deems  advisable,  and  shall  include  in  such 
reports  its  estimate  of  income,  operational  expenses,  and  tax  rates, 
and  its  recommendations  for  scheduling  capital  outlays  and  for  the 
financing  of  such  outlays,  as  in  its  judgment,  cannot  be,  or  should 
not  be,  paid  for  entirely  out  of  current  revenue. 
The  preceding  motion  was  NOT  PASSED.

vote  of  the  Town,  shall  be  filled  in  the  same  manner  as  the  original 
appointment. 
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3)  The  candidates  shall  be  given  the  opportunity  to  express  their 
reasons  for  desiring  to  become  a  member,  and  shall  supply  their 
qualifications  by  letter  or  resume  necessary  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  committee  or  commission  vacancy. 

4)  The  candidates  must  have  resided  at  least  one  year  in  the

The  Charter  was  brought  into  full  play  during 
the  course  of  the  year,  but  the  full  extent  of  the  changes  can  be  seen 
in  capsule  form  by  the  changes  in  the  Board  that  occurred  during 
the  course  of  the  year.  Early  in  the  year,  Mr.  John  F.  Prentice,  a 
long-time  member  of  the  Board  was  replaced  during  the  elections 
by  Mr.  Roger  E.  Silva,  but  before  the  year  was  out  two  other  long- 
standing members  of  the  Board,  Mr.  Sumner  A.  Chapman,  Jr.  and 
Mr.  Paul  W.  Sears  announced  that  they  would  not  run  for  re- 
election, thus  creating  the  situation  where  better  than  half  the 
Board  would  be  replaced  within  a  one  year  span.  This  change  is 
occurring  in  many  ways,  but  these  instances  reflect  the  very  active, 
healthy  state  of  our  representative  form  of  democratic  government. 

The  Board  carried  on  its  usual  business  relating  to  the  issuing  of 
licenses,  permits,  preparation  of  warrants,  the  rental  of  the 
Memorial  Building,  collective  bargaining,  holiday  preparations,  the 
definition  of  a  standard  operating  policy  for  town  departments  as  a 
whole  and  the  appointment  of  townspeople  to  the  various  openings 
that  occurred  on  the  various  boards,  commissions  and  committees 
during  the  course  of  the  year.  Two  major  appointments  were  made 
as  required  by  the  Charter:  Mr.  Richard  A.  Dudman  was  appointed 
as  the  Town's  first  Executive  Secretary  and  Mr.  Felix  A.  Carlino 
was  appointed  as  the  Town's  first  Director  of  Public  Works.  These 
two  key  positions  under  the  Board  should  lead  to  a  definite 
strengthening  of  our  control  over  Town  functioning. 

The  hard  economic  conditions  in  the  country  also  had  their 
impact  on  Plymouth,  our  constant  unemployment  picture  worsened 
with  the  unemployment  level  going  beyond  20  per  cent  by  the  end  of 
the  year.  Government  programs  funded  under  the  Comprehensive 
Employment  and  Training  Act  saw  $2,200,000  given  to  the  Plymouth 
area  for  developing  training  programs  and  creating  public  service 
employment  jobs  to  lessen  the  unemployment  impact  on  the 
community.  The  Board  has  pursued  the  policy  of  using  these  funds 
to  benefit  the  unemployed  as  well  as  the  Town;  hence,  the  emphasis 
on  hiring  has  been  to  provide  planning  assistance  to  the  various 
town  departments  as  well  as  undertaking  many  preventative 
maintenance  programs  within  public  works. 

But  the  real  story  of  1974  was  the  full  implementation  of  the 
Charter.  The  hiring  of  the  Executive  Secretary  and  then  the  Public 
Works  Director  has  forced  the  Town  and  the  Board  to  really  come  to 
grips  with  what  the  Charter  form  of  government  means.  This  can  be 
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seen  in  such  little  occurrances  as  the  development  of  an  agenda  for 
regularizing  the  flow  of  information  handled  by  the  Board  at  its 
weekly  meetings  to  the  beginning  development  of  a  systematized 
means  of  handling  requests  for  street  acceptances,  layouts  and 
subsequent  construction  or  reconstruction.  The  first  example  might 
'      seem  minor,  but  its  eventual  impact  is  not.  By  means  of  this  simple 
device,  it  is  making  the  Board  reflect  on  how  it  uses  its  time  for  the 
Town.  The  main  function  of  the  Board  is  to  determine  policy  that 
will  lead  the  Town  into  a  future  desired  by  the  Town.  It  is  difficult  at 
times  to  recognize  the  distinction  between  this  task  and  that  of 
administering  to  the  Town  departments,  a  job  this  Board  had  to 
assume  prior  to  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Dudman.  There  have  been 
j     times  when  there  has  been  some  disagreement  concerning  these 
I     two  issues,  but  the  healthy  dialogue  between  the  Board  and  the 
I     Executive  Secretary  has  consistently  resulted  in  a  clearer  un- 
derstanding of  these  matters.  In  fact,  the  true  meaning  of  the 
Charter  becomes  a  clearer  reality  as  a  result  of  these  healthy  in- 
terchanges; but  it  has  also  become  abundantly  clear  that  this 
process  will  continue  for  another  one  or  two  years  before  the 
I     townspeople  realize  the  maximum  benefit  the  new  form  of  govern- 
ment opens  up  for  us.  This  has  been  a  new  but  positive  experience 
for  the  Board. 

The  change  in  terms  of  Public  Works  requires  some  comment. 
The  employment  of  a  fuUtime  professional  to  handle  public  works 
items  has  resulted  in  a  definite  advantage  to  the  taxpayer  since  it  is 
possible  to  respond  much  more  quickly  to  requests  for  service.  The 
focus  to  date  has  been  on  bringing  the  building  maintenance, 
engineering,  forestry,  highway,   sanitation,  sewer  and  water 
departments  together  into  one  coherent  public  works  department. 
I     The  benefits  of  this  approach  are  already  evident  from  the  number 
i     of  long-standing  drainage  problems  that  we  have  been  able  to 
i     correct  by  force  account.  At  present  the  department  is  at  work 
I     developing  a  standardized  format  for  handling  street  layouts,  ac- 
ceptances and  maintenance  so  that  a  list  will  be  established  for  each 
category  and  the  taxpayer  will  know  when  his  request  will  be  dealt 
with.  The  central  key  for  this  procedure  is  a  classification  and 
priority  scheme  suggested  by  the  Board. 

Two  further  examples  of  changes  with  far  reaching  con- 
sequences should  be  mentioned.  The  budgetary  process  is  being 
standardized  in  order  to  gain  control  over  the  budgetary  and 
I  spending  cycles  of  the  Town.  The  results  of  Jhis  standardization  will 
i  effect  the  operational  budget,  the  capital  budget,  the  purchasing 
process  and  the  control  and  analysis  of  expenditures  before  the 
actual  committing  of  funds  from  a  given  year's  appropriations. 
There  is  a  certain  amount  of  disruption  that  ensues  from  making 
such  changes,  but  they  are  fundamental  to  bringing  the  control  to 
Town  Government  that  is  sketched  in  the  Charter.  The  second 
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example  concerns  the  negotiating  of  employee  contracts.  The  Board 
hired  a  professional  negotiator  to  handle  contract  negotiations  for 
the  Town  since  negotiating  has  become  a  highly  complex  process 
that  requires  professional  expertise  and  knowledge  that  falls  out- 
side of  the  Board's  capacity. 

There  is  one  sour  note  that  must  be  mentioned.  During  the  year, 
the  revaluation  program  the  Town  had  initiated  a  year  earlier  under 
the  Assessors  came  to  an  abrupt  halt.  The  firm,  the  Laird  Company 
from  Wisconsin,  hired  to  do  the  revaluation  walked  out  in  mid- July 
without  any  advance  notification  to  the  Assessors  or  the  Board.  This 
obviously  produced  a  major  setback  to  the  Town  in  carrying  for- 
ward its  court  ordered  reassessment  to  100  per  cent  full  and  fair 
valuation  throughout  Plymouth.  New  specifications  have  been 
drawn  up  and  a  citizen's  advisory  committee  to  the  Board  of 
Assessors  formed  to  help  in  selecting  a  new  consulting  firm  to 
complete  the  revaluation  program.  The  program  should  be  back  in 
full  swing  in  the  spring  of  1975. 

The  Board  would  like  to  thank  all  the  commissions,  committees, 
officers,  department  members,  town  meeting  members  and  citizens 
who  have  been  and  are  dedicated  to  making  the  Charter  work. 
These  are  the  people  whose  earnest  efforts  create  an  atmosphere 
for  continued  effective  local  government  and  make  Plymouth  the 
community  that  it  is.

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Report  of  the  Personnel  Board 


The  Personnel  Board  held  30  meetings  during  the  1974  calendar 
year.  Several  requests  were  made  during  the  course  of  the  year  for 
reclassifications,  establishment  of  new  positions,  extensions  of 
vacation  and  sick  leave  and  interpretation  of  the  By-Law  by 
department  heads. 

At  the  1974  Annual  Town  Meeting,  the  salaries  of  the  Town 
employees  with  the  exception  of  the  police  and  fire  personnel  were 
increased.  The  increases  amounted  to  30c  per  hour  for  employees  on 
the  hourly  wage,  $12  per  week  for  the  weekly  clerical  group  and  $626 
annually  for  the  annual  salaries  group.  Those  employees  who  are 
classified  in  the  Miscellaneous  Group  which  dial  mainly  with  part- 
time  or  seasonal  employees  were  increased  by  6.5  per  cent  for  the 
annual  salaries  and  30c  per  hour  for  the  hourly  rates. 

Several  changes  were  recommended  and  approved  with  the 
assistance  of  Town  Counsel  in  the  Personnel  By-Law,  The  changes 
were  made  mainly  for  clarification  purposes  of  the  By-Law. 

New  positions  which  were  recommended  and  approved  at  the 
Annual  Town  Meeting  were  Junior  Accountant,  Sr.  Clerk-Assistant 
Town  Collector,  Switchboard  Operator,  Assistant  Park  Superin- 
tendent, Tree  and  Moth  Superintendent  and  Zoning  Field  Inspector. 

Reclassifications  within  the  Water  Department,  Sewer 
Department,  Appeals  Board,  Selectmen's  Office,  Health  Depart- 
ment and  Personnel  Board  were  recommended  to  the  Town  Meeting 
and  approved.  Several  requests  for  reclassification  received  after 
the  Town  Meeting  were  referred  to  our  consultants  to  be  done  with 
the  re-evaluation  of  all  Town  positions. 

The  Town  Meeting  members  approved  money  for  the  Personnel 
Board  to  have  a  complete  re-evaluation  of  all  Town  positions.  This 
work  has  been  started  and  will  be  completed  for  presentation  to  the 
Town  Meeting  members  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting. 
Organizational  changes  which  have  occurred  will  also  be  taken  into 
consideration  during  this  re-evaluation.  Upon  completion  of  the  re- 
evaluation  a  report  will  be  submitted  to  the  Personnel  Board.  The 
Board  will  review  the  findings  of  Evans  Associates  and  in  turn  will 
submit  a  report  to  the  Town  Meeting  members  on  whatever 
decisions  are  made  that  would  affect  any  of  the  positions  of  the 
Town  employees. 

Requests  from  the  Sewer,  Water  and  Police  Departments  were 
received  for  extended  sick  leave.  These  requests  were  approved  on 
the  basis  of  unusual  circumstances,  as  well  as  the  fact  that  the 
employees  involved  had  not  been  abusive  in  their  use  of  sick  leave. 
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Vacation  extensions  were  also  approved  in  the  Veteran's  Agent 
Office,  Public  Safety  Division  of  the  Selectmen's  Office,  Building 
Department  and  Selectmen's  Office.  These  extensions  were  granted 
due  to  the  fact  that  the  employees  were  unable  to  take  their  vacation 
before  the  May  31  deadline. 

At  its  annual  organization  meeting  in  May,  the  Board  elected 
Edward  W.  Santos,  Chairman,  Essio  Fortini,  Co-Chairman  and 
appointed  Dorothy  Zupperoli,  Secretary. 

A  position  of  Assistant  Town  Accountant  has  been  established 
by  the  Board  and  will  be  presented  for  acceptance  at  the  1975  An- 
nual Town  Meeting. 

In  November  1974  a  Special  Town  Meeting  was  held  at  which 
time  the  contracts  for  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments  were 
presented  for  acceptance  by  the  Town  Meeting  members.  The 
Personnel  Board  has  also  approved  of  the  content  of  the  contracts 
and  recommended  the  changes  to  the  Town  Meeting  members.  It 
was  also  recommended  that  the  same  fringe  benefits  be  approved 
for  uniformed  personnel  who  were  not  part  of  the  bargaining  unit. 
The  Board  also  recommended  at  the  Special  Town  Meeting  a 
position  of  Zoning  Agent  thereby  eliminating  the  position  of  Zoning 
Field  Inspector. 

The  implementation  of  the  Charter  made  this  a  busy  year  for 
the  Personnel  Board  and  this  is  expected  to  continue  with  our 
growth  factor.

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Report  of  the  Airport  Commission 


Business  continued  at  a  high  pace  at  the  airport  during  the  year 
of  1974.  Gasoline  sales  exceeded  those  of  the  previous  year  by  36,000 
gallons.  More  tiedown  space  has  opened  up  due  to  the  increase  in 
aircraft  coming  aboard. 

An  Airport  Safety  Committee  has  been  formed  at  the  airport, 
under  direction  of  and  aid  by  the  Federal  Aviation  Administration, 
to  help  further  the  efforts  of  the  airport  commission  in  making 
Plymouth  the  safest  and  best  airport  in  the  State. 

A  very  successful  Airport  FUN-Day,  sponsored  by  the  Kiwanis, 
Rotary,  Lions  and  Aero  Clubs,  in  August,  brought  many  new  local 
citizens  out,  as  well  as  a  great  number  of  long-time  residents. 

Lessee's  at  the  Airport  report  incomes  proving  last  year  to  be 
one  of  their  best.  An  aircraft  painting  facility,  plus  a  ground  school 
training  program  have  been  added  to  the  fixed  base  operators  this 
past  year. 

Business  aircraft  continue  to  use  Plymouth  on  an  ever- 
increasing  basis,  including  many  local  businesses. 

After  last  years  town  meeting,  the  commission  voted 
unanimously,  to  ask  for  town  meeting  approval  on  any  runway 
extension  projects. 

Raymond  Servaes,  resident  of  Black  Cat  Road,  who  has  had 
many  years  of  aeronautical  experience,  was  welcomed  as  a  new 
member  of  the  airport  commission.  His  experience  will  surely  add 
good  ideas  to  the  improvement  of  the  airport.

Report  of  the  Conservation  Commission 


Once  again  the  occasion  arrives  to  present  a  report  of  the 
Conservation  Commission's  yearly  activities,  of  which  there  were 
many.  As  usual,  one  of  the  most  important  of  these  activities  was 
the  regulation  of  wetland  development,  among  the  several  wetlands 
application  conditionally  approved  being  those  of  a  North  Plymouth 
shopping  area  (Cranberry  Mall),  a  public  boat  ramp  at  the 
waterfront,  and  the  construction  of  a  new  boathouse  on  Plymouth 
Beach.  In  addition  to  the  formal  applications  considered  were  many 
field  inspections  of  actual  and  potential  wetlands  importance,  and 
the  review  of  plans  submitted  to  us  through  the  Planning  Board  for 
possible  problems  involving  drainages,  sewage  disposal,  erosion 
control,  ground  water  recharge,  flood  control,  private  or  public 
water  supply,  etc. 

Plymouth  Beach  was  also  an  area  of  concern  to  the  ConCom,  as 
we  continued  our  two  major  programs  of  restoration  and 
stabilization  of  the  outer  dune  area,  the  beach  grass  planting  to 
minimize  wind  erosion  and  the  installation  of  snow  fencing  and  the 
placing  of  used  Christmas  trees  for  sand  retention  to  build  up  the 
1  dunes.  Thanks  to  the  efforts  and  cooperation  of  those  townspeople 
who  donated  their  trees  and  time,  the  latter  program  grows  in- 
creasingly successful  each  year,  with  several  thousand  trees  being 
placed  in  the  most  recent  effort. 

Plantings  of  a  different  nature  were  made  also,  with  the  placing  of 
some  rugosa  rose  on  selected  areas  of  Plymouth  Beach  and 
seedlings  of  various  species  at  the  Russell-Sawmill  Pond  con- 
servation land.  This  latter  area  was  maintained  during  the  summer 
and  fall  months  by  a  work  force  provided  through  a  contract  with 
the  South  Shore  Community  Action  Council,  under  the  supervision 
of  one  of  our  associate  members,  in  contrast  to  previous  years  when 
only  a  part-time  worker  was  employed.  Results  of  this  liaison  were 
promising,  but  delineated  in  particular  the  need  for  a  full-time 
supervisory  employee  to  provide  specific  direction  to  workers  in  the 
absence  of  voluntary  help. 

The  Commission  is  particularly  pleased  to  note  the  establish- 
ment of  a  relatively  large  associate  membership  within  the  past 
year.  We  wish  to  thank  them  all  and  extend  our  hope  that  they  will 
continue  to  make  significant  contributions  in  the  coming  year. 

The  Commission  expended  educational  efforts  during  the  past 
in  several  directions,  including  lectures  to  school  and  civic  groups, 
through  its  sponsorship  of  its  annual  conservation  right,  and 
through  its  support  of  such  activities  as  "antilitter"  days,  Arbor 
Day,  etc.  In  a  more  tangible  fashion,  the  ConCom  is  participating  in 
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the  Town  Brook  beautification  program  (see  warrant  articles)  and 
in  an  erosion  control  program  involving  the  cliffs  area  in  South 
Plymouth,  at  least  one  of  which  will  be  in  cooperation  with  the  state 
and  possibly  include  state  funding. 

Land  purchase  for  conservation  use  is,  of  course,  an  important 
aspect  of  our  work,  and  we  are  presently  developing  a  master  plan 
which  will  allow  us  to  participate  in  state  programs  along  these 
lines  also.  Our  year  was  climaxed  by  the  purchase,  on  Dec.  31st,  of  a 
50  acre  tract  in  South  Plymouth,  and  while  other  purchases  are  in 
progress,  none  have  as  yet  become  final. 

We  would  like  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  all  other 
town  agencies  for  their  aid  in  the  past  year,  and  we  hope  for  con- 
tinued cooperation  from  all  in  the  future.

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Report  of  the  Town  Accountant 


I  submit  herewith  report  of  the  financial  transactions  of  the 
Town  of  Plymouth  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1974  and 
covering  the  18-month  period  from  January  1, 1973  through  June  30, 
1974. 

The  change  in  the  fiscal  cycle  and  the  implementation  of  the 
charter  form  of  government  in  the  Town  of  Plymouth  have  made 
this  a  period  of  many  problems. 

One  of  the  first  financial  problems  to  arise  was  the  question  of 
"free  cash."  Since  the  real  and  personal  taxes  for  the  period  from 
January  to  June,  1974,  were  not  mailed  until  June,  most  of  this 
money  was  still  uncollected  on  June  30,  1974.  Plymouth  was  not 
alone  in  this  predicament  and  special  legislation  (Chapter  837  of  the 
Acts  of  1974)  was  required,  allowing  collections  of  taxes  through 
August  31,  1974  to  be  applied  to  the  formula  for  determining  "free 
cash."  This  resulted  in  a  "free  cash"  figure  of  $2,756,541.38  for  use  in 
fiscal  1975.  Of  this  amount  $234,510  was  appropriated  at  a  special 
town  meeting.

The  members  of  the  new  Board  of  Assessors  established  under 
the  Town  Charter,  held  their  first  meeting  on  August  30,  1974,  im- 
mediately following  their  appointment  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

The  difficulties  involved  in  the  State-mandated  changeover 
from  a  calendar  to  a  fiscal  year,  coupled  with  the  Town's 
revaluation  problems  and  the  additional  heavy  work-load  created 
by  the  population  explosion,  have  indeed  put  a  strain  on  this  office. 

The  loss  of  the  able  services  of  Assessor,  "Jack"  Shea  when  he  I 
resigned  in  December  was  also  a  severe  set-back.  He  saw  us  I 
through  the  difficult  task  of  processing  abatement  applications  and 
exemptions,  but  just  couldn't  put  the  time  in  to  do  the  job  the  way  he  j 
felt  it  should  be  done  and  still  get  by  on  $2,000  a  year.

During  the  1974  year,  the  Plymouth  Redevelopment  Authority 
elected  the  following  officers:  Mr.  John  Droege,  Chairman;  Mr. 
Robert  WoUner,  Vice  Chairman;  Mr.  James  Pierson,  Treasurer; 
and  Mr.  George  DiLiddo,  Secretary.  Also,  the  PRA  moved  its 
quarters  from  the  side  office  of  the  Safety  Commission  office  to  the 
third  floor  in  the  Town  Office  Building. 

The  last  family  living  in  temporary  facilities  due  to  the  Mass.  R- 
26,  Summer-High  Street  Redevelopment  Project  was  relocated  to 
permanent  Jiousing,  closing  out  all  relocation  of  families  and 
businesses  in  that  project;  also  a  certificate  of  completion  was 
issued  to  the  Governor  Carver  Motor  Inn. 

Undertaken  in  preliminary  stages  was  the  start  of  a  new 
waterfront  proposal.  Initial  steps  of  selecting  a  consultant  for  the 
project,  along  with  the  basic  objectives  of  the  proposal  have  begun. 

Many  thanks  go  out  to  past  PRA  Chairman,  Philip  A.  Capen, 
and  Board  Member,  John  E.  Brooks,  for  their  outstanding  con- 
tributions. 
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Report  of  the  Design  Review  Board 


Stated  below  is  the  Design  Review  Board's  formal  record  for 
the  1974  Plymouth  Town  Report: 

Approaching  the  end  of  its  second  year  of  existence,  the  Design 
Review  Board  continues  in  its  efforts  to  provide  carefully  prepared 
advisory  recommendations  on  Special  Permits  and  Zoning  Ap- 
plications. As  the  Board  becomes  more  visible  and  viable,  the  ex- 
.  pertise  provided  by  its  five  members,  each  of  whom  must  belong  to 
one  of  seven  professional  categories,  has  resulted  in  increasing 
concern  for  excellence  in  architectural  design,  in  general  site 
planning,  and  in  neighborhood  compatibility. 

During  the  past  year,  more  than  100  applications  have  been 
reviewed,  including  seven  Planned  Unit  Developments,  a  major 
shopping  center,  a  home  for  the  elderly  project,  a  cemetery,  and 
many,  many  signs. 

On  at  least  two  major  projects,  the  Design  Review  Board  has 
been  asked  by  the  Board  of  Appeals  to  give  final  review  on  land- 
scaping plans.  In  this  area  the  expertise  of  Robert  Watson,  a 
registered  landscaped  architect,  has  been  invaluable.  Donald 
I  Kibler,  contractor  and  draftsman  who  specializes  in  reproductions 
and  restorations,  continues  to  provide  comprehensive  guidance  on 
site  use  and  general  design,  as  well  as  on  architectural  detailing. 
Amedeo  Collari,  an  attorney,  and  Micki  Loupos,  a  realtor,  both 
completing  their  second  year  on  the  Board,  have  experienced  the 
interpretive  development  in  the  application  of  the  By-Law  and 
provide  a  good  leveling  influence. 

Continuing  to  be  of  great  importance  to  the  Board  is  the  visual 
character  of  the  town,  particularly  as  influenced  by  the  presence  of 
unnecessarily  obtrusive  signs.  In  general,  most  applicants  for  sign 
I  permits  have  found  little  or  no  difficulty  with  the  nonrestrictive  By- 
Law  section  pertaining  to  signs.  Business  people  have  already  been 
planning  their  new  signs  in  the  spirit  of  cooperation  and  concern  of 
the  By-Law,  which  calls  for  the  removal  of  nonconforming  signs  by 
March,  1976.  The  Design  Review  Board  calls  upon  the  people  of 
Plymouth  to  indicate  their  support  for  that  kind  of  civic  spirit  and  to 
make  it  known  to  others  it's  the  will  of  the  people  that  the  By-Law  be 
obeyed.

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Report  of  the  Planning  Board 


In  1974  the  activities  of  the  Plymouth  Planning  Board  were 
conducted  during  the  regular  meetings  held  on  the  second  and  fou- 
rth Mondays  of  themonth,and  during  many  special  meetings  held 
throughout  the  year.  In  addition,  the  Planning  Board  office  at  the 
Town  Offices  was  open  for  business  between  the  hours  of  8:00  a.m. 
and  4:30  p.m.,  Monday  through  Friday,  under  the  direction  of  Mr. 
Ray  Frieden,  Planning  Director  and  Ms.  Sandra  Burton,  secretary. 

At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  held  on  March  2,  1974,  Mr.  Michael 
F.  Babini  was  re-elected  to  the  board  for  a  five-year  term,  and  Mr. 
John  Sherman  Breen  was  elected  to  a  two-year  term.  Mr.  Breen  was 
elected  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  the  former  chairman,  Mr.  David 
Crawley.  Mr.  Crawley's  place  on  the  board  had  been  filled  tem- 
porarily by  Mr.  Allan  T.  Gifford,  Tower  Road,  Plymouth,  Mass.  Mr. 
Gifford  is  a  registered  professional  engineer,  who's  expertise  added 
to  the  range  of  the  board's  considerations.  Mr.  Gifford's  interest  in 
town  activities  have  not,  however,  been  lost  to  the  town,  as  he  was 
recently  appointed  to  serve  on  the  Board  of  Appeals.

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Although  figures  indicate  a  drop  in  the  number  of  subdivisions 
from  1972  and  1973,  the  pressure  for  development  in  Plymouth 
remains  the  same  because  three  major  development  proposals 
were  considered  under  the  1973  Zoning  By-Law.  The  largest  was 
"Plymouth  Landing,"  870 attached  condominium  units;  followed  by 
"Seahill,"  170  single  family  detached,  attached  and  low-rise  multi- 
family  units;  and  ''Headland  at  Plymouth,"  120  low-rise  units,  for  a 
total  of  1700  units  proposed  for  Plymouth. 

In  addition,  144  plans  claiming  that  approval  under  the  sub- 
division control  law  was  not  required  were  examined  involving 
approximately  287  additional  lots.  Of  these,  137  were  signed,  and  the 
remainder  refused  as  they  constituted  subdivisions. 

In  accordance  with  the  new  zoning  by-law,  the  board  m-ade 
reports  to  the  board  of  appeals  concerning  all  applications  for 
variances  and  special  permits. 

The  board  voted  at  the  April  1,  1974,  meeting  to  recommend 
approval  of  an  amendment  to  the  zoning  by-law  which  would 
require  developers  of  a  proposed  project  to  submit  to  the  Board  of 
Appeals  an  impact  statement.  Its  purpose  is  to  insure  that  adequate 
town  services  are  available,  and  adverse  ecological  effects  are 
minimized  before  a  building  permit  is  issued.  The  amendment  was 
adopted  at  the  Town  Meeting  of  April  22,  1974,  and  approved  by  the 
attorney  general  July  30,  1974. 

At  the  meeting  of  June  17,  1974,  the  Board  approved  the  em- 
ployment of  Mr.  Rex  Vangordan  and  Mr.  Fred  Wilbur  to  work  in  the 
Planning  Board  Office  for  the  summer  months.  Their  task  was  to 
prepare  a  series  of  maps  detailing  traffic  and  parking,  streets, 
subdivisions,  town -owned  land,  easements,  and  schools  in  the  town 
of  Plymouth.  In  addition,  they  prepared  maps  showing  town  growth, 
development  potential,  population  by  village  centers,  town  roads, 
town  water  and  town  sewerage.  These  maps  provided  the  basis  for  a 
series  of  discussions  between  the  Planning  Board  and  the  Plymouth- 
Carver  Regional  School  Committee  concerning  anticipated 
residential  development  patterns  and  the  impact  of  alternative  sites 
for  a  new  high  school  on  the  village  centers  plan. 

Finally,  the  board  has  participated  in  a  number  of  activities 
related  to  long-range  planning. 

1.  Discussions  with  the  Regional  Shool  Committee  and 
Elementary  School  Building  Committee  as  to  the  relationship  of  the 
village  centers  concept  to  their  school  site  decisions  and  the  in- 
formation and  services  available  from  the  planning  department. 

2.  Cooperating  with  the  State  DPW  in  planning  a  regional  tourist 
information  center  in  Plymouth. 

3.  Searching  for  a  more  appropriate  location  for  the  elderly 
housing  project. 


/ 
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4.  Reviewing  and  commenting  on  a  number  of  state  programs 
which  may  affect  the  town,  such  as: 

—  A  north-south  system  of  bicycle  paths. 

—  A  prepared  water  resources  study  for  the  area  extension  of 
Route  25. 

—  A  proposal  for  a  model  rural  public  transportation  study. 

5.  Assembling  information  concerning  environmental  issues 
and  open  space  planning  for  use  in  future  planning  efforts.  This 
information  was  instrumental  in  an  application  to  the  federal 
government  for  funds  to  plan  erosion  control  measures  in  the 
Cedarville  Landing  area  of  Plymouth. 

In  spite  of  the  slowdown  in  construction,  the  Planning  Board 
has,  if  anything,  increased  its  activities  by  increasing  the  number  of 
areas  in  which  its  actively  participates.  The  board  and  its  staff  feel 
that  its  efforts  at  coordinating  individual  projects  to  serve  as  many 
needs  as  possible,  and  to  bring  to  light  long-range  consequences  of 
decisions  are  already  beginning  to  have  a  positive  affect  and 
promise  to  continue  these  efforts  in  the  coming  year.

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Report  of  the  Community  Nurse  Association 


The  Annual  Nursing  Service  Report  of  the  Plymouth  Com- 
munity Nurse  Association,  from  January  1,  1974  to  December  31, 
1974,  is  herewith  submitted. 

During  the  12-month  period,  our  nurses  made  a  total  of  8417 
visits  to  patients  in  Plymouth,  Kingston  and  Duxbury.  Of  the  5717 
Plymouth  visits,  4685  were  skilled  nursing  care  and  1032  were  made 
in  behald  of  the  Plymouth  Board  of  Health.  1145  visits  were  made  to 
recipients  of  Public  Assistance  and  2096  were  to  patients  on 
Medicare. 

Eleven  Well  Child  Conferences  were  held  in  Plymouth  in  1974,  at 
a  local  church  parish  hall.  A  total  of  252  infants  and  preschool 
children  were  seen  and  examined  by  our  WCC  pediatrician.  Forty- 
nine  tuberculin  skin  tests  were  applied  and  286  immunizations  were 
given  at  these  conferences. 

Ten  immunization  clinics  were  held  at  the  Plymouth  Town 
House,  at  which  151  various  immunizations  were  given  by  the  Board 
of  Health  physician,  assisted  by  the  PCNA  nurses. 

Ten  Chest  X-ray  clinics  were  held  at  the  Jordan  Hospital.  Of  the 
171  people  who  were  x-rayed  and  examined,  134  were  from 
Plymouth. 

Thirty-five  Plymouth  patients  received  a  total  of  190  Physical 
Therapy  treatments;  three  patients  received  57  Speech  Therapy 
Treatments  and  two  patients  received  five  Occupational  Therapy 
Treatments. 

In  addition  to  the  above  statistics,  453  tuberculin  skin  tests, 
(MANTOUX),  were  given  in  the  PCNA  office,  for  food  handler, 
nursing  home  and  school  personnel  certification.  352  were  from 
Plymouth. 

The  Greater  Brockton-Plymouth  Homemaker  Service,  in 
cooperation  with  our  agency,  served  a  number  of  Plymouth  patients 
for  a  total  of  1907  Home  Health  Aide  visits. 

In  cooperation  with  the  Plymouth  Council  on  Aging,  Geriatric 
Counseling  sessions  were  held  at  Castle  Court,  Southfield,  Memorial 
Hall  and  the  Drop-In  Center  on  Court  Street,  A  number  of  residents 
received  health  counseling  from  our  nurses  for  a  total  of  771  visits. 
The  PCNA  also  assisted  with  the  Hard  of  Hearing  Testing  Program, 
held  in  Plymouth  June  23,  24  and  25.  Two  influenza  immunization 
clinics  were  held  in  October,  at  which  410  residents  received  the  Flu 
Vaccine. 

The  PCNA  continues  to  serve  the  three  communities  of 
Plymouth,  Kingston  and  Duxbury  with  a  comprehensive  Public 
Health  Program.  Our  agency  organizes  and  staffs  the  Well  Child 
Conferences,    immunization    clinics,    tuberculin    skin  testing 
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programs,  Flu  clinics,  and,  as  of  April,  1974,  the  Lead  Poison 
Screening  Program. 

Maternal  and  Child  Health  supervision  remains  an  integral  part 
of  our  Public  Health  work.  We  continue  to  do  health  promotion  in  all 
age  groups,  disease  prevention  and  communicable  disease  control, 
as  recommended  by  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health. 

In  addition,  the  PCNA  Staff  makes  home  visits  to  teach  and  to 
give  direct  care  to  the  ill,  under  a  physician's  plan  of  care;  and 
Physical  Therapy,  Speech  Therapy  and  Occupational  Therapy  are 
available  through  the  PCNA.  The  nurse  works  closely  with  all 
health  related  agencies. 

The  PCNA  is  certified  annually  by  a  representative  of  the 
Division  of  Health  Care,  Mass.  Department  of  Public  Health,  for 
eligibility  to  participate  in  the  Medicare  and  Medicaid  Programs. 

Continuing  education  is  a  high  priority  for  our  staff,  to  maintain  a 
high  quality  of  nursing  care.  Consultation  with  the  Mass.  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Health  is  done  on  a  regular  basis. 

Our  nurses  have  continued  to  attend  seminars  and  conferences 
throughout  the  year,  to  keep  abreast  with  current  nursing  in- 
formation and  to  help  us  improve  our  nursing  service. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  Plymouth  Board  of  Selectmen,  the 
Plymouth  Board  of  Health,  the  School  Department,  the  Council  on 
Aging  personnel,  and  the  many  volunteers  and  friends  of  the  PCNA, 
for  their  continued  support  and  cooperation.

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Report  of  Mosquito  Control  Project 


In  reporting  the  Project's  activities  for  1974,  we  have  been  able 
to  continue  our  primary  objectives  in  each  town  or  city.  Namely,  the 
reduction  of  the  mosquito  population  at  source  of  breeding.  This  was 
accomplished  by  water  management  projects  and  periodic  treat- 
ment of  known  breeding  areas. 

Light  snows  coupled  with  normal  rainfall  produced  a  moderate 
influx  of  mosquitoes  in  the  earlier  part  of  the  season.  Dry  weather 
became  more  prevalent  in  July,  and  with  a  complete  and  com- 
prehensive program  carried  out  by  the  Project  using  thermal  and 
aerosol  foggers,  mist  blowers  and  periodic  treatment  of  breeding 
areas,  the  mosquito  population  decreased  considerably. 

Although  the  possible  vector  counts  of  mosquitoes  was  very  low, 
two  cases  of  Eastern  Equine  Encephalitis  were  reported  in 
Plymouth  County.  These  cases  were  confirmed  by  the  State 
Department  of  Communicable  Diseases;  one  of  which  was  a  human 
case,  the  other  a  horse.  Mist  blowers  and  ultra-low  volume  aerosol 
foggers  were  used  by  the  Project  in  immediate  response  to  the 
troubled  areas.  The  State  Department  of  Public  Health  with  in- 
formation supplied  by  the  Lakeville  Encephalitis  Field  Station  and 
the  cooperation  of  Plymouth  County  Mosquito  Control,  undertook  an 
aerial  spray  program  in  mid-September.  This  included  parts  of 
Plymouth,  Bristol  and  Norfolk  Counties  and  covered  82,505  acres. 
The  cycle  was  broken  and  no  further  cases  were  reported. 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  total  work  accomplished  in 
Project  towns  in  the  past  year  in  Plymouth  County.  Aerial  spray 
8,260  acres,  ground  spray  34,730  acres,  hand  spray  915  acres, 
catchbasins  treated  11,700,  hand  clearing  of  streams  62,975  feet, 
inland  and  salt  marsh  maintenance  of  streams  and  ditches  with 
power  equipment  26,760  feet. 

The  fine  cooperation  of  your  town  officers  and  department 
heads  has  been  most  gratifying.

It  hardly  seems  necessary,  and  even  a  little  boring,  to  point  out 
that  1974  was  a  year  of  startling  growth  for  Plymouth  and  its 
libraries.  It  has  also  been  a  year  of  continuing  and  sometimes  un- 
settling change.  Material  circulation  rose  25  per  cent  in  the  whole 
system  with  129  per  cent  at  the  Manomet  Branch  alone  and  51  per 
cent  increase  in  the  circulation  of  Children's  materials.  Increased 
demands  for  library  services  from  research  help  to  storytelling 
,  have  place  increased  burdens  on  the  staff.  With  the  economic  pic- 
ture less  than  good,  these  demands  for  services,  which  traditionally 
increase  in  hard  times,  will  make  1975  another  year  of  dramatic 
change  and  growth. 

In  May,  Mr.  Jack  Smith,  long-time  President,  retired  from  the 
Library  Board.  The  Library  is  grateful  for  his  generosity  in  giving 
so  much  of  his  time  in  this  time  of  transition.  In  July,  Library 
Director,  H.  Mark  Titus  resigned.  During  his  tenure  as  Director, 
Mr.  Titus  had  worked  with  the  Library  Board  of  Directors  in  for- 
mulating several  key  plans  for  change,  especially  those  creating 
library  facilities  in  the  audio-visual  field,  expanding  library  service 
in  the  Manomet  Branch,  and  beginning  the  job  of  reorganizing 
administrative  and  office  procedures.  Sara  A.  Scribner,  who  had 
joined  the  staff  as  Assistant  Director  in  April,  was  named  Acting 
Director  and  then  in  October,  Library  Director. 
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The  Summer  Children's  Program,  greatly  expanded  this  year, 
offered  a  supervised  reading  program  as  well  as  weekly  programs 
with  featured  speakers,  films,  and  an  Award  Day.  250  fourth,  fifth 
and  sixth  graders  participated  regularly. 

The  Library  continued  its  work  and  cooperation  with  the  public 
schools  through  Lois  Wood's  storytelling  activities;  books  lent  for 
classroom  use;  and  special  orientation  and  research  lectures  for 
high  school  students. 

Mrs.  Laurie  Frazier,  Young  Adults  Librarian,  has  been 
especially  active  during  1974  in  building  and  increasing  a  special 
collection  for  teenagers  at  both  library  buildings. 

Community  outreach  work  was  as  popular  as  ever  with  bi- 
weekly visits  to  local  nursing  homes  as  well  as  the  book  deposit 
collections  for  the  elderly  housing  projects  and  the  Plymouth 
County  House  of  Correction. 

The  Library  is  fortunate  in  benefitting  from  the  services  of  sev- 
eral volunteer  groups.  The  Retired  Senior  Volunteer  Program  has 
provided  several  able  volunteers  who  help  with  book  mending.  The 
Pre-School  Story  Hour,  under  the  leadership  of  Sandy  Moreland  and 
Jean  Coombs,  created  and  staffed  by  fifty  members  of  the  Friends 
of  the  Library,  provided  stories,  crafts,  games  and  other 
educational  experiences  throughout  the  school  year. 

Again  this  year  the  Library  participated  in  Neighborhood  Youth 
Corps  and  Manpower  Programs,  providing  work  experiences  for 
five  individuals. 

As  school  systems  turn  out  more  sophisticated  learners,  the 
public  library  finds  itself  increasingly  involved  in  the  whole  range  of 
information  sources.  Expansion  into  the  audio- visual  field  this  year, 
has  been  especially  rewarding.  The  library  can  now  offer,  free  of 
charge,  the  use  of  its  16  mm  projector  to  organized  groups  and  can 
plan  film  series,  video  playback,  and  provide  tapes  of  TV  programs 
for  the  use  and  entertainment  of  the  public. 

The  renting  of  two  stores  for  the  Manomet  Branch  Library  on 
Point  Road  doubled  the  space  available  for  material  and  special 
library  programs.  Although  it  was  a  bitter-sweet  experience  leaving 
Bartlett  Hall  which  had  been  the  Library's  home  for  so  long  and 
which  bore  the  name  of  a  family  always  generous  in  its  support  of 
the  library,  the  increased  circulation  (plus  300  per  cent  per  month) 
and  new  registrations  (150  in  three  months)  justify  this  move.  The 
Branch  Library  expects  to  continue  its  development  into  a  full- 
service  branch  in  1975.

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Report  of  Council  on  Aging 


During  1974,  Massachusetts  became  one  of  the  first  states  in  the 
nation  to  establish  a  cabinet-level  Department  of  Elder  Affairs.  As 
the  state  committed  itself  to  change  public  policy  in  the  treatment 
of  the  elderly,  local  councils  on  aging  likewise  assumed  the  role  of 
advocates  for  change  in  public  policy. 

Plymouth  Council  on  Aging  conducted  public  forums  wherehv 
opportunities  were  given  senior  residents  of  our  town  to  provide 
input  on  public  issues ;  it  brought  the  collective  voice  of  the  elderly 
to  the  town  meetings ;  it  spoke  in  their  behalf  before  the  Plymouth 
Housing  Authority;  and  it  collaborated  with  the  town  boards  and  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Community  Affairs  for  a  better 
quality  of  life  in  public  housing  for  the  elderly. 

For  the  first  time,  a  new  vehicle  for  transportation  of  the  elderly 
was  recommended  by  the  Finance  Committee  and  so  voted  by  town 
meeting  members.  Two  vehicles  continue  to  provide  free  bus  ser- 
vice. Aim  of  our  shuttle  bus  program  is  to  keep  the  elderly  mobile 
after  retirement  so  they  can  continue  to  do  their  own  shopping,  hold 
professional  appointments,  attend  club  meetings,  get  to  the 
nutrition  site  for  the  hot  meals  and  commute  to  their  RSVP 
volunteer  jobs. 

The  daily  passenger  log  has  shown  a  continued  increase  in  use 
of  the  shuttle  service.  The  following  comparative  figures  demon- 
strate a  growing  use  of  this  service  over  the  past  two  years :

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Health  maintenance  clinics  were  conducted  monthly  for  four 
locations  under  contract  with  the  Plymouth  Community  Nurse 
Association.  A  total  of  750  elderly  were  seen  by  the  Community 
Nurse  for  checks  of  blood  pressure,  diet,  weight  and  medication.  A 
count  of  410  elderly  took  the  flu  shots  provided  by  the  Council  on 
Aging.  The  Boston  Guild  for  the  Hard  of  Hearing  tested  132  elderly 
in  its  mobile  unit.  Of  these,  81  failed  and  were  able  to  obtain  proper 
hearing  care. 

A  hot  meals  program  for  the  elderly  is  conducted  in  the 
cafeteria  of  Plymouth-Carver  Intermediate  School  in  accordance 
with  provisions  of  Chapter  1168  of  the  Acts  of  1973.  Seniors  pay  fifty 
cents  for  the  same  menu  served  to  students.  Meals  are  available  on 
all  school  days.  The  shuttle  bus  service  is  used  for  transportation  to 
the  school. 

On  April  30,  1974,  terms  of  office  on  the  Council  expired  for 
Ronald  W.  Butterfield,  Helen  F.  McDonald  and  Elizabeth  A. 
Holmes.  These  three  members  were  among  the  original  appointees 
to  the  Council  on  Aging  and  had  put  in  many  hours  of  work  when  our 
programs  and  staff  were  getting  off  the  ground.  The  following  three 
new  members  were  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  on  May  15 : 
Medora  V.  Eastwood,  M.D.,  Diana  M.  Vincent  and  Helene  M. 
Regan.  On  August  1,  Attorney  Robert  L.  Shea  tendered  his 
resignation  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen;  and  on  August  28,  Roy  B. 
Bradley  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

In  closing  this  report,  we  hereby  publicly  thank  our  Selectmen 
and  town  voting  members  who  brought  the  Council  on  Aging  into 
being  and  continue  to  sustain  our  programs  each  year  by  approving 
a  meaningful  budget.  We  are  especially  grateful  to  the  dedicated 
volunteers  who  give  so  many  hours  of  their  time  without  pay.  The 
generosity  that  sustains  our  providers  from  Council  members  and 
staff  down  to  the  last  volunteer  has  made  the  programs  of  the  past 
year  possible.

Plymouth  Housing  Authority 
Annual  Report 


The  beginning  of  1974  found  the  Housing  Authority  ap- 
parently close  to  obtaining  the  permit  from  the 
Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  which  is  required  for  the  construction  of 
the  third  Housing  Project  for  the  Elderly,  to  contain  one  hundred 
units.  Financing  had  already  been  arranged  and  the  funds  were  in 
the  possession  of  the  Authority.  A  certain  amount  of  opposition  to 
the  chosen  site  at  Nick's  Rock  Road  was  being  expressed  in  the  local 
newspaper,  the  objection  being  that  the  site  was  too  remote  from  the 
center  of  town  and  human  activities.  Necessary  engineering  and 
architectural  services  already  paid  for  on  the  Nick's  Rock  Road  site 
amounted  to  more  than  $50,000.  The  suggestion  was  made,  and 
espoused  by  the  newspaper,  that  the  Authority  instead  acquire  the 
property  of  the  Sisters  of  Divine  Providence  at  130  Court  Street  for  a 
price  of  $400,000.  The  said  property  consisted  of  about  six  acres  of 
land  and  two  buildings  formerly  used  as  school  buildings,  and  in 
excellent  condition.  The  Authority  was  unanimously  opposed  to  the 
expenditure  of  $400,000  for  acquiring  the  site.  Neither  of  the 
buildings,  as  excellent  as  they  are,  is  readily  adaptable  to  the 
construction  of  one  hundred  apartments,  although  it  may  have  been 
possible  to  have  used  part  of  one  for  the  community  room.  In  the 
opinion  of  the  Authority,  the  advantage  to  be  gained  by  being 
comparatively  close  to  the  downtown  area  was  more  than  coun- 
terbalanced by  the  expense,  which  would  amount  to  $4,000  per  unit 
for  site  acquisition.  Department  of  Community  officials  joined  in 
pressuring  the  Authority  on  the  Court  Street  site,  and  eventually 
insisted  that  we  hire  a  site-finder  to  examine  and  evaluate  possible 
sites  in  the  town.  Accordingly,  the  Authority  hired  Mr.  Romeo 
Carletti,  who  began  a  systematic  search  for,  and  analysis  of, 
available  sites.  As  an  end  result,  he  reported  that  the  most  desirable 
site,  if  expense  were  no  object,  was  the  Court  Street  site;  the  next 
most  desirable  was  the  property  of  the  Archdiocese  of  Boston 
contiguous  to  the  Castle  Hill  Project  for  the  Elderly,  and  the  third 
most  desirable  was  the  Nick's  Rock  Road  site.  Church  officials 
informed  the  Authority  that  the  site  near  Castle  Hill  was  not 
available  for  sale,  and  it  therefore  appeared  at  the  end  of  the  year 
that  the  Authority  was  back  where  it  started:  the  Court  Street  site 
too  expensive,  the  church  site  not  available,  and  the  Nick's  Rock 
Road  site  next  in  line.  As  of  the  writing  of  this  report,  the  Depart- 
ment of  Community  Affairs  has  not  yet  permitted  work  to  resume 
on  the  Nick's  Rock  Road  site.  The  Authority  has  lost  a  minimum  of 
one  year's  time  in  providing  one  hundred  more  housing  units  for  the 
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elderly,  at  a  time  when  the  elderly  poor  are  feeling  the  pinch  of  high 
rents  and  low  income  more  than  ever  before.  The  Authority  is 
working  to  end  the  impasse  and  hopes  that  next  year's  report  will 
show  the  project  under  construction. 

In  addition  to  administering  one  hundred  ten  units  of  housing  for 
the  elderly  and  forty  units  of  Veteran's  housing,  the  Authority  at  the 
end  of  1974  owned  seven  single-family  homes  outright  and  was 
leasing  seventeen  apartments.  This  was  an  increase  of  six  pur- 
chased homes  and  ten  leased  apartments  in  the  one  year.  As  1974 
ended,  the  Authority  was  looking  into  the  feasibility  of  one  or  more 
community  residences  for  mentally  handicapped  persons.  With  the 
trend  in  mental  health  areas  toward  deemphasizing  institutions, 
such  as  Taunton  State  Hospital,  a  need  is  arising  for  such  com- 
munity residences.  The  Housing  Authority  has  no  intention  of 
operating  such  a  residence,  which  it  feels  is  beyond  its  competence; 
but,  is  looking  into  the  feasibility  of  owning  such  buildings  for 
operation  by  competent  personnel  under  the  guidance  of  the 
Department  of  Mental  Health. 

A  sort  of  a  silver  lining  to  the  delay  in  construction  of  the  third 
elderly  housing  project  —  perhaps  not  particularly  consoling  to  old 
people  waiting  to  get  in  —  was  that  the  Authority  in  this  period  of 
very  high  interest  rates  was  able  to  invest  the  construction  funds  at 
a  return  of  more  than  $200,000  annually.  That  exceptionally 
favorable  market  for  investment  no  longer  exists,  and  everything 
seems  to  suggest  that  the  time  has  come  for  progress  on  our  badly 
needed  one  hundred  apartments  for  the  elderly  of  low-income.  The 
necessary  zoning  permit  was  obtained  in  May  of  1974,  and  thus  no 
local  obstacle  remains. 

We  publish  below  the  balance  sheets  for  the  various  projects 
which  are  identified  by  number,  as  follows:  200-1,  Veteran's 
Housing;  667C,  present  Elderly  Housing;  667-3,  proposed  Elderly

The  Board  of  Retirement  presents  herewith  its  report  covering 
the  activities  of  the  Contributory  Retirement  System  for  the 
calendar  year  1974. 

Amendments  to  Chapter  32  enacted  in  1974: 

Chapter  249  amends  Section  22  (1)  (b).  This  act  requires  that 
any  employee  who  enters  the  service  of  the  town  and  establishes 
membership  after  January  1,  1975,  shall  contribute  7%  of  his 
regular  compensation  as  retirement  deductions.  An  interpretation 
of  this  act  has  been  promulgated  by  the  Division  of  Insurance 
covering  transfers,  make-up  payments,  etc. 

Chapter  459  amends  several  sections  of  Chapter  32  with  regard 
to  survivor  benefits  for  certain  full-time  students  between  the  ages 
of  18  and  21.  Notices  have  been  sent  out  to  all  retirees  and  survivors 
with  dependent  children,  notifying  them  of  their  responsibility  in 
keeping  the  Retirement  Board  informed  of  the  status  of  dependent 
children. 

Chapter  724  amends  Section  102  relative  to  cost-of-living 
payments  to  retired  public  employees.  It  requires  that  cost-of-living 
payments  be  added  to  the  regular  monthly  checks.  However,  since 
it  is  unlikely  that  the  data  will  be  available  in  January  to  determine 
the  percentum  changes  the  January  checks  will  not  reflect  this 
change.  As  soon  as  the  figures  are  available,  the  changes  will  be 
made  retroactive  to  January  1,  1975. 

There  were  nine  non-contributory  pensioners  and  three 
beneficiaries  receiving  retirement  allowances  from  the  Town  as  of 
December  31,  1974.

Effective  on  January  1,  1975,  under  the  provisions  of  the. New 
State  Building  Code  of  Massachusetts,  the  fire  prevention  division  is 
charged  with  the  issuance  of  permits,  inspection,  approval,  and 
enforcement  of  automatic  fire  warning  systems  in  buildings  and 
structures  occupied  for  residential  purposes. 

The  installation  of  such  systems  is  mandatory  under  this  law, 
Chapter  214  of  the  Acts  and  Resolves  of  1974  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts. 

The  demands  upon  the  fire  prevention  division  by  the  addition  of 
new  State  Laws  and  regulations  have  made  the  inspection  and  fire 
prevention  programs  of  the  department  a  full-time  operation,  for 
the  fire  prevention  officer.  It  is  expected  that  while  he  has  certain 
firefighting  duties  along  with  the  fire  prevention  activities,  his 
duties  may  become  limited  to  Fire  Prevention  entirely  in  the  near 
future.

BUILDING  MAINTENANCE: 

The  exterior  surfaces  of  the  Manomet  and  Cedarville  Stations 
were  completed  in  1974,  including  all  doors,  windows,  etc.  Three 
new  door  panels  were  installed  in  one  overhead  door  at  the 
Cedarville  station.  The  painting  program  provided  for  in  the  1974 
budget  is  now  completed. 

The  septic  system  at  the  Manomet  Station  proved  to  be 
inadequate  for  use  of  a  24  hr.  operated  station.  Temporary  repairs, 
etc.,  were  accomplished  this  year.  A  report  was  forwarded  to  the 
Public  Works  Department  and  a  permanent  solution  is  being 
established  to  eliminate  this  problem. 

The  North  Station  (Spooner  Street)  rebuilding  program  was 
completed  in  early  1974  and  returned  to  service.  This  station  is  in- 
deed sound  and  capable  of  serving  the  Fire  Department  functions 
for  many  years  into  the  future.  Some  additional  slate  shingle 
replacement  was  necessary  due  to  the  action  of  a  high  wind  storm. 

The  heating  systems  at  all  stations  were  serviced  completely  at 
the  start  of  the  current  heating  season. 

The  temporary  shoring  installed  at  Headquarters  to  brace  the 
apparatus  floor  is  proving  problematical  requiring  constant  ap- 
plication to  maintain  its  integrity. 
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With  a  rebuilding  plan  for  the  Headquarters  Station  being  ad- 
vanced for  the  April  1975  Town  Meeting,  a  permanent  solution  to 
this  vital  need  and  problem  area  is  anticipated.  Hopefully,  revenue 
sharing  funds  may  be  applied  for  such  purpose. 

FIRE  ALARM  DIVISION: 

Peter  Gage,  Radio  Electronic  &  Fire  Alarm  Technician 

The  fire  alarm  system  is  undergoing  both  an  improvement  and 
overhaul  of  the  existing  system  and  several  important  extensions  by 
way  of  new  construction. 

To  be  completed  in  1975  is  the  construction  of  new  lines  to  the 
New  West  School,  the  new  Fire  Station  on  Route  44,  the  Manomet 
Elementary  School,  the  South  School,  and  the  industrual  park  off 
Cherry  Street. 

The  construction  of  the  damaged  overhead  lines  serving  the 
Jordan  Hospital  have  been  completed.  This  is  entirely  new. 

The  work  of  improveing  our  existing  alarm  system  is  continuing 
with  many  steps  underway.  This  will  be  an  on  going  program  for 
some  time.  Until  recently  the  system  was  kept  operational  almost 
on  an  emergency  approach.  A  sound  maintenance  and  construction 
program  is  being  established.  In  the  future  under  this  Technician, 
the  department  will  bring  our  fire  alarm  system  to  its  required 
optimum  level  of  reliable  effectiveness. 

Throughout  the  Town  over  $25,000,000  of  real  estate  is  directly 
connected  to  the  department's  municipal  fire  alarm  system,  ex- 
clusive of  the  Pilgrim  Station  and  the  Cordage  Park,  which 
represents  a  tremendous  investment  similarly  protected.

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1974  Annual  Report  of  the  Harbor  Master 


We  were  very  fortunate  to  have  had  another  open  harbor  this 
winter.  This  enabled  our  commercial  fishing  boats  to  make  more 
trips  during  this  season,  also  for  pleasure  boats  to  go  on  their 
moorings  earlier  thus  making  a  longer  boating  season.  Despite  the 
fuel  shortage  both  pleasure  and  commercial  boats  managed  to 
operate  without  any  disruptions. 

After  several  public  hearings,  the  Director  of  Marine  Fisheries, 
directed  that  the  harbors  of  Plymouth,  Kingston  and  Duxbury  be 
closed  to  fish  dragging  and  gill  netting.  The  primary  purpose  of  this 
directive  was  to  stop  the  depletion  of  flounder  and  codfish  in  this 
area,  as  these  species  are  believed  to  breed  in  these  areas. 

Unfortunately  our  boating  season  started  with  the  loss  of  two 
men  being  drownedwhile  they  were  caught  in  a  spring  gale.These 
were  the  only  drownings  in  the  harbor  during  1974.  A  large  per- 
centage of  the  small  pleasure  boats  are  installing  marine  radios, 
this  enables  us  to  assist  and  locate  lost  or  over-due  boats  much 
easier  and  faster.  We  also  now  have  direct  radio  communications 
with  all  Coast  Guard  Stations  in  our  area,  with  our  limited  personnel 
this  gives  constant  contact  with  them  whether  ashore  or  in  the 
harbor. 

The  Party  Boat  Fleet  did  a  thriving  business  this  year.  The  fleet 
still  remains  at  Twelve  (12).  The  amount  of  trips  increased  slightly 
because  of  additional  late  afternoon  trips. 

At  this  time  we  have  seven  (7)  fishing  draggers  and  one  (1) 
swordfish  boat  operating  out  of  Plymouth,  with  approximately  5  to  6 
boats  from  other  ports  unloading  their  catches  at  the  Town  Wharf. 
Permission  has  been  given  to  an  offshore  lobster  boat  to  operate  and 
unload  their  catches  at  the  Town  Wharf.  Plymouth  will  be  their 
home  port.  This  operation  should  generate  employment  for  several 
more  people.  No  figures  are  available  from  the  lobster  boats  but  due 
to  several  storms  much  equipment  was  lost.  The  scarcity  of  lobsters 
kept  lobster  prices  high,  however  the  fishermen  had  a  fair  return  for 
their  efforts. 

Due  to  the  severe  traffic  problem  in  the  Wharf  area,  the  Town 
Wharf  Road  was  made  one  way  which  proved  very  successful.  With 
the  additional  hard  top  in  the  parking  area,  the  problems  of  parking 
should  be  alleviated  this  coming  year.

Many  interesting  things  happened  this  past  year  that  brought 
the  Sealer's  responsibilities  more  in  focus  with  the  local  towns- 
people. Early  in  the  year  we  all  experienced  the  long  waiting  lines  at 
the  gasoline  pumps.  With  the  lines  came  some  side  effects  —  short 
tempers  and  problems  of  sales  and  distribution.  Many  gasoline 
pumps  were  not  equipped  to  compute  the  prices  of  the  product  at  the 
new  high  prices,  and  a  temporary  pricing  system  had  to  be  ap- 
proved until  new  equipment  could  be  installed  and  prices  stabilized. 

Later  in  the  year,  the  Massachusetts  Legislature  passed  the 
Unit  Pricing  Law  and  it  became  the  responsibility  of  the  local  Sealer 
and  Inspectors  to  inforce  this  law.  The  Consumers  Council,  who 
make  the  regulations  regarding  Unit  Pricing,  held  a  seminar  in 
Boston  to  instruct  Sealers  and  Inspectors  and  plan  on  sending  us 
information  when  it  is  available. 

The  office  standards  were  taken  to  the  State's  lab  in  Boston  for 
certification.  This  is  done  periodically  to  insure  the  standards  are 
being  properly  maintained  and  a  certificate  of  accuracy  is  issued 
for  tracability  of  the  standards.  I  also  took  part  in  the  acceptance  of 
the  new  State  standards.  This  ceremony  took  place  at  the  Saltonstall 
Building  on  October  22.  It  is  the  first  time  in  over  one  hundred  years 
that  the  Federal  Government  has  presented  Mass.  with  a  new  set  of 
weights. 

One  other  item  of  consumer  interest  that  has  been  developed 
this  year  is  the  Universal  Product  Code.  This  is  the  product  coding 
system  that  appears  on  cans  and  packages  that  identifies  it  and 
allows  prices  to  be  'read'  by  an  optical  scanner.  This  system  is  in 
operation  in  several  States  now  and  perhaps  some  special 
legislation  may  be  needed  to  protect  the  consumer  against  unfair 
practices.  A  hearing  was  held  at  the  State  House  on  this  last 
November.  All  in  all,  some  exciting  things  are  happening  in  a  steady 
old  profession.

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Report  of  the  Director  of  Public  Works 


The  Department  of  Public  Works  got  off  to  a  grand  start  on 
November  11,  1974.  The  formation  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  was  a  vote  of  Town  Meeting  with  the  acceptance  of  the 
Charter  at  the  March  1973  Town  Meeting. 

Various  Divisions  as  well  as  Town  Buildings  and  land  area  were 
transferred  to  the  D.P.W.  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  These  include 
Water,  Park,  Sewer,  Cemetery,  Highway,  Tree  and  Engineering 
Divisions,  Town  Office  Building,  Memorial  Building,  Public 
Sanitaries,  Old  Town  Court  House,  Plymouth  Beach,  South  Street 
Fire  Station,  Memorial  Building  Parking  Lot  and  other  public 
buildings. 

General  meetings  were  held  with  Division  Heads  and  various 
employees  to  discuss  their  various  aspects  of  the  work  within  the 
Town.  Monthly  meetings  will  be  held  to  discuss  any  problems  the 
employees  may  have  within  the  Division.  Cooperation  was  received  ( 
by  all  employees  under  the  Department.  ' 

Two  meetings  were  attended  at  the  State  Department  of  Public 
Works  to  discuss  Shore  Protection  at  Seaview  Drive  and  the 
TOPICS  Program.  Specifications  for  shore  protectian  work  at  ' 
Seaview  Drive  will  be  drawn  up  and  bids  will  be  accepted  in  * 
January  1975.  In  the  event  the  bid  prices  exceeds  the  money  : 
available,  the  Town  could  take  other  measures  to  start  construction  I 
by  the  Spring  of  1975.  It  is  imperative  that  this  work  be  done  as  the  ! 
Town  Water  Tank  is  located  in  this  area.  I  also  met  with  Mr.  Sumner  i 
Hoffman  re:  TOPICS.  The  monies  for  the  construction  is  available  ' 
but  the  money  for  the  engineering  layout  would  take  approximately  i 
two  years.  We  agreed  that  the  Town  would  do  the  engineering  to 
expedite  the  work.  A  survey  has  been  instituted  immediately  as  well  i 
as  a  layout  program  of  the  State  Department  of  Public  Works  as  per  ; 
the  study  made  by  them  and  submitted  to  us.  ^ 

Under  the  Manpower  Office  through  the  CETA  Program,  the 
Department  hired  five  employees.  These  include  three  Maintenance  • 
Men-Laborers  in  the  Town  Office  Building;  one  Mechanic  at  the  ' 
Town  Garage  and  one  Engineering  Aide  for  the  new  Staff  Engineer. 
Monies  will  be  inserted  in  the  1975-76  Budget  to  hire  these  employees 
when  the  CETA  Program  expires  in  November  1975. 

The  drainage  work  at  the  Mayflower  Bank  was  completed  by 
the  Highway  Division  with  the  help  of  other  Town  Divisions.  The  old  | 
box  culvert,  which  was  partially  collapsed,  was  replaced  with  a  24-  ! 
inch  reinforced  concrete  pipe.  This  system  is  now  in  good  working  j 
order.  .1 
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Many  requests  for  street  lights,  street  signs,  scraping  of  roads, 
plowing  and  general  maintenance  work  was  handled  by  this 
Department. 

Work  is  being  done  for  the  layout  of  five  streets  in  the  Town  for 
acceptance  at  the  1975  Town  Meeting.  The  Engineering  Division  is 
preparing  the  layouts  with  the  Selectmen's  Office  holding  the 
hearings.  Hearings  are  scheduled  to  begin  during  1975. 

Central  Purchasing  and  Maintenance  Programs  are  being  set 
up  by  this  Department  to  better  coordinate  the  Divisions. 

As  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  I  wish  to  thank 
all  Departments,  Divisions,  Boards,  Committees  and  Commissions 
that  I  have  worked  with  during  the  first  two  months  of  1974  during 
the  formation  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works.  I  am  sure  1975 
will  be  a  year  the  Department  of  Public  Works  can  look  forward  to 
with  great  success.

The  120th  Annual  Report  is  hereby  submitted  by  the  Superin- 
tendent covering  the  calendar  year  1974. 

The  total  rainfall  during  the  year  amounted  to  39.51  inches, 
which  is  about  6.5  inches  below  the  annual  average  for  this  area. 

The  year  ended  with  the  water  elevation  at  Little  South  Pond  at  | 
105.37  feet  compared  to  107.29  feet  for  the  previous  year  end.  ■ 

The  pumpage  for  the  year  amounted  to  1,213,281,800  gallons  . 
which  is  168,347,200  gallons  more  than  was  pumped  last  year.  ' 

A  12-inch  Ductile  Iron  main  was  laid  in  Piympton  Road  (Route 
80)  from  Carver  Road,  a  distance  of  5,600  feet,  which  will  service  the 
new  West  School  as  well  as  development  in  this  area. 

Receipts  from  the  sale  of  water,  connections  to  mains,  services  r 
rendered,  etc.  amounted  to  $468,258.78. 

Mr.  Benjamin  B.  Brewster,  Philip  Tinti,  Antonio  Provinzano, 
and  Alvin  R.  Tavares  are  the  last  members  of  the  Board  of  Water 
Commissioners  which  ceased  to  exist  as  of  November  11,  1974  when  [ 
Mr.  Felix  Cariino  became  the  first  Director  of  Public  Works  for  the  f 
Town  of  Plymouth.  The  Board  has  given  unstintingly  of  their  time  | 
and  expertise  in  the  planning  and  development  of  the  water  works,  ' 
for  which  the  Town  should  be  most  grateful. 

Mr.  Brewster  has  been  a  Water  Commissioner  for  over  19  years,  ] 

serving  as  Secretary  of  the  Board  for  13  years  and  as  Chairman  for  ' 

the  past  five  years.  During  his  service  to  the  Town,  he  has  given  |

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Report  of  the  Sewer  Division 


Our  thanks  for  a  job  well  done  to  Chairman  Ramo  Bongiovanni 
and  Commissioners  Allan  Niemi  and  James  Pierson,  who  were 
replaced  as  of  the  beginning  of  November  by  Director  of  Public 
Works  Felix  Carlino.  All  three  have  served  faithfully,  Mr.  Niemi 
since  March  22, 1973;  Mr.  Bongiovanni  as  a  member  since  March  23, 
1972,  and  as  Chairman  since  April  26,  1973;  and  Mr.  Pierson  since 
the  inception  of  the  Board  in  March,  1970. 

Low  bidder  Bradley  Contractors  was  awarded  the  job  of  con- 
structing a  new  sewer  line  from  Murray  Street  at  Court  Street, 
across  the  old  Puritan  Mills  property,  and  out  to  Water  Street. 
Actual  construction  was  started  in  July,  1974,  and  completed  in 
November.  The  existing  combination  storm-sewer  line  was  ex- 
tended to  the  harbor  and  now  is  used  for  storm  drainage  —  this 
change  removing  approximately  400,000  gallons  of  storm-spring 
waters  per  day  from  the  Treatment  Plant. 

With  the  completion  of  this  job  and  preliminary  plans  being 
mapped  out  by  Metcalf  &  Eddy,  Engineers,  for  further  construction 
and  improvement  of  existing  lines,  for  which  Town  Meeting 
members  voted  $400,000  at  the  1974  Annual  Town  Meeting,  we  are 
finally  on  our  way  to  reducing  excessive  water  flow  in  the  plant  —  a 
MUST  before  the  State  Water  Resources  Commission,  Division  of 
Water  Pollution  Control  will  allow  us  to  increase  the  size  of  our  plant 
and  or  add  any  appreciable  amount  of  sewage.

Division  from  January  1  to  December  31,  1974: 


STREET  CLEANING  ^ 

The  street  sweepers  cleaned  seven  thousand  curb  miles  from 
April  to  December.  The  main  street  from  Jabez  Corner  to 
Plymouth-Kingston  line  was  swept  each  day  and  the  side  streets  in 
rotation  every  other  day.  The  sweepers  also  service  Manomet, 
Chiltonville,  Cedarville  and  Ellisville  areas.  The  J.  J.  Gregory  &  i 
Son  Inc.  of  East  Providence,  Rhode  Island  was  awarded  the  low  bid  \ 
for  the  new  sweeper  that  was  delivered  to  the  Highway  Division  on 
October  4,  1974  for  $16,000.00. 

ASPHALT  SIDEWALKS 

The  construction  of  asphalt  sidewalks  were  completed  on  the  |

At  Castle  St.  and  Court  Street,  300'  of  12"  reinforced 
concrete  pipe  and  one  complete  manhole  was  laid.  Water  Street, 
from  Nelson  St.  to  the  beach,  360'  of  12"  reinforced  concrete  pipe 
was  laid  and  two  catchbasins  built.  Sever  St.,  had  360'  of  12"  rein- 
forced concrete  pipe  laid  and  one  complete  catchbasin.  Six  catch- 
basins on  Cape  Cod  Ave.  were  built  for  leaching  purposes.  The

Arlington  Road  drainage  project  remains  to  be  done  and  when 
completed  will  tie  in  with  the  Cochituate  Road  drainage.  The 
hydraulic  basin  cleaner  cleaned  basins  throughout  town,  Manomet, 
Cedarville  and  Long  Pond.  Pipes,  grates  and  frames  were  replaced 
where  needed. 

HIGHWAY  CONSTRUCTION  AND 
RECONSTRUCTION 

The  following  streets  were  resurfaced  with  Type  I:  570'  on 
Atlantic  Ave.,  310'  on  Christopher  Rd.,  1100'  on  Linden  Lane,  1200'  on 
Melix  Ave.,  1200'  on  Reed  Ave.,  1156'  on  Nelson  St.,  650'  on  Ray 
Road,  221'  on  Water  St.  parking  lot,  100'  on  Town  Pier  parking  lot, 
800'  on  Brewster  St.,  500'  on  Durigan  St.,  2200'  on  Westerly  Rd.,  2200' 
on  Ellisville  Rd.  and  6120  sq.  yds.  parking  lot  at  McGrath's 
Restaurant.  Simeone  Corporation  of  Stoughton  was  awarded  the 
contract  for  this  work.  The  following  streets  received  a  seal  coating 
of  three-tenths  gallons  asphalt  per  square  yard  and  covered  with 
sand:  1100'  on  Nathaniel  St.,  7400'  on  Old  Sandwich  Road  and  4000' 
on  Morton  Park  Road. 

TRAFFIC  AND  STREET  MARKING 

Center  lines  were  painted  by  the  Highway  Division  to  guide 
traffic  on  Rocky  Hill  Rd.,  White  Horse  Rd.,  portion  of  Beaver  Dam 
Rd.,  Long  Pond  Rd.  and  Herring  Pond  Rd.  The  entire  length  of 
Clark  Road,  Bourne  Road  and  Federal  Furnace  Road  were  also 
painted  with  center  lines.  Traffic  lines,  no  parking  lines,  parking 
areas,  crosswalks  and  center  lines  were  painted  around  the  town. 
Bad  curves  were  painted  with  yellow  center  lines.  The  word  STOP 
was  painted  on  the  road  in  4-inch  letters  at  intersections.  Speed 
signs  were  erected  on  Bourne  Road,  Carver  Road,  Beaver  Dam 
Road,  Clark  Road  and  South  Meadow  Road.  Vandalism  has  caused 
the  department  to  replace  several  signs  and  posts  during  the  year. 
Approximately  175  signs  were  made  up  by  the  Highway  division 
sign  machine  during  1974. 

FENCES 

Approximately  329'  of  6'  chain  link  fence  with  1-12'  gate  was 
placed  around  the  town's  drainage  easement  at  Rocky  Pond  Road. 
STATE  AID  IMPROVEMENT 

A  surface  of  I14"  of  Class  I  Type  I-l  Bituminous  Concrete  top 
with  a  prime  coat  of  bitumen  was  laid  on  Summer  St.  for  a  distance 
of  2000'  from  the  New  Bedford  Edison  Light  building  to  Carver 
Road.  The  state,  county  and  town  share  one-third  cost  of  these 
funds. 

NEW  EQUIPMENT 

Equipment  approved  at  the  Town  Meeting  for  the  Highway 
Division  included:  Self-Propelled  Curbilder,  Street  Sweeper, 
Hydraulic  Controlled  Paver,  2  Brush  Kings,  Sander  Body,  12*  Snow 
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Plow,  Tractor  Mower,  Tow  Traction  Sweeper,  Tar  Kettle,  6-8  yd. 
Dump  truck  and  V2-ton  pickup  truck  with  4-wheel  drive. 

The  work  in  the  outlying  districts  of  Manomet,  Cedarville  and 
Long  Pond  has  been  carried  out  satisfactorily  by  the  district 
foremen.  Lines  and  grade  for  town  work  have  been  supplied  by 
Edward  Chase,  professional  engineer,  and  records  of  same  kept  on 
file  in  his  office  on  Lincoln  St.  Requests  from  Selectmen's  Office  and 
other  divisions  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  were  taken  care 
of  as  received  by  this  office.  Other  projects  handled  during  the  year 
of  routine  matter  were  patching,  roadside  mowing,  brushing, 
gravelling,  scraping  roads,  plowing,  sanding,  applications  of 
calcium  chloride,  picking  up  rubbish,  investigating  complaints, 
meter  repairs,  setting  up  and  removal  of  snow  fences.

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Cemetery  Report 


According  to  Chapter  114,  Section  26,  we  herewith  submit  our 
report  for  the  time  served  during  this  year.  In  addition  to  the 
regular  care  and  maintenance  of  our  several  cemeteries,  we  wish  to 
report  the  following. 

We  planted  fifty  trees,  thirty  red  maples  and  twenty  ash,  en- 
deavoring to  replace  the  many  that  have  been  removed  because  of 
disease  and  the  ravages  of  nature.  Most  of  these  were  placed  at  Oak 
Grove  and  Vine  Hills  and  we  planted  the  remaining  at  Burial  Hill. 

A  new  water  line  was  installed  in  the  so-called  new  section  of 
Vine  Hills.  Faucets  were  placed  in  advantageous  positions,  thus 
being  able  to  serve  the  public.  A  section  of  the  newer  area  has  been 
set  aside  for  the  members  of  Congregation  Beth  Jacob.  We  are 
pleased  to  have  been  able  to  help  establish  a  burial  place  for  them  in 
Town. 

At  Burial  Hill  we  had  six  more  of  the  old  slate  stones  encased  in 
granite.  Also,  a  concentrated  effort  was  made  and  we  completed  the 
painting  of  the  fences  and  rails  of  the  cemetery.  This  is  a  project 
which  is  not  necessary  each  year,  but  we  are  rewarded  by  our  new 
look  when  it  is  again  accomplished. 

At  Manomet  Cemetery  we  spent  more  time  on  tree  trimming. 
Many  complaints  had  been  received  because  of  the  many  small 
branches  which  seemed  to  fall  after  each  wind  storm. 

At  the  White  Horse  Cemetery,  we  installed  a  new  double-faced 
sign  at  the  new  entrance. 

Chiltonville  and  South  Pond  Cemeteries  appeared  to  be  in  good 
condition,  generally. 

Attempts  to  develop  the  front  sections  of  Parting  Ways 
Cemetery  on  Route  80  have  been  defeated;  due  to  differences  of 
opinion  between  various  Town  Boards,  and  the  vagueness  of  the 
final  plans  of  the  State  to  re-locate  Route  44,  which  will  affect  the 
area. 

Vandalism  in  many  areas  continues  to  be  a  problem ;  in  spite  of 
our  efforts  to  curb  and  control  it. 

Again  we  felt  compelled  to  raise  some  of  our  rates  and  charges. 
Hopefully,  prices  can  be  left  as  they  are  for  some  time  now;  and  still 
be  in  line  with  rising  costs. 

We  were  saddened  by  the  passing  of  Mr.  James  A.  White  on 
November  12th,  a  former  member  of  the  Board.  He  served  from 
March  1963,  when  he  was  appointed  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  Mr. 
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Earle  Burgess,  until  he  did  not  run  again  in  1970.  He  brought  years 
of  cemetery  experience  in  the  practical  aspects  of  its  many  func- 
tions ;  and  was  a  great  asset  to  the  Board  during  his  years  of  service. 

With  the  implementation  of  the  Charter  Commission  and  type  of 
government,  this  Board  is  now  absorbed  into  the  Department  of 
Public  Works.  Consequently,  this  will  be  our  last  report.  At  present, 
our  clerk  is  in  the  Town  Clerk's  office,  providing  assistance  to  the 
public  in  cemetery  matters. 

The  appearance  of  our  many  cemeteries  continues  to  bring 
compliments,  surprisingly  from  many  out-of-town  people.  We  thank 
our  personnel  for  their  continued  efforts  for  a  job  well  done  in  the 
care  and  maintenance  of  the  cemeteries;  and  other  services  per- 
formed. 

Our  thanks,  also,  to  the  Police  Department  and  all  other  Town 
Departments  for  the  services  and  cooperation  given  us  during  the 
year.

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Report  of  the  Park  Department 

We  respectfully  submit  this  report  for  1974  with  the  knowledge 
that  it  was  an  energetic  and  progressive  year  with  all  Park 
Department  personnel  mutually  operating  in  the  best  interests  of 
the  Town.  This  is  our  eighty  fourth  report  since  1890. 

On  March  4, 1974,  in  response  to  a  directive  issued  by  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  requesting  all  Commissions  and  Committees,  who 
were  not  to  be  reestablished  by  the  Charter,  to  continue  to  perform 
their  duties  until  such  duties  were  transferred  by  the  Selectmen,  the 
Park  Commission  reorganized  and  appointed  Mr.  Edward  D. 
Borgatti  as  Chairman,  Mr.  Arthur  Sirrico  as  Park  Superintendent, 
Mrs.  Marion  P.  Zoccolante  as  Clerk  and  Mr.  John  J.  Medeiros  as 
Director  of  the  Manomet  Youth  Center.  The  other  members  of  the 
Park  Commission  were  John  W.  Searles,  Everett  Lanman,  0. 
Arrigo  Guidoboni  and  Kenneth  Almeida. 

Permission  was  granted  to  Troop  47,  Boy  Scouts  of  America,  to 
use  the  Town  Barn  located  on  Billington  Street  for  a  meeting  place 
and  for  scout  work  projects,  such  as  repair  of  canoes  and  equipment 
and  setting  up  of  exhibits  tying  in  with  conservation.  However,  in 
the  interest  of  the  Town's  liability,  permission  was  not  granted  for 
renovation  of  the  building  by  the  Scouts  as  they  had  requested. 

Cooperation  between  this  department  and  the  Planning  Board 
resulted  in  a  new  base  map  for  zoning  purposes  confirming  and 
locating  recreational  and  picnic  areas,  parks  and  public  beaches. 

The  Park  Commission  unanimously  approved  the  request  of  the 
United  States  Coast  Guard  to  lay  a  submarine  cable  across  Cleft 
Rock  Park,  located  on  State  Road,  Manomet,  and,  upon 
authorization  of  the  Town  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  April  the 
Park  Commission  requested  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  direct  Town 
Counsel  to  execute  a  permanent  easement  to  the  United  States 
Coast  Guard  with  quit-claim  covenants  to  lay  and  install  a  buried 
power  cable  under  the  land  known  as  Cleft  Rock  Park.  This  per- 
manent easement  was  executed  May  15,  1974. 

The  Wenger  Showmobile,  the  portable  stage  with  sound  system, 
was  used  for  the  Senior  Class  graduation  exercises  in  June,  nine 
concerts  at  Jenney  Pond  Park  and  two  concerts  at  St.  Bonaventures 
in  Manomet,  and  again  it  was  used  for  Airport  Day  on  August  18  to 
help  promote  the  Plymouth  Community  Recreation  Center's  fund- 
raising  campaign. 

At  the  "Special"  Town  Meeting  on  August  12,  1972  Town 
Meeting  the  Park  Commission  was  authorized  to  operate  a  Youth 
Center  at  this  Bartlett  Hall  which  has  proven  to  be  an  exceptional 
success.  Registrations  of  both  girls  and  boys  have  exceeded  to  the 
enrollment  of  over  four  hundred  young  people. 

Mr.  John  Medeiros,  our  Youth  Director,  and  his  two  assistants, 
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Kristine  Pimental  and  John  Buchanan  have  utilized  their  combined 
capabilities  creating  a  continuous  variety  of  activity  programs, 
such  as  basketball,  floor  hockey,  bumper  pool,  volley  ball  and  table 
tennis  at  the  Youth  Center  plus  they  have  introduced  a  summer 
baseball  program  at  the  newly  completed  Little  League  Field  at 
Briggs  Field  Playgound  in  Manomet. 

The  Town  has  generously  authorized  ample  appropriations  to 
the  following  athletic  teams  through  our  fiscal  budget: 

Adult  Basketball;  Babe  Ruth  League;  Little  League;  Plymouth 
Junior  Football;  Plymouth  Youth  Hockey  and  the  Girl's  Softball. 

On  Sept.  4,  1974  the  Board  of  Selectmen  unanimously  appointed 
Mr.  Felix  Carlino,  P.E.  as  Director  of  Public  Works  from  a  choice  of 
nine  applicants,  thus,  the  Home  Rule  Charter,  which  had  been 
accepted  by  the  Town  of  Plymouth  in  March,  1973  was  further  ac- 
tivated by  the  nature  of  this  appointment. 

The  Department  of  Public  Works,  according  to  the  dictates  of 
the  Charter,  shall  be  established  under  a  Director  who  shall  be  a 
licensed  engineer. 

In  conjunction  with  the  Director's  responsibilities  regarding 
streets,  sewers  and  waste  disposal,  sidewalks^  street  drainage, 
snow  plowing,  street  cleaning,  etcetera  the  Director  shall  also  be 
responsible  for  all  parks  and  recreational  areas  which  are  town- 
owned  and  until  this  date  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Park  Com- 
mission. 

Now,  at  the  conclusion  of  1974,  we  are  happy  to  report  that  Mr. 
Carlino  has  accepted  his  duties  with  alacrity  and  intelligence. 
Already,  in  this  short  span  of  a  few  months  we  have  witnessed  a 
smooth  interdepartniental  collaboration  of  labor,  equipment  and 
personnel.  We,  as  past  members  of  the  Park  Commission,  sincerely 
wish  that  Mr.  Carlino  has  a  continued  success  with  the  merging  of 
these  heretofore  separate  departments  into  a  cohesive  and  per- 
manent Department  of  Public  Works. 

We  close  our  last  report  as  a  Park  Commission  with 
gratefulness  that  the  townspeople  in  Plymouth  had  given  us  and  all 
previous  Park  Commissioners  the  opportunity  to  dedicate  ourselves 
to  the  task  of  improving  and  preserving  those  properties  under  our 
jurisdiction.

Tree  and  Moth  Superintendent 


The  year  of  1974  was  quite  busy  for  the  Tree  Department  due  to 
the  removal  of  many  diseased  trees  in  the  Town  and  the  arrival  of 
the  Public  Works  Director,  Mr.  Felix  Carlino  during  the  month  of 
November. 

The  amount  of  $15,565.00  was  again  appropriated  by  the  Ad- 
visory and  Finance  Committee,  as  determined  by  the  Department 
of  Natural  Resources.  This  money  was  spent  for  the  removal  of 
Dutch  Elm  Diseased  trees. 

The  usual  program  of  fertilizing  young  trees  was  done  as  well  as 
the  trimming  and  pruning  of  the  trees. 

Approximately  100  new  trees  were  planted  in  the  Town,  many 
on  private  property.  These  trees  were  planted  to  replace  those 
removed  and  or  damaged. 

Eighty  Dutch  Elm  Disease  trees  were  removed,  as  well  as  25 
other  trees.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 
AND  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

This  was  the  year  in  which  we  shared  with  you  the  anguish  of 
the  double  session  and  the  concern  for  when  it  might  come  to  an  end. 
Our  most  sincere  thanks  to  Mr.  Romeo  Carletti  and  to  the  members 
of  the  Permanent  Elementary  School  Building  Committee  for  the 
dedication  they  have  displayed  in  bringing  our  new  South  and  West 
Schools  into  being. 

It  was  just  at  year  end  that  we  opened  the  doors  of  the  West 
School  to  796  wide-eyed  youngsters.  We  were  delighted  by  their 
happy  acceptance  of  their  new  school  surroundings.  Their  number, 
in  a  school  designed  for  600  youngsters,  provided  ample  evidence 
that  our  request  for  two  more  school  buildings  was  wholly  justified. 

Unlike  towns  that  you  may  have  read  about  throughout  the 
nation,  our  enrollments  are  not  falling  off.  The  percentage  increase 
may  have  slowed,  but  we  have  every  reason  to  believe  that  it  will 
now  further  increase  whenever  the  present  recession  begins  to  fade. 

Despite  the  awkwardness  of  overcrowded  and  shared  facilities, 
we  congratulate  the  school  staff  members  for  their  untiring  efforts. 
We  are  certain  that  they  have  not  allowed  any  youngster  to  suffer 
educational  hurt. 

We  have  been  pleased  to  accommodate  the  request  of  the 
Regional  School  Committee  that  we  provide  housing  for  Grade  6 
within  our  buildings.  In  this  period  of  an  accelerated  pattern  of 
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growth,  it  is  important  that  we  be  flexible  in  all  of  our  planning. 
Grade  structure  organizations  must  be  subject  to  those  reasonable 
changes  that  best  serve  community  interests. 

Our  Kindergarten  program  has  known  continuous  growth  and 
refinement  during  this  school  year.  First  grade  teachers  in  Sep- 
tember clearly  recognized  the  increased  readiness  of  those 
youngsters  who  had  benefitted  from  the  previous  years  program. 
We  are  indebted  to  the  parishoners  of  both  St.  Peters  and  St. 
Bonaventures  for  the  cooperation  they  have  extended  during  our 
tenancy.  Their  facilities  certainly  served  well  the  needs  of  this 
vitally  important  new  program. 

We  are  pleased  with  the  reports  that  our  work  in  language  arts 
has  shown  a  marked  improvement  in  the  critical  areas  of  com- 
munication. In  our  mathematics  program  we  are  displaying  a 
continued  concern  for  the  mastery  of  basic  computational  skill.  This 
is  being  broadened  as  youngsters  progress  to  provide  an  ever- 
improved  understanding  of  mathematical  process. 

This  has  indeed  been  a  year  of  earnest  effort  to  keep  pace  with 
the  growing  needs  of  our  educational  community.  We  assure  you 
that  we  shall  continue  to  do  this  to  the  very  best  of  our  ability.  Our 
responsibility  is  to  provide  for  your  consideration  those  recom- 
mendations that  will  prove  most  able  to  serve  immediate  needs  in  a 
manner  consistent  with  the  long  range  educational  needs  of  our 
growing  community.

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PLYMOUTH-CARVER  REGIONAL 
SCHOOL  COMMITTEE  REPORT 


Your  School  Committee  has  throughout  this  year  been  very 
much  concerned  with  how  best  to  discharge  our  responsibilities  to 
students  in  Grades  6-12.  You  may  remember  that  last  year  we  an- 
nounced to  you  our  pleasure  in  the  acceptance  by  the  School 
Committees  of  Carver  and  Plymouth  to  accept  responsibility  for 
Grade  6  classes  to  be  held  for  the  school  year  1974-75  within  the 
elementary  buildings. 

This  has  allowed  us  to  transfer  Grade  9  from  the  High  School  to 
the  Intermediate  School,  thereby  temporarily  relieving  the  serious 
overcrowding  that  had  developed  at  the  High  School.  It  is  our  belief 
that  the  students  in  Grade  9  have  been  served  well  by  this 
placement. 

Much  of  our  energy  this  year  has  gone  into  a  most  careful  study 
of  what  would  prove  best  for  our  young  people  over  the  long  run. 
Many  alternatives  were  studied.  Whether  to  recommend  a  four  year 
or  a  three  year  high  school  program  was  seriously  discussed. 

One  four  year  high  school  would  very  soon  be  in  serious  danger 
of  becoming  the  overlarge  institution  in  which  it  was  feared  that  the 
educational  experience  would  be  seriously  depersonalized.  To  hold 
the  present  facility  for  1,100  students  in  Grades  9-12  and  to  create  a 
second  high  school  to  hold  another  1,000  students  with  facilities 
designed  for  appropriate  expansion  was  seriously  considered.  In  the 
final  analysis  it  was  our  determination  that  our  communities  do  not 
want  to  have  us  embark  on  the  two  high  school  concept  at  this  time. 

We  honestly  believe  that  we  have  reached  agreement  on  a 
program  that  will  provide  the  ultimate  in  both  present  advantage  to 
our  youngsters  and  in  future  opportunity  for  flexible  planning. 

The  high  school  that  we  are  presently  planning  to  recommend 
for  your  consideration  will  be  designed  to  house  2,000  students, 
Grades  10-12,  with  the  capability  for  ready  expansion  to  an  ever 
larger  school  population. 

If  our  communities  continue  their  spectacular  growth,  we  shall 
be  ready  to  recommend  the  construction  of  a  second  high  school.  At 
such  time  the  decision  could  readily  be  made  to  have  both  schools 
house  the  four  grades,  9-12.  In  the  event  that  the  towns  stopped 
growing  as  some  have  feared,  there  would  be  no  evident  need  for  the 
second  high  school. 

Our  intermediate  grades  will  be  housed  in  our  two  present 
facilities,  the  Intermediate  School  and  the  High  School.  This  will 
provide  ample  educational  space  for  our  presently  projected 
enrollment. 
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Our  year  has  closed  with  careful  scouting  of  possible  building 
sites.  We  have  worked  closely  with  the  Planning  Board,  the  Town 
Forest  Committee,  and  the  Conservation  Committee.  We  have  been 
much  pleased  by  the  continued  interest  of  the  League  of  Women 
Voters.  Members  of  the  Finance  Committee  has  given  long  hours  to 
a  dedicated  sharing  in  our  deliberations.  The  Towns  of  Plymouth 
and  Carver  have  some  critically  important  decisions  before  them. 
We  shall  continue  to  strive  to  provide  prudent  recommendations. 

We  could  not  close  this  report  without  extending  our  thanks  to 
Dr.  George  S.  Wild,  our  retired  Chairman.  His  tireless  efforts  on  r 
behalf  of  the  youth  of  our  regional  community  will  not  soon  be 
forgotten.  It  was  evident  that  Dr.  Wild  truly  loved  our  young  people. 
We  are  certain  that  they  share  the  feeling  of  loss  that  we  have 
known.  S

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PLYMOUTH-CARVER  HIGH  SCHOOL 
PRINCIPAL'S  ANNUAL  REPORT 
JANUARY  15, 1975 


A  significant  change  that  took  place  at  the  high  school  level  due 
to  the  continued  increase  in  pupil  enrollment  was  the  reorganization 
from  a  four  year  high  school  to  a  three  year  school,  a  change  that 
has  worked  out  for  the  best  at  the  present  time  with  sufficient 
classroom  space  for  the  educational  programs  needed  to  meet  the 
academic  and  social  development  requisites  of  all  the  students. 

One  of  the  highlights  of  the  school  year  was  the  $9000 
Humanities  Grant  awarded  Plymouth-Carver  High  School  by  the 
National  Humanities  Faculty.  We  were  one  of  five  schools  selected 
throughout  the  country  to  receive  this  grant  for  the  writing  and 
revision  of  curriculum  in  the  humanities.  Eventually,  the  results  of 
the  National  Humanities  Faculty  project  at  the  high  school  will  be 
shared  throughout  the  school  district  so  that  a  K-12  humanities 
curriculum  may  be  established.  Special  attention  will  be  directed 
toward  those  students  who  currently  see  no  value  in  any  formal 
education.  The  designated  project  coordinator  is  Mr.  Paul  Fleming, 
Assistant  Principal  at  the  high  school. 

It  was  with  sincere  regret  that  we  lost  our  Dean  of  Girls  through 
retirement.  We  were  fortunate  to  have  had  a  woman  of  such  energy 
and  wisdom  to  work  with  us  during  her  tenure.  She  leaves  a  school 
of  which  she  has  made  all  of  us  proud;  we  wish  her  well  during  her 
retirement  years.  We  would  like  to  congratulate  and  welcome  Mrs. 
Mary  Henry,  a  devoted  educator,  to  her  new  position  as  Dean  of 
Girls  at  Plymouth-Carver  High  School  —  a  woman  truly  well- 
prepared  to  assume  her  new  role. 

Many  additions  were  made  in  up-dating  the  curriculum  at 
Plymouth-Carver  High  School.  The  implementation  of  elective 
courses  in  Science,  Social  Studies,  Business,  and  Home  Economics 
allowed  us  to  give  the  students  more  flexibility  in  their  course 
selections  and  planning  for  the  future. 

Successes  of  the  athletic  teams  were  major  highlights  of  our 
sports  program  during  the  year.  The  football  team  won  the  Old 
Colony  League  Championship  and  gave  us  the  first  undefeated 
football  team  in  the  history  of  the  school.  The  basketball  team 
shared  the  Old  Colony  League  Championship  with  Rockland  High 
School.  The  field  hockey  team  with  their  outstanding  record 
qualified  for  the  State  field  hockey  tournament. 

Senior  mini-course  week  was  distinguished  by  the  marked 
tendency  toward  exciting  activities.  The  Socio-Biology  course  had 
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the  best  turn  out  ever.  As  usual,  the  craft  courses  were  popular,  as 
were  Home  and  Building  Maintenance,  Woodworking  for  Girls,  and  j 
Auto  Mechanics  for  the  Novice.  Brooks  Johnson  and  Amelia 
Bingham  were  two  of  our  superb  guests,  although  there  were  many 
others.  We  are  grateful  to  Mrs.  Urann  and  all  staff  members  who 
made  this  activity  a  success. 

The  social  and  cultural  program  involved  many  students  and  a 
great  number  of  activities:  a  play,  a  variety  show,  and  talent 
assemblies  were  the  highlights ;  there  were  also  proms,  dances,  and 
exchange  concerts,  as  well  as  visits  to  the  theatre,  and  to  the  [ 
Museum  of  Arts  and  Sciences  and  various  field  trips. 

The  Class  of  1974  is  a  record  breaking  class  both  in  size  and  in  j 
the  amount  of  scholarships  they  were  receiving,  the  grand  total  was 
$180,086.65.  The  usable  amount  was  $148,736.65  of  which  $29,759.65  is 
represented  in  local  scholarships.  The  information  we  have  ; 
received  from  these  students  and  from  the  schools  they  are  at- 
tending merits  strong  words  of  praise  and  thanks  to  all  who  have 
provided  scholarships.  *
